TELEGRAPHIC, 
THE LADYSMITH SIEGE 


Relieved by the Arrival 
of Dundonald’s ‘Cavalry. 


Garrison Had Been Beleag- 
ured For Four Months. 


Success of Movement Attributed to 
the Great Strategy of Roberts. 


Great Britain Is Swept by a Perfect Tornado 
of Prtrioiic Excitement. 


March 2.—All England is wild 
over the relief of Ladysmith. 
The tide of war seems to have turned 
with a vengeance. The general be- 
lief is that the Boer offensive campaign 
has completely collapsed, and that 
henceforth they will fight only on the 
defense. 

Lord Roberts is the idol of the hour. 
His praises are sung from one end of the 
land to the other. Buller, too, is receiv- 
ing a large share of praise. 

Britons feel that they are living in 
the presence of momentous events. Tor- 
nadoes of patriotic excitement are whirl- 
ing through the country. Jven the dull- 
est soul must have been stirred by the 
emotions of yesterday, and London’s 
6,009,000 were raised to a high pitch of 
patriotic exaltation,

LORD DUNDONALD, 
Lord Lansdowne chose the 
gical moment to announce estimates ex- 


psycholo- 


ceeding £61,000,000, and rather startled 
the public by unfolding the program of ¢ 
the war office to send out, in addition to 
the 30,000 troops now afloat, 56,000 fresh 
soldiers. Lord Roberts will ultimately 
have a force of a quarter of a million. 
An order has reached Woolwich arsenal 
for the construction of 224 new guns, 
from three-pounders to 12-inch guns. 
Of these 140 are to be naval guns, Al- 
ready 25,000 workmen are employed at 
the arsenal and 3000 more will be en- 
gaged. These decisions to send out more 
troops and to increase the home arma- 
ment meet with universal approval. 

The Boers seem to have gotten quite 
away from around Ladysmith without 
losing a gun or their baggage. Van 
2eenen’s pass is only about 20 miles from 
Ladysmith. 

The conditions at Ladysmith are now 
better understood, as the military au- 
thorities no longer retain their special 
information. It appears’ that, since the 
middle of January, the horses have been 
half starved and altogether too weak 
either to drag guns or to carry cavalry- 


men. Hence the impossibility of dash- 
ing out to help General Buller attack the 
Boers. These half-starved animals 
were carefully saved for food. 

Lord Dundonald’s cavalry entered 
Ladysmith Wednesday night. General 


Buller, whose main body is apparently 
at Nelthorpe, four miles south, visited 
General White Thursday. The country 
south of Ladysmith he reports cleared of 
the Boers. The siege of 119 days has 
been raised, and only the arrival of 
convoys with food and supplies for tHe 
long-suffering garrison is necessary to 
complete the relief of the town, a task 
which has cost Buller "sarmy upwards ctf 
5000 men. 

To the strategy of Lord Roberts is 
due the relief of Ladysmith at this time. 
His invasion of the Free State and cap- 
ture of Cronje’s army has made the 
Boer positions in Natal and north Cape 
Colony untenable, and it was undo ibt- 
edly due to the fact that the main boer 
army before Ladysmith was withdriwn 
to the second line of defense that buller 
was able to fight his way to his sresent 
position, from which is was »ossible tu 
dispatch a flying column into the be- 
leagured town. 

Had the Boer army remained in force 
it is entirely probable that Buller would 
still be south of the Tugela. Wenrkened 
though the forces of the Boers were 
they have made a strong rear-guard 
fight, and have compelled Buller to pay 
dearly for every advantage gaine: od. The 
enemy has been given time to withdraw 
the bulk of his heavy artillery, «nd un- 
doubtedly will succeed in getting cut of 
the fatal triangle without serious loss, 
as Buller cannot apparently move Guick- 
ly enough tocut him off at any point. 

Dundonald is the first British officer 
outside his immediate command who has 
grasped General White's hand in a 


period of 119 days of perllous siege. Dur- | 


ing that time, covering almost exactly 
four months, the British garrison has 
steadfastly held out in the face of more 
er less continuous bombardment, of 
steadily diminishing stores of food and 
ammunition, and of at least two de- 
termined attempts to carry the town by 
assault. The credit for this energetic 
and, with the exception of some early 
strategic errors, due some of them to 
political considerations, effective de- 
fense will be very generally awarded 
General White, who, up to this time at 
least, has won the chief laurels of the 
campaign in Natal,

New York, March 2.—Chief of Px 
Devery has instructed all officers to 
prefer charges, should it be found that 
patrolmen were raising a corrup ‘ion 
fund to influence legislation giving tl.em 
eight-hours’ duty. It is said that the 
Patrolmen’s Benevolent association «ad 
decided to collect from each member *10 
for this purpose. Should each meter 
contribute $10, the fund would reach 
$60,000. 


Charged 4 th Mans ‘aughier. 


Boston, March 2.—Joseph H. Sheehan 
of Cambridge is charged with - man- 
slaughter in causing the death of Carl 


L, Thorpe of Cambridge in a barroom 
on Tuesday evening. Thorpe died from 
choking, due to a hemorrhage caused by 
an injury to the throat. Sheehan ap- 
peared in court Thursday, and the case 
was continued until March 9, $3000 bail 
being furnished. 


Had Lost His Courage. 

Boston, March 2.—Discouraged over 
the loss of considerable money in unsuc- 
cessful business ventures, and by the 
further fact that he was gradually 
ing his hearing, Arthur Atkinson of the 
brokerage firm of Arthur Atkinson & 
Co. attempted suicide yesterday by 
shooting.

LIKELY TO BE SHORT. 


Signs of a Speedy Settlement of 
Strike In Granite Quarries, 


Edge Taken Off by the Agree- 
ment at Barre, Vt. 


Will Adhere to 
Agreements Running to May 1. 


Cutters In Several Placas 


Boston, March 2.—From information 
received in Boston, which has the head- 
quarters for the Granite Manufacturers’ 
association of New England and the 
Granite Cutters’ National union, it ap- 
pears that nearly all the manufacturers 
seem willing to adopt the proposed 
eight-hour workday, and a number of 
them granted the increase in wages also; 
but some of them have refused to com- 
ply with the request of the union and 
their journeymen struck. 

The Barre, Vt., cutters have accepted 
the manufacturers’ offer of an eight 
hour day, with an average of 35 cents an 
hour, in place of a minimum of $3 a day, 
asthe uniondemands. The actual terms 
of this agreement have been questioned, 
however, and until the other manufac- 
turers ascertain definitely whether the 
35 cents at Barre is “minimum” or 
“average” hourly wage, the strike will 
remain in force. 

The strike has developed some inter- 
esting features. The union officials 
early predicted that every quarry would 
be tied up, but in doing so they forgot 
that in several places, especially in Bos- 
ton, the local cutters had agreements 
with their employers to adjust the wage 
schedule on May l. At such points, ac- 
cordingly, the union men made their 
word good, and probably before their 
time comes to readjust conditions a pre- 
cedent will obviate a contest. Again, 
although the union's demand, written in 
definite terms, was made on the :nanu- 
facturers months ago, it did not hesi- 
tate to sanction compromise offers, and 
this willingness to reach a settlement 
points unmistakeably to an early re- 
sumption of work in quarries all over 
New England. 

The Barre agreement having taken 
the edge off the strike, as it were, in- 
terest centered in Quincy, with its 2500 
cutters. It developed that no _ op- 
position is made to the eight-hour day 
in any quarry in New England. The 
Quincy manufacturers offered a min- 
imum of 3 cents per hour, which the 
union's committee refused to entertain, 
insisting instead on the Barre agree- 
ment, as they understood it, of a 25- 
cent minimum. Then the manufactur- 
ers raised the pofnt that Barre manufac- 
turers only guaranteed an average of 
that figure, and with little debate the 
Quincy employers decided to carry the 
matter to the New England Granite 
Manufacturers’ association for a de- 
cision. This association represents a 
majority of the big quarries, and has 
already told the union that it did not 
see the way clear to grant the demard. 
The margin in contention at the end of 
the first day of the strike is so smali 
that a resumption of work does not 
seem far distant. It Is likely that the 
settlement in Quincy will end all trouble 
throughout New England, but if Quincy 
granite yards remain still from 6000 to 
70u0 Journeymen cutters will remain idle. 


Newoundland Loses a Statesman. 
St. John's, March 2.—Sir Frederick 
Carter, former chief justice of New- 


foundiand, isdead. He was in his 82nd 
year. Judge Carter was speaker of the 


Newfoundland house of assembly from 
1861 to 1865; was premier and attorney 
general from 1865 to 1870, and again from 
1874 to 1878. He was the first colonial 
statesman upon whom Queen Victéria 
conferred knighthood. 


At Least Two Lives Lost. 

Philadelphia, March 2.—The unusually 
heavy rain for the past two days, 
coupled with the melting ice and snow, 
has caused severe floods in the central 
part of Pennsylvania In the anthracite 
coal regions. Two lives have been lost 
and many industries have been forced to 
suspend work, including a large number 
of coal mines. 


Lee Srooks’ Awful Death.

Washington, March 2.—The total gov- 
ernment receipts for February were 
$45,631,265, and the expenditures $37,-

the expenditures by $37,763,000.

It May Bring Settlement of 
Granite Trouble. 


Cutters at Work on Unfin- 
ished Jobs. 


Apprentices Also at Werk in 
Many of the Yards, 


There is nothing new in the strike 
situation today, and no change is 
looked for until after Monday night's 


meeting of the conference committee. 

There will be a meeting in Roston 
tonight of the executive committee of 
the New England Granite Manna- 
facturers’ Association, when the action 
of the Barre Association will eome up 
for ratification. It will then, probably 
be definitely known whether the terms 
of settlement at that, place were an 
average of 35 cents an hour, or @ 
minimum price of 35 cents per hour. 

Barre is Quincy’s greatest competitor 
in the granite industry, and the action 
takeu there will have a great weight 
toward an early settlement in Quincy. 

Many are asking the question how 
can a settlement be made, other than 
that demanded by the Constitution of 
the National Union, but the general 
public and the business men in other 
lines do not care a snap how it can be 
done as long as it is done. The main 
object is to have the trouble settled 
at the earliest possible moment. After 
that the question of how it was done 
will make a good subject for debating 
societies. 

The one or two severe cold days last 
week, which prevented the cutters from 
working, prevented a few of them from 
completing the stones upoo which 
they were at work before the first of 
the Zmonth, and the local Cutters’ 
Union, at a meeting held yesterday, 
granted these men’ permission to return 
to work and complete their stones. 
There were but few of these, and they 
are at work today finishing up. At 
best this will take less than a week, 
but it is hoped that before a week 
from today a settlement will have been 
reached, that all the men may return 
to work. 

There are apprentices at work in 
nearly every yard, but they are few, so 
that an almost death like stillness 
prevails in the yards that up to 
Thursday have resounded with the 
merry sound of the hammer. 


The New Depot. 

It will be good news te Quincy 
people to learn that within a few 
weeks a gang of men will be at work 
on the new depot for Quincy. It is 
understood that plans for the depot 
have been perfected and that it is the 
intention of the railroad offcials to 
begin work as soon as the froxt is out 
of the ground. It is understeod that 
the new depot will be located om the 
site of the present depot. 

It is also understood that it is the in- 
tention of the railroad to depress the 
tracks through Quiney. The depression 
will probably commence sumewhere 
near the Atlantic depot so that whens 
they pass through Quincy proper they 
will be low enough to ubolish the 
grade crossing on Saville street at the 
Quincy depot and on Water street at 
the Quincy Adams depot, and the new 
depot at Quincy will be constructed 
with that plan in view Whether the 
depression of the tracks will come this 
year is not known but as it is planned, 
it will be necessary when buiding the 
new depot to have that in mind.

DRY LOCO WEED. 
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Leaping seas lifted the schooner Ra- 
yen high on the beach one night when 
a apring gale churned Lake Michigan. 
The Raven was owned, navigated and 
now, in the flower of her sailing days, 
beached by Captain Ebenezer Rowell. 
Cape Cod was the place of the cap- 
tain’s nativity, and he had sailed all 
sorts and conditions of waters, from 
the Erie canal to the Arctic ocean. 

He asserted, however, with a flow of 
explosive language that was certainly 
no part of his Puritan inheritance, that 
he never ran into quite so much “dirt” 
anywhere else as when there was a 
norther screaming down this long lake, 


breaking the water into foam from 
Skiligalee to Grosse point. Now the 


indignant lake repaid his tarry epithets 
by flinging him farther up on the land 
than any boat ever went before. 

Captain Kkowell had characteristics 
that marked him as a man apart. His 
long mystache drooped and mingled 
witha Port beard well shot with gray, 

and when he wore his dingy sou’ wester 
he looked very like a middle aged wal- 
rus. The captain had a wooden leg, 
bound at the bottom with triple bands 
of brass.

SNOW, RAIN AND WIND. 


England Treated to a Great 
Variety of Foul Weather, 


New 


Tides Swept Up Rivers Far 
Into the Interior. 


Hills Siopped In Southern Portions and Whole 


Counties Snowbound In North. 


Boston, March 3.—The Maine coast ap- 
parently the brunt of the 
just passed, and reports indicate that it 
was felt more severely and over a great- 


bore storm 


er area than the famous November, '98, 
disturbance of the elements. 

Coming on the very heels of a heavy 
fall of rain in southern New England 
and of two or three feet of snow in the 
interior, with rivers swollen beyond 
their banks by recent rains, the tides 
swept up rivers and into indentations in 
the coast line until their onrushes were 
like tidal waves. 

Water in such Trivers as the Kennebec 
and Penobscot on the full of the 
tide until previous high marks had been 
washed over, and piers were lifted from 
their foundations and strained by the 
waves until they had been made useless. 

An idea of the height of the waves was 
seen at Bar Harbor, where the water 
front was swept so wildly that the sea 
wall of granite was torn up, stretches of 
the famous board walk driven up on the 
lawns of fashionable residences, private 
landing piers broken up, and which is 
more striking yet, the crest of Hardy's 
Point washed by the surf. In fact, the 
Mount Desert island shores have not 
known such a washing as those of the 
tides yesterday. 

The city of Bath was twice isolated 
from its environs, and the police officers 
became boatmen at the morning tide to 
rescue people in houses on water front 
streets. At Rockland water rushed into 
lime quarries, kilns and storage sheds, 
which are unusually well protected, and 
two lime fires occurred. Portland har- 
bor was a boisterous place all Thursday 
night and yesterday, but shipping held 
tight anchorage and the losses were not 
heavy. 

Coagtwise shipping suffered little in- 
convenience, as the bad weather of the 
week has kept the fleets in the many 
harbors from Vineyard Haven to East- 
port. A fishing schooner planted her- 
self on the sands of Cape Cod, and Frank 
Jones’ steam yacht Sagamore went 
ashore at Sullivan, Me., but was floated 
on the next tide with little damage. 

In southern New England the high 
tides prevented the surcharged streams 
from emptying quickly into the sea and 
the backwater stopped scores of mills 
and made idie for indefinite periods 
thousands of mill help. 

The weather in southern New Eng- 
Jand has been clear with falling tem- 
perature, but in northern New England 
a snowstorm raged, changing to rain 
last night. Whole counties are snow- 
bound, railway traffic tied up, and n> 
signs of relief in sight. No greater con- 
trasts of weather could be experienced 
than have been New England's lot since 
last Sunday.

Soldiers at Ladysmith Unable to Do 
More When Relieving Army Entered. 


Boers Left Ammunition and 
Provisions Behind. 


Roberts Facing a Reformed Soer Army,but Has 
Ample Troops to Cope With Enemy. 


London, March 3.—Winston Churchill, 
Who accompanied the Ladysmith relief 
column, telegraphing his experiences, 
“During the afternoon of Feb. 28 
forward 


says: 
the cavalry brigades pressed 
under Colonel Burn-Murdoch toward 
Bulwana hill and under Lord Dun- 
donald in the direction of Ladysmith. 
The Boers fired on both with artillery 
from Bulwana. _ 

“About 4 o'clock Major Gough's regi- 
ment, which was in the advance, found 
the ridges surrounding and concealing 
Ladysmith apparently unoccupied. He 
reported the fact to Lord Dundonald, 
who determined to ride through the gap 
with the light horse and carbineers, 

“The rest of the brigade was sent back 
to Genera! Buller’s picket line. It was 
evening when we started. About an 
hour of daylight remained. We gal- 
loped on swiftly, in spite of the rough 
ground, up and down hill, through scrub 
and rocks and dongas until we could see 
the British guns flashing from Wagon 
hill; but on we went faster, until sud- 
denly there came a challenge from the 
scrub, ‘Who goes there?’ 

“The relieving army,” we replied; 
“and then the tattered and almost boot- 
less men crowded around, cheering very 
feebly. Even in the gloom we could see 
how thin and pale they looked; but how 
glad they were.” 


The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from General Buler, dated 
Ladysmith, March 2: 

“I find the defeat of the Boers more 
complete than I had dared to anticipate. 
This whole district is completely clear 
of them, and, except at the top of Van 
Roenen’s pass, where several wagons 
are visible, I find no trace of them. 

“Their last train left Modder Spruit 
station about 1 o'clock yesterday and 
they then blew up the bridge. They 
packed their wagons six days ago, mov- 
ing them to the north of Ladysmith, so 
that we had no chance of intercepting 
them; but they have left vast quantities 
of ammunition of all sorts, herds, grass, 
camp and individual necessaries They 
have got away with all their guns except 
two.” 

General Buller, accompanied by his 
staff, arrived at Ladysmith at 11:40 a. 
m. yesterday. He entered the town un- 
noticed, as more cavalry was coming in 
during the morning. The news of his 
arrival soon spread, however, and Gen- 
eral White and his staff at once went to 
receive him. The two generals met 
amid scenes of tremendous enthusiasm, 
and Genera] Buller had an immense re- 
ception. 


Lord Roberts, at Osfontein, six or 
elght miles east of Paardeberg, faces the 
reformed Boer army from 5000 to 6000 
strong. This may be merely a corps of 
observation, ready to retire on a pre- 
pared position. Doubtless it is receiv- 
ing accretions from the late beslegers of 
Ladysmith and from other points. 
Whatever the force may be Lord Rob- 
erts has ample troops to cope with it. 

As a heavy rain is falling on the veldt 
and the grass is improving, this will be 
a good thing temporarily for the Boers. 

Lord Roberts has surprised observ- 
ers by the excellence of his transport 
during the first advance, and he is like- 
ly to do again, although military 
men here think he must wait for some 
days before going much farther. 

The Boers, presumably, will use this 
delay for all it is worth, pulling their 
resources together. Dr. Leyds gives 
out the opinion that the British entry 
of Bloemfontein is daily expected, as 
Commandants Dewet and Delarey had 
been instructed to retard the advance of 
Lord Roberts only until the concentra- 
tion under General Joubert had been ac- 
complished. 

No adequate explanation is yet made 
of the 50,000 reinforcements that are 
preparing for Roberts, but such as are 
advanced tenatively suggest either that 
the Cape Dutch have become more res- 
tive, or that the imperial government 
has a hint of foreign suggestions as to 
the future status of the allied republics. 

The admiralty board has telegraphed 
to the Cape commander an expression 
of admiration and thanks on the part of 
the lords of the admiralty to the marines 
and blue jackets engaged in the war, for 
the “spcendid manner in which they 
have upheld the traditions of the service 
and have added to its reputation for re- 
sourcefulness, courage and devotion.”

FILIPINO BANDITS DISPERSED. 
Twenty-four Killed, Thirty Wounded, and Many 
Taken Prisoners by Americans. 
Manila, March 3.—Colonel Anderson, 
with the Thirty-eighth infantry, em- 
ploying the insurgents’ own tactics, has 
ambushed the enemy near Batangas. 
Through _ spies, Colonel Anderson 
learned that a detachment of insurgents 
would pass a certain road. He posted 
his soldiers concealed among the trees 
lining the road, and when the enemy ar- 
rived the Americans volleyed unexpect- 
edly, killing 24 insurgents, wounding 30 
and capturing several. Somearmsand 
ammunition were also captured. The 
effect of this blow has been saluatary. 
The enemy in that locality are dismayed 

Acting on information brought here by 
a boatload of Spanish prisoners who es- 
caped from the insurgents, the transport 
Alava, with 50 marines from the cruiser 
Brooklyn, was sent to the gulf of Gagai, 
on the south coast of uzon, and rescued 
50 Spanish prisoners and 10 Americans 
One hundred bandits, as the rebels are 
now called, surprised 10 men of the Third 
cavalry at Nama¢pacan, in the prevince 
of La Union, north Luzon. They killed 
one of the cavalrymen, and captured the 
horses and a supply train. Troops are 
now hunting a gang of 80 of these ban- 
dits in the mountains. Thursday 25 
banditscrossed the Pasig at Maudalogan 
and raided Santa Anna, four miles frora 
Manila. They were dispersed by resi- 
dents of the town. Brigadier General 
Funston recently marched a foree from 
San Isidro té@ Baler, the scene of Lieu- 
tenant Gilmore's capture, fur the pur- 
pose of garrisoning that place.

Braintree Reports out Late. 


Pratt & Pratt of Braintree, who had 
the contract fon the Braintree Town 
Report, had their work done by F. F. 
Green of Quincy, and there has been 
considerable comment on the late hour 
at which the reports were received 
etc. The following letter is self ex- 
planatory. 


Editor of the Observer ; 

At the Citizen’s caucus last evening 
the statement was made that the print- 
ing of the annual report had been 
delayed because the printer was 
obliged to wait for the copy of the 
school report.

Reference to the last year’s 
show that even the School Committees’ 
special report of estimates this year 
was given to the printer about one 
week earlier than the whole of the 
school report last year and yet the 
printer of that year’s report was not 
delayed. The printer this year received 
the copy of the school report earlier 
than the Selectmen said in January it 
would be needed and earlier than some 
of the department reports that preceded 
the school] report in the whole volume 
of reports.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Never plant a tree unless you gre will- 
ing to take care of it. 

Prune annually, and the cutting off of 
large limbs will be unnecessary. 

There is no use in planting out an or- 
chard unless the ground is well prepared. 

It is best to plant out young trees not 
more than 2 years old rather than older 
ones. 

One advantage with apples is that the 
market for them is not local, and they 
can be held for an indefinite period for 
good prices. 

The cause of moss appearing on the 
stems of apple and other fruit trees is 
wet, cold, undrained land or a very hu- 
mid climate. 

Cut all apple and other limbs close in 
pruning. Such wounds heal sooner and 
make the healthiest trees. Long knots 
left in pruning are unsightly and injuri- 
ous. 

So far as the growth of the tree will 
admit, plant deep. By deep planting the 
roots will get more moisture and will be 
firmer in the soil and will not so readily 
blow over.

WAS QUICKLY PASSED, 


President Submitted a New Puerto 
Rican Measure to the House, 


Democrats Were Completely 
Taken by Surprise. 


Hil Moneys Collected Upon Puerto Rican Goods 
to Be Used For Relief of Island. 


Yashington, March 3.—President Mc- 
Kinley sprung a surprise on congress 
yesterday in sending a message recom- 
mending the appropriation of $2,095,455 
for the immediate needs of Puerto Rico, 
this sum having already come from the 
revenues of the island. 

Not more than four or five leaders of 
the house appear to have known any- 
thing about it. Even Mr. Grosvenor pro- 
fesses that it came as a surprise to him. 
Probably Cannon, Payne and Dalzell 
were in consultation concerning it, but 
whether they inspired the move or 
whether it was the president's own 
thought does not yet appear clear. 

The bill was as follows: “Be it en- 

acted, etc., that the sum of $2,095,455, 
being the amount of customs revenue on 
importations by the United States from 
Puerto Rico since the evacuation of 
Puerto Rico by the Spanish forces on 
Oct. 18, 1898, to Jan. 1, 1900, together with 
any further customs revenue collected 
on importations from Puerto Rico since 
Jan. 1, 1900, 
collected under existing law, shall 
placed at the disposal of the president, 
to be used for the government and bene- 
fit of Puerto Rico until otherwise pro- 
vided by law; and the revenues herein 
referred to, already collected and to be 
| collected under existing law, are hereby 
j}appropriated for the purposes herein 
specified out of any moneys in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated.” 

The message came like a bolt out ofa 
clear sky to the minority. They wereat 
first inclined to hail it with delightasa 
reproof of the majority for the passage 
of the Puerto Rican tariff bill on Wed- 
nesday. The Republican leaders, how- 
| ever, had a bill ready to carry the presi- 
dent's recommendations into effect. Mr. 
Cannon asked immediate consideration 
for the bill, and this was given. 

It was only when the debate opened, 
it having been agreed that 20 minutes 
should be allowed on a side, that under 
the lead of Mr. Bailey of Texas the 
Democrats began lining up against the 
bill because it placed no limitation upon 
the president's discretion in the use of 
the money. The bill was passed by a 
vote of 162 to 107, 13 Democrats, twe 
Populists and two silver Republicans 
voting with the Republicans in the af- 
firmative. 

Subsequently the Aldrich-Robbins 
contested election case from the Fourth 
Alabama district, which the house twice 
refused to consider Thursday, was taken 
up, 136 to 129, and was debated Yor the 
remainder of the day.

Consideration of the Puerto Rican 
tariff bill, embodying substantially the 
| provisions of the house bill, and, in ad- 
dition, providing for a territorial form 
of government for Puerto Rico, was 
begun in the senate yesterday. Mr. 
Foraker (Rep., O.), chairman of the 
committee on Pacific islands and Puerto 
Rico, was in charge of the measure. 

Mr. Teller (Col.) proposed an amend- 
ment providing that the purpose of the 
bill was simply to establish a temporary 
government in Puerto Rico “*r the pur- 
rose of enabling the people of the island 
later to establish a permanent republi- 
can government, in which there should 
be accorded the people the right of self- 
government, the adoption of a constitu- 
tion and the establishment of a perma- 
nent form of government, not interfer- 
ing with the sovereignty of the United 
States over the island. This amend-- 
ment was followed by another by Mr. 
Stewart (Nev.), striking out the pro- 
vision levying a duty on Puerto Rican 
| goods, and providing that they should be 
| admitted free into the United States 

A spirited debate was participated in 
by Messrs. Foraker, Teller, Stewart and 
others. Mr. Foraker contended that 
the duties levied on Puerto Rican prod- 


ucts were necessary, because the island 
was in need of revenues. Every dollar 
levied as duties would be turned into the 
treasury of the island, and the com- 
mittee held that this was the only prac-

BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR SETTLEMENT. 


Textile Operatives Confident That M. nu‘ac- 
turers Will Yield to Their Request. 

Fall River, Mass., March 3.—Members 

of the Textile Council, representing the 


| operatives of the city and the executive 
| committee of the 


Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, acting for the mill men, met 


| jn conference yesterday to discuss the 


draft of a sliding scale offered by the 
textile representatives for the consid- 
eration of the manufacturers. The 
scale submitted by the operatives had 
for its basis an 80-cent margin between 
cotton and cloth, this figure giving 19 
cents a cut for weaving regular 64x64’'s. 
The scale previously under discussion 


| Was that offered by the manufacturers 


and based wages on a margin of 75 
cents and offering 18 cents for weaving 
a cut of cloth. There was a difference 
of about 5 percent between the two 
propositions and the conference was 
held for the purpose of adjusting the 


| scale. 


After a short discussion the manufac- 
turers asked for time to consider the 
operatives’ Stating that they 
would notify the textile body when they 
were again ready to confer. The present 
is an opportune time for the operatives, 
and it looks as if they might secure the 
adoption of their rate. The present 
margin between cotton and cloth ex- 
ceeds the 80 cents named in the council’s 
list, and with a continued strong mar- 
ket for cloth and relatively strong de- 
mand for the production of the mills the 
outlook for a mutually satisfactory 
settlement is bright.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 3.—Perhaps the most 
pronounced sensation of the legislative 
session of 1900 developed yesterday be- 
fore the committee on mercantile affairs, 
when Samuel L. Powers, representing 
the New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, arose in the telephone 
hearing and instead of making the usual 
exhaustive reply to the arguments for 
state supervision, stated that his com- 
pany would welcome the proposed de- 
parture. He was perfectly content, he 
said, that the policy of the state as to 
supervision or competition should be 
settled by the committee “without inter- 
vention on our part." 

The senate passed the following bills 
to be engrossed: To regulate the taking 
of herring and mackerel in Milland Plum 
island rivers; to the appointment of cer- 
tain Newton officials; to extend the ¢ivil 
service law to Natick fire and police 
forces; to incorporate the Old Kirk 
Cemetery association. 

Without debate the house accepted the 
adverse report on the petition of David 
B. Andrews for the seat in the house 
from Nantucket. 

The house passed to be engrossed, by 
§3 to 31, without debate, the resolve for 
a system of reformed spelling in public 
documents.

Trees and Shrubs. 

Bushes add to the moisture of the soil, 
and when near the house wall they 
should be removed if the soil be perme- 
able to water only slightly. Through 
thickets of bushes any excess of ground 
water does not evaporate as quickly as 
through uncovered turf. While a few 
high trees, suitably placed, serve to in- 
tercept the fiercest rays of a tropical sun, 
shade trees over and about a house in 
cooler climates are undesirable, since 
they lessen the healthful force of the sun 
and wind. As a windbreak for a bouse 
in an exposed or level situation trees are 
desirable to the northward and north- 
westward or otherwise disposed so as to 
afford shelter against the bieakest winds 
in cold localities. Like surfaces of wa- 
ter, trees appear to intercept “malarial” 
air currents. Thus it may not be well 
to remove a grove or thicket lying be- 
tween habitations and a malarial swamp 
or river bottom.—Selected.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For Week Beginning March 4. 
Comment by Rey. 8S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—How God pays men.—Math. 

xx, 1-18. 

“Many that are first shall be last, 
and the last shall be first” «Math. xix, 
This truth is illustrated imme- 
diately by Christ by the parable of the 
laborers in the vineyard. 

THE PARABLE. 

The kingdom of heaven is likened un- 
to a householder who early in the 
morning hired laborers for his vine- 
yard, who agreed to labor for a penny 
a day. At the third, sixth, ninth and 
eleventh hours he hired other laborers 
on condition that he would pay them 
what was right. Wher the day’s work 
was done and a settlement was made, 
“they received every man a penny.” 
The first hour laborers complained that 
they had been unjustly treated in that 
they received no more than those who 
had labored but one hour. But the 
householder insisted that he had paid 
them the bargained price for their la- 
bor and claimed further the right to do 
as he pleased with his own. 

THE INTERPRETATION. 

This is conceded to be one of the 
most difficult of Christ’s parables to 
understand and explain. It is unnatu- 
ral and seems at least to be unjust un- 
til understood. The householder is 
God. The vineyard is the church. The 
steward is Christ. The laborers are 
God’s servants in the church. The 
wages are God's final rewards when 
life's day is done. But two questions 
need to be answered: 1. Whom do the 
different laborers represent? Whoever 
they may represent, they cannot repre- 
sent the same persons at the different 
periods in their lives. Therefore there 
can be found here no encouragement 
to any one to put off serving God till 
late in life with the hope of being as 
fully rewarded as if he had served 
God throughout his entire life. The 
laborers represent at least different 
persons called at different times in the 
church's history and who responded to 
the first call. For instance, they may 
represent the Jews, who were called 
first, and the gentiles or different pe- 
riods in the life of the ehurch since 
Christ’s time. 2. Why were all paid 
alike, since some worked longer than 
others? The best explanation seems to 
be that the difference resulted from the 
different spirit in which the labor was 
performed. The first laborers made a 
bargain. They were to get a penny for 
the day’s labor. They worked for 
wages and hence could not justly com- 
plain. The others made no bargain. 
They were to receive what was right. 
They left the matter of pay entirely to 
the householder. They confided and 
trusted in him. They represent not the 
labor of the hirelings, but the labor of 
confidence and of love, which always 
receives the greater reward. The hire- 
lings received hireling wages. The 
confiding, trustful laborers were paid 
in the spirit in which they had labored. 
Can we wonder, therefore, that it was 
larger than the former? 

THE APPLICATION. 

How does God pay men? Not in pro- 
portion to the time or quantity of labor 
performed, but in accordance with the 
spirit in which the labor is performed. 
The man who labors for wages will re- 
ceive his wages, and the one who, for- 
getful of rewards and wages, out of a 
heart full of gratitude and love, ren- 
ders unto God a life of loving, grateful 
service will be rewarded in the same 
spirit. Can we doubt as to which will 
receive the greater reward? 

THE PRAYER MEETING. 

Have a catechetical meeting. A num- 
ber of important and interesting ques- 
tions can be asked upon this parable 
and topic. Distribute the questions at 
least a week before the meeting and 
have the leader ask them in regular 
order, so as to bring out the explana- 
tion and application of the parable.

Fervid 
speech is no longer conventional. To 
say nothing prettily is a great achieve- 
ment. The Bible itself needs revision. 
The prophets are old fashioned; even 
the New Testament is antiquated. So 
we are listening, in lieu of sermons, toe 
lectures on Tennyson, Longfellow, 
Shakespeare and Count Tolstoi. Well, 
Isaiah and the prophets can calmly 
wait, but the opinion of those old fash- 
joned preachers upon some who claim 
to be their modern successors would be 
of absorbing interest.—New York Ex- 
aminer (Baptist).

FIGHTING I$ GOING ON. 


Brabant and French Meet the Boers 
and Engage In Encounters, 


Army Under Joubert Collect- 
ing at Abraham’s Kraal. 


Cronje Thanks Britishers For Kindness and 
Consideration Shown Prisoners. 


London, March 5.—Dispatches from 
South Africa show that fighting is going 
on both in Cape Colony and the Orange 
Free State. 

General Brabant reports that he at- 
tacked and captured some Boer positions 
near Dordrecht, and the operations show 
that Boers still remain in considerable 
force in northern Cape Colony. 

General Brabant’s advance was most 
eatisfactory. After marching and 
bivouacking night the force 
reached the strong intrenched positions 
which they occupied and now hold, the 
Boers being on the opposite hill, The 
British remained in the captured po- 
although the Boers brought two 
guns into action and made a determined 
effort to retake them. The British loss- 
six killed and 18 wounded. 

The chief interest, however, centers in 
Roberts’ operations in the Orange Free 
State, and news of heavy fighting may 
now be expected at any moment. 

General French found a large force 
posted in a strong position on a kopje 
Within a few miles of Roberts’ camp at 
Osfontein. He opened fire and the Boers 
replied with a heavy gun. 

The dispatches also show that the 
Goers are ng a large army at 
Abraham's Kraal, a position 30 miles 
east of Paar Joubert is said to 
be concentrating the whole of the Lady- 
smith forces, with large numbers of the 
Free Staters, at Abraham's Kraal, and 
this movement would indicate that 
Roberts will meet with flerce resistance 
before he is allowed to reach Bloemfon- 
tein. 

The war office gave out the following 
dispatch from Lord Roberts, dated Os- 
fontein, Sunday, March 4: 

“General Grose, on behalf of his party, 
and Commandant Wolmarans, on behalf 
of 4000 other prisoners, who have all now 
left Modder River, asked the British offi- 
cers to thank me for the consideration 
and kindness with which they have been 
treated. 

“General Clements reports that his ad- 
vanced troops held Achtertang and that 
railway communication would be opened 
to Joubert’s siding today.

Abraham's kraal, as shown on the war 
office maps, is a group of three kopjes 
situated at the junction of Kraal spruit 
with Modder river. It is a natural 
point of concentration, which the Boers 
could make exceedingly strong, but, af- 
ter the proofs of the mobility of the army 
of Lord Roberts, it may be doubted 
whether they will make a really serious 
attempt to bar his advance there, 

A noticeable feature of all the recent 
operations at the theatre of war has been 
the active employment of colonial 
forces, which is in marked contrast with 
the policy adepted at the beginning of 
the war. The Australian cvlonies have 
decided to provide the 2500 men Mr. 
Chamberlain recently asked for. 

It is now seen how near Ladysmith 
Was to starvation and the exhaustion 
of ammunition. The town could hard- 
ly have withstood another Boer as- 
sault, or have held out much longer. 
The Daily News has a dispatch from 
Ladysmith which says that the supplies 
on hand were only enough to provide 
full rations for four days. The town 
might have held out another week, but 
scarcely beyond that.

| The Money Necessary Now in the 
City Treasury. 


For several years the various Mayors, 
including Mayor Hall, have recom- 
mended that the Park Commissioners 
establish public-bath houses. The 
present board of Park Commissioners 
has investigated the matter with this 
result: 

First. The Public Statutes—Chapter 
»°4—prohibit the erection of any build- 
ing on a park or playground having an 
area of over 600 square feet. This act 
barred the Commission from erecting 
the proposed bath house. 

City Solicitor Sears was consulted 
with the result that the following bill 
was drafted and presented to the 
General Court: 

Sect. 1. The Park Commissioners of 
the City of Quincy may erect and 
maintain in the parks or playgrounds 
of said city, that now are or hereafter 
may be under their control, structures 
for the shelter and refreshment of 
persons frequenting such parks or 
playgrounds, and may erect and main- 
tain thereon public bath houses along 
the shore and within the bounds of 
any such parks of playgrounds. Such 
structures or buildings shall be erected 
in such places as in the opinion of the 
chief of the fire department of said city 
do not endanger buildings beyond the 
limits of such parks

GRANITE BLACK LIST. 


Verdict Against Qui Quincy Dealer Is 
Sustained. 


The full bench of the Supreme Court 
sent down decision Saturday over- 
ruling the defendant’s exceptions in 
the case of John P. Weston vs. 
Frederick Barnicoat and sustaining a 
verdict of $3,000 which plaintiff re- 
covered against the defendant, who pro- 
cured the name of the plaintiff to be 
**blacklisted by the Quincy branch of 
the Manufacturers’ and Wholesale 
Granite Dealers’ Protective Associa- 
tion of New England. 

The Court, says the Transcript, 
affirms its decision in the case of 
Hartnett vs. Plumbers’ Supply Associa- 
tion, reported in 169 Massachusetts 229, 
where it was held among other things 
that associations of the kind in 
question have no right to oust the 
courts of their jurisdiction by ‘*black- 
listing’’ persons who do not pay their 
bills. 

The present case was an action to re- 
cover for a libel, brought by plaintiff, 
a granite dealer in Rochester, N. Y., 
against the defendant, a granite dealer 
in Quincy. The alleged libel consisted 
in publishing the plaintiff’s name on 
the confidential list of the association. 
The confidential list was published by 
the association under its by-laws, and 
was a list of **dealers’’ who refuse or 
neglect to pay their honest debts.’’ It 
was the custom to publish a debtor’s 
name ov the list for failure to pay one 
debt. A by-law of the association 
provided that it should be confidential, 
and that no member should disclose 
the same to a person not a member. 
The plaintiff, after receiving a sample 
of the kind of granite to be used by 
defendant, ordered a monument of 
white Westerly granite. The monument 
was made and sent to plaintiff, who set 
it up where it remained for a number 
of weeks, at the end of which time 
plaintiff objected to the quality of the 
granite and to other things, also con- 
tending that it was not up to the 
sample. The matter was referred by 
the parties to a committee of the as- 
sociation, who reported in favor of the 
defendant, but plaintiff refused to 
abide by their decision. Plaintiff was 
asked to pay for the monument, refused 
to do so, and after action by the 
directors of the association, his name 
was put on the **blacklist.’’ 

Plajntiff brought suit against the 
defendant in the Superior Court for 
having his name ~*backlisted,’’ and re- 
covered a verdict of $3,000. The case 
was then taken to the Supreme Court 
on exceptions, which the latter Coart 
this forenoon overrules. The Court in 
a decision, written by Chief Justice 
Holmes, says: 

**Several rulings were asked on the 
question of privilege. As we have 
said, the case is to be considered solely 
on the footing of libel. From this point 
of view it is perfectly plain that the 
judge could not have ruled that the 
communication was privileged as ma‘ter 
of law. The jury well might have 
found facts that would cut at the roots 
of sucha ruling. They might have 
found not only that the proposition 
that the plaintiff was a man who re- 
fnsed or neglected to pay his honest 
debts was false as “they have found, 
but also that it was known by the de- 
fendant to be false. They might bave 
found that it was volunteered for 
malevolent motives. They might have 
found that the whole organization was 
a mere scheme to oust the courts of 
their jurisdiction, and to enforce 
colorable claims of the members by a 
boycott intended to take the place of 
legal process, and that there was no 
pretence of any duty about the matter. 
Indeed, it is hard to see how the by- 
laws or any understanding of the de- 
fendant about the by-laws could have 
afforded him a justification, as the by- 
laws merely express the terms on 
which he saw fit to enter into a 
voluntary organization. A man cannot 
justify a libel. More specifically, a 
false statement of a kind manifestly 
hurtful to a man in his credit and 
business and intended to be so, is not 
privileged because made in obedience 
to the requirements of a voluntary 
association got up for the purpose of 
compelling by a boycott the satisfac- 
tion of its members’ claims to the 
exclusion of a resort to the courts. Of 
course, we do not mean to say that 
the statement might not have been 
°| privileged if believed to be true, and 
if the purpose of the association and 
publication was understood to be 
merely to give information to the mem- 
bers concerning the credit of people 
with whom they might deal. But 


such a state of facts. 

The difticulty in supposing it is that 
the by-laws expressly require the mem- 
bers to have no dealings with any 
person whose name is on the list.’

Republicans Upset Municipal Polities 
by Carrying Lewiston and Saco, 


First Democratic Mayor and 
Council at Auburn. 


Majority Against Licences Reduced In Town 


Meetings In Massachusetts. 


Lewiston, Me., March 6.—George W. 
Furbush, Republican, was elected 
mayor of Lewiston by a majority of 433 
over the present incumbent, George W. 
Pottle, Democrat. The Republicans 
also carried five of the seven wards, and 
will have a large majority in the next 
city council, insuring a full list of Re- 
publican city officials, including the city 
marshal. This is a compiete overturn 
from last year, when the Democrats con- 
trolled four of the seven wards and all 
the municipal officers. 

After four years of Democratic con- 
trol, Saco wént back into the Republican 
es, wher it had been for nearly 
a quarter ofacentury. The municipal 
election was as lively a contest as was 
ever known here, both sides putting fe 
hard work and claiming everything up 
ms the time of the closing of the polls. 

The Democrats sprung a big surprise 
at Auburn, an nd for the first time since 
the city was incorporated elected their 
candidate for mayor and secured the 
complete control of the city council. 

Warren G. Philbrook, the Republican 
candidate, was re-elected mayor of 
Waterville, by 26 majority. The Re- 
publicans carried five out of seven 
wards, 

The Rockland election saw the re- 
election of D. N. Mortland (Rep.) a 
mayor. The board of aldermen will 
consist of five Republicans and two 
Democrats, while the common council 
will have 18 Republicans and 3 Demo- 
crats. 

kr, C. Reynolds, (Rep.) was re-elected 
mayor of South Portland. The Demo- 
crats elected four of the seven alder- 
men. 

There was but one party ticket In the 
fleld at Hallowell, that of the Republi- 
cans, who elected Benjamin Tenney as 
mayor. 

Mayor Frank W. Robinson, the Re- 
publican candidate, was re-elected at 
Portiand. The aldermen elected are all 
Republican. 

In the Ellsworth election Arthur W. 
Greeley (Dem.) was re-elected mayor. 
Four Democrats and one Republican 
were elected aldermen, 

The election at Bath was one of the 
quietest in the history of the city, there 
being no opposition to the re-election of 
Mayor Charles E. Hyde, the Republican 
candidate.

AS IN DAYS OF YORE. 


Citizene of Many Massachusetts Towns Exer- 
cise Their Franchises at the Polls. 

Boston, March 6.—Many towns of the 

commonwealth held their town meetings 
yesterday, and the men who make up 
the rural population were out in force to 
vote. Of issues there were any num- 
ber, and some politics came to the sur- 
face to provoke warm contests among 
the candidates for office. For the first 
time, in many towns, the two older 
parties found a new political opponent 
—the Social Democrat—in the field asa 
bidder for votes, and while in no in- 
stance did the Socialistic idea win, there 
was, nevertheless, a wideawake interest 
in its strength, 
This year the license question was just 
as troublesome a matter as heretofore, 
and in the sum total of votes cast the in- 
clination for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor was the stronger. In many places 
the prohfbition element was cought nap- 
ping, as far as majorities were con- 
cerned, In the number of towns turned 
out of license into the no-license column 
the temperance folks have the better end 
of it, for seven license towns went 
against the traffic, while three went from 
“dry” to “wet.” The towns changing to 
no-license were Canton, Hubbardston, 
New Braintree, Scituate, Oakham, Win- 
chenden and Orange; those that went 
the other way were Dracut, Hanson and 
Marshfield. 

Most of the meetings transacted busi- 
ness of interest chiefly to their own tax- 
payers. The tendency of reports from 
treasurers was decidedly along the lines 
indicating prosperity and accordingly 
shakeups in town government were not 
many or particularly noteworthy. War- 
rants for the meetings, as has been the 
way for half a century, were quite 
lengthy in many instances, so that town 
meetings will spread over a greater or 
less period, some adjourning for a week, 
while others reassembling daily till the 
entire list of items Is disposed of. 


Suspicion of Criminal Mismanagement. 
New York, March 6.—District Attorney 
Gardiner has written to Receiver Grant 
of the Third Avenue Railroad company 
calling his attention to the fact that the 
press has teemed with statements con- 
cerning mismanagement of that com- 
pany, which may prove to have been of 
criminal character. The district at- 
torney offers every assistance if Re- 
ceiver Grant believes an investigation 
by the grand jury is necessary.

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“SAPHO” SUPPRESSED 


Until Parts Offending Public De- 


eency Are Stricken Out. 


Magistrate Mott Sends Case 
to Special Sessions. 


Leading Persons interested In the Production 
Are Under $500 Bonds Each. 


New York, March 6.—Asa result of the 
decision yesterday of Magistrate Mott, 
holding Olga Nethersole, now famous 
for the part she has been playing of 
“Sapho;” Hamilton Revelle, the leading 
man; Marcus Meyer, manager of the 
company and Theodore Moss, lessee of 
the theatre, each in $500 bail for trial at 
the special sessions on a charge of pro- 
ducing a play that offended public de- 
cency, Wallack’s theatre was closed last 
night, and no production of “Sapho" 
was aticmpted. Immediately after the 
decision in Magistrate Mott's court, 
holding for the action of the special 
sessions the leading persons interested 
in the production of “Sapho" at Wal- 
lack’s, Chief of Police Devery handed 
the reporters a statement to the effect 
that radical changes must be made in 
the play, or it could not be produced 
again. 

Me added that there must be no tri- 
fling; that the parts to which objections 
have been raised must be cut. He 
said that until the courts had acted upon 
the matter the wide difference of opinion 
regarding the merits of the play had 
made it impossible for the police to de- 
termine what should be done. Now that 
a duly authorized court had ruled 
against the production the chief said 
that the duty of the police was plain. 
Chief Devery at 7 o'clock telephhoned to 
Manager Burnham of Wallack’s thea- 
and 
Miss Nethersole, and suggested that it 
would bs better not to give a perform- 
ance. Captain Thomas was instructed 
at the same time to take 10 men in cit- 
izen's clothes and visit the theatre, and 
to make arrests if an effort was made to 
produce “Sapho”’ along the original 
lines. 

A notice was posted on the theatre 
that there would be no performance, and 
the lights were turned out. 

Lawyer Hummel, Managers Burnham 
and Mayer and other members of the 
company held a conference in Miss 
Netthersole’s apartments at the Hoffman 
House later in the evening. After the 
conference Mr. Burnham said Mr. 
Hummel! had advised the announcement 
that “Sapho” will not be presented 
again until the case is settled in court. 
Instead, Miss Nethersole will tonight 
play “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.”

WAS THE PLANET MERCURY. 


Scotia's Coast Has Been Dispeiled. 
Barrington, N. S., March 6.—There is 


now no doubt in the minds of the fisher- 


men that a great disaster has actually 


occurred and none as to the identity of 


the wrecked on the ledge at 
Pubnico some 10 days ago. On Sunday 
a life buoy was picked up at Pubnico 
Point marked “‘Planet Mercury,” and 
Lioyds agent, BE. W. B. Moody, founda 
life raft on Ellenwood’s island with 
“Liverpool” marked on it. A French- 
man at West Pubnico picked up a life 
preserver yesterday morning with the 
name “Planet Mercury,” and a number 
of hatches, deals, scantling, pieces of 
ship’s house, broken oars and box shooks 
have come ashore at Pubnico Point. 

Several more dead cattle have also 
drifted in and schooners have gathered 
up considerable wreckage of a miscel- 
laneous character. There was no clue 
on any of the drift stuff as to the name 
of the vessel, save the markings on the 
life buoy, and this establishes the iden- 
tity of the fated craft. 

The recent heavy storms set many 
buoys adrift, and among those carried 
away was the whistling buoy at the 
Lurcher, about 20 miles northwest of 
Yarmouth. As the exact date of the 
Planet Mercury's wreck is unknown, 
there may be a clue to the disaster in the 
fact of the Lurcher buoy being adrift.

ERNMENT BUREAUS. 


Whe Method by Which the 3fass of 
Legislation Which Congress En- 


acts Each Year Is Untangled and 
Sent to Its Proper Department. 


In view of the immense mass of leg- 


islation which congress enacts from 


year to year, much of it simply in the 


form of half hidden clauses attached 
to appropriation bills, strangers often 
wonder how any one can keep track 
of the details and make sure,that some 
of the minor laws are executed. When 
a bill is in the last stages preceding 
completion, one member after another 
thinks of something he wishes to 
throw into it before the final vote is 
taken. It is perhaps a proviso that the 
secretary of the treasury shall do this, 
or that the secretary of the interior 
shall do that. Up springs another 
member, who wishes to make sure that 
the duty shall not be neglected and 
who therefore adds an amendment 
that the secretary shall report to con- 
gress at each session so and so. And 
thus jt goes into the permanent law 
of the land, adding one more to the 
multitude of tasks already assigned 
to the cabinet officer in question, in- 
suring the compilation of one more 
public document which few persons 
outside will ever read aud at which not 
one congressman in 50 will ever glance. 

But the work will be done and the 
report made, as ordered by congress, 
for there is no one to utter a protest. 
It is not the business of the head of a 


| department to ask the reason why. It 


is enough for him that the lawmaking 
power las issued its command and fur- 
nished him with the men and the mon- 
ey required to do the work. The clerks 
who toil painfully through the process 
of collecting the data and preparing 
the report do not bother their brains 
with the conundrum, Who Is going to 
read it when it is finished and in print? 
They are there simply to obey orders 
and draw their sslaries. But how does 
any one keep track of the odds and 
ends of laws tucked away in budget 
bills and the like? When the accumu- 
lation of statistics for a whole session 
is bound up in a fat book in the chron- 
ical order of their approval by the 
president, how is any one to dig out 
the details that the secretary of the 
treasury and the secretary of the in- 
terior must know? 

This is the work of digest clerks and 
indexers, take each enactment 
and cut it into bits. One bit in the leg- 
islative appropriation act, another in 
the sundry civil act, a third in an ur- 
gent deficiency act, a fourth in a gen- 
eral deficiency act and a fifth perhaps 
in a special statute, all relate to one 
subject and belong together. Each 
subject has its proper place under one 
of the broad heads, legislative, execu- 
tive or judicial, and again undér one 
of the subcategories as pertaining to 
the senate or the department of the in- 
terior or the circuit court of appeals or 
what not. When, therefore, all the 
fragments of legislation for a session 
are shifted about and regrouped ac- 
cording to topics and the topics arrang- 
ed in their normal order, we have a 
very simple but effective digest for ref- 
erence on any subject touched by con- 
gress. 

With a pretty exhaustive index add- 
ed we can do either of two things— 
consult the index for the specific title 
of a certain subject or search the body 
of the book for the subject itself, in its 
place in a certain invariable order of 
topical sequence. For example, if we 
wish to ascertain how much it has cost 
to light the New York postoffice build- 
ing for a certain year, we may either 
look in the index under “New York” 
or we may turn in the digest itself to 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, there find the appropriations for 
the treasury and in the group of public 
buildings under treasury jurisdiction 
follow the paragraphs down till we 
come to the particular building in 
which we are jterested. 

So much for the convenience of the 
officers charged by law with such and 
such duties. With the orderly distri- 
bution of functions between the sev- 
eral bureaus and divisions of each de- 
partment there is no difficulty in each 
functionary’s learning from the digest 
just what he is to do and usually how 
he is to do It. 

But what shall keep congress remind- 
ed of the reports and recommendations 
which it has ordered all these persons 
to prepare? Here comes another mem- 
orizing device. A standing rule of the 
house of representatives requires the 
clerk of that body to submit at the be- 
ginning of every session a list of the 
reports which any of the laws say shall 
be made to congress during that ses- 
sion. He incloses the list in a formal 
letter of transmittal to the speaker, 
and letter and list are printed together 
as a document. Each page is ruled in 
four columns, the first containing the 
title of the officer and the nature of the 
report required of him, the second a 
reference to the volume of laws author- 
izing the report, the third a citation of 
section or page and the fourth the date 
#t which the report is expected or the 
period within which it may be present- 
ed or the frequency with which it is al- 
Ways necessary to have a certain class 
of reports ready.—Boston Transcript.

Terriible Calamity Overtakes 
Miners In West Virginia. 


Number of Dead May Reach 
More Than Fifty. 


Ten Dead Men Have Already leen 
Taken From Wrecked Mine, 


Disas'er Reaches Almost Every Home In Town 
of Five Hundred Population. 


Montgomery, W. Va., March 7.—A 
disastrous explosion occurred at the 
Red Ash mine, at Fire Creek, shortly 
after the miners went to work early 
Tuesday morning. It is impossible to 
estimate the full extent of the loss of 
life and property. 

The Red Ash mine is a large drift and 
the explosion occurred near the en- 
trance, which was thus closed by the 
falling slate, entombing a large number 
of miners. 

It is impossible to describe the amount 
of work done by the concentrated army 
of men who came in large parties from 
far and near, but they were greatly im- 
peded because of the extent of the 
enormous blockade at the entrance to the 
drift. The large, heavy sides.of the en- 
trance were blown out to some distance, 
together with a lot of other heavy tim- 
bers. Even mules were blown out some 
distance. The force of such an ex- 
plosion caused an immense falling of the 
slate and other debris so that the en- 
trance was fiilled up for a great distance 
and the difficulties in digging through it 
caused deiay in the work of rescue. AS 
many men as could work at one time 
were digging away with all their might 
and were relieved in short relays by 
other men s0 as to expedite the work of 
rescuing as many as possible. 

At the mouth of the mine the scene was 
beyond description. The wives and 
children and the neighbors of those who 
were known to be entombed were there 
in full force and their anxiety and dis- 
tress were most intense. While they 
were all seeking to help those who were 
rescued and to get the mine reopened, 
yet those bereaved people were for the 
most part in the way of the rescuers and 
had to be held back from the entrance, 

The mine is one of the largest in West 
Virginia and was very heavily tim- 
bered in the different drifts. It was for 
this reason fear that those who had not 
been killed by falling debris at the time 
of the explosion would be pinioned by 
those connected timbers and suffer death 
from suffocation. Air was forced into 
the mine by engines on the surface, 
which were kept working after the ex- 
plosion, but it was found that air could 
be pumped into the drift for only a short 
distance, as the coal, stone’and earth 
shut off all possibility of reaching the 
interior. The pumps and all other ma- 
chinery in the mine were demolished, so 
that everything had to be done by a 
temporary arrangement on the surface. 

After the men got under headway in 
the work of rescue they reached the first 
party in less than an hour, but they met 
greater difficulties after that time. It 
was then that telegrams were sent out 
for physicians, nurses and caskets, but 
during the greater part of the day there 
Was uSe only for the caskets. All work 
was stopped in the surrounding mines 
of the district. 

The estimates of the number in the 
mine when the explosion occurred are 
based on the number who entered at 7 
o'clock. The manager stated that by 8 
or 8:30 a. m, there would have been twice 
as many men in the mine. 

The population of this mining village 
fis only 500. All are miners, and the 
calamity will reach almost every little 
house in the mining town, 

The most ieliable estimate obtainable 
puts the number of the victims at 50. 
Those working on the rescue relays say 
that the acene became more terrible as 
they got farther into the mine. The 
men become almost faint of heart when 
they strike a place filled with dead 
bodies. 

The general belief is that the explo- 
gion occurred by contact with the dust 
when the miners entered with the lights, 
and that it was not due to fire damp, 
as has been currently reported. Nearly 
all the men employed in the mine were 
white, only about one-fifth being col- 
ored, and most of the men were married 
and had families in the little cottages 
near the tipple of the great mine. 


The Marti: ique Uprising. 

Santiago March 7.—The schooner Jo- 
sephine arrived yesterday with 40 refu- 
gees from the island of Martinique. 
Most of them are women, who say that 
a general revolution is anticipated. Ru- 
mors are in circulation here of the or- 
ganization of a large expedition to as- 
sist the revolutionists.

It 
has been planned that while Admiral 
Remey shall remain on the flagship 
Brooklyn, at Manila, Captain McCor- 
mick will take command of a division 
of the fleet to be assigned to duty on the 
Chinese coast. 

The Baltimore, after returning to this 
contry, will be rebuilt on the plans of 
the Philadeiphia. Secretary Long ex- 
pects that Admiral Remey will sail from 
San Francisco about the last of March, 
and that Admiral Watson will be able 
to sail for home on the Baltimore about 
April 5. Admiral Watson has been ail- 
ing for several months, but was un- 
Willing to apply for relief.

General Corbin, as treasurer 
of the “fund, drew the check for $98,407 
in favor of Mary C. Lawton and saw 
that it was transferred to her credit on 
the books of the bank. In addition to 
the money the committee also turned 
over to Mrs. Lawton all the letters re- 
ceived from subscribers to the fund, 
many of which contain beautiful trib- 
utes to the memory of her lamented hus- 
band. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 7.—The arrival of the 
adjournment hour cut short another de- 
bate on the Cape Cod canal bill In the 
legislature yesterday, and a vote will be 
taken today on the question of engross- 
ing the bill permitting the Boston, Cape 
Cod and New York Canal company to 
issue $12,000,000 in stocks and bonds, ir- 
respective of the cost of the proposed 
canal.

Consolidation of Vast Proportions. 

Lynn, Mass., March 7.—The consolida- 
tion of all the various electric lines be- 
tween Boston and Cape Ann under the 
Lynn and Boston system went into effect 
at midnight last night, forming the larg- 
est electric railway system in New Eng- 
land. Ten cities and 75 towns will be 
connected by the consolidation, and the 
company will control a continuous line 
along the North Shore from Boston to 
Gloucester, as W ell as some distance in- 
land. 

Hope Not Yet Abandoned. 

New Haven, March 7.—E. J. Phelps, 
ex-minister to England, has evidenced 
tncreased weakness during the past few 
days. It is stated by the attending 
physician that apart from the increasinz 
weakness there has been practically no 
change within the.past week, and that 
while Mr. Phelps was seriously illa 
rumor that the case was hopeless was 
exaggerated.

BOERS FALLING BACK, 


Natal Is Cleared and Positions In 
Cape Colony Are Being Abandoned, 


British Are Favored by Rob- 
erts’ Brilliant Strategy. 


Rebellion of Dutch In Several Districts Is 
Assuming Large Proportions. 


London, March 7.—There is still no 
Startling news from South Africa. The 
abandonment of the Stormberg and 
Colesderg districts by the Boers and 
their complete retirement from Natal 
is the inevitable result of General Rob- 
ert's strategy. Their positions were 
rendered untenable and perilous in the 
extreme, as they were liable at any mo- 
ment to be cut off by Roberts, if he 
deemed the game worth the candle. 

The Boers seemingly are pursuing the 
course commended by the strategists and 
are concentrating to resist the British 
main army. Various messages from 
correspondents with Lord Roberts re- 
port that the enemy are increasing con- 
tinually on his front, extending, is one 
correspondent says, eight miles, and, as 
another says, 18 miles. The lowest esti- 
mate of their numbers gives the Boers 
from 8000 to 10,000 men, with smaller 
bodies moving north an& south of the 
British lines 

Each army is on both sides of the 
Modder river. Although the Boers have 
mounted eight guns on the topsof kopjes 
and appear to be too far away for inspec- 
tion, the British scouts report that they 
are diligently using pick and shovel. 
Military opinion is that their present 
Position merely screens more easily de- 
fended ones, deeper in the region. 

None of the military experts endeavors 
to fathom Lord Roberts’ plans; but it is 
suggested that he is quite willing to give 
the Boers time to assemble all their men 
in order to deliver a smashing blow more 
effectively. 

The round robin in favor of the an- 
nexation of the Transvaal and the Free 
State, which is being promoted among 
the supporters of the government in the 
house of commons, continues to receive 
signatures. The signatories of the 
memorial to Mr. Balfour affirm that the 
time has arrived for plain speaking in- 
side and outside of parliament, and that 
Lord Salisbury'’s words are being con- 
strued into a pledge against annexation 
and Lord Roberis’ proclamation into a 
promise of no confiscation of Boer prop- 
erty. 

The Transvaal agency at Brussels 
threatens a rising of the Cape Dutch in 
the event of annexation, though why the 
Dutch should rise then rather than now 
is not explained, 


A Cape Town dispatch says that 
nearly the whole of the Dutch popula- 
tion of the Prieska and Kennhardat dis- 
tricts are in rebellion. Many of the 
Dutch from the neighboring districts are 
reported to have Joined them, notably 
Piet Mooiman, who will lead the rebeis 
to Brandbles. Lucas Steinkamp, com- 
manding the Boers, is reported march- 
ing on Carnarvon. It Is believed that 
Gordonia and Victoria West will rise. 
It is thought that the total number of 
men in arms will exceed 3000. The gen- 
eral opinion of loyalists {s that a strong 
force of British will be required, as a 
reverse would spread the rebellion. 

An official notification has been issued 
at Cape Town that the Queenstown 
proclamation of Feb. 22 regarding cer- 
tain terms offered the rebels by General 
Brabant, in event of their surrender, has 
been withdrawn, but those in arms 
against England may return to their 
farms upon surrendering their weapons, 
receiving a pass, but they are Ilable to 
be called to account later. 


The house of commons, in committee 
of the whole, last evening adopted a 
resolution to authorize a loan of £35,000,- 
000. The vote stood 161 to 26. 

Spenser Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post today, confines his review of the 
military situation to a mere record of 
events and concludes as follows: “It 
almost seems as though Lord Roberts 
wished to let the Boers assemble as 
much of their army as they can before 
beginning to try conclusions with them.” 

Cleveland's Spasm of Virtve. 

Cleveland, March 7.—The police had 
received instructions to attend the per- 
formance of ‘‘Zaza" at the Euclid avenue 
opera house by Mrs. Leslie Carter last 
night for the purpose of securing evi- 
dence as to its morality. Mrs, Carter 
did not appear, however, and it is 
thought her engagement will not be 
finished. It was announced that ehe 
was suffering from a bad affection of the 
throat. 


To Fight Beli Telephone. 

Terre Haute, Ind., March 7.—Repre- 
sentatives of tndependent telephone 
companies In three states met here yes- 
terday and effected a permanent or- 
ganization: In opposition to the Bell 
Telephone company. The new company 
is to be known as the Interstate Tele- 
phone association, and it will start with 
the independent lines now in operation 
in Indiana, llinols and Kentucky, 


Lineman Touched Live Wire. 

Whitinaville, Mass., March 7.—John 
Martin, aged 23, was instantly killed 
while at work on electric light wires on 
Tuesday. He was putting tn a cut-off 
box on the arc circuit, there being no 
current on the wire at the time. Ap- 
parently he touched a live incandescent 
wire. Martin’s body hung’ from the 
pole for some minutes before the cur- 
rent could be shut off.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Eggs kept for hatching should be turn- 
ed half over every two or three days at 
least.

Geese and ducks need to be kept in 
warm, dry quarters when there is deep 
show on the ground. 

The last of March or the 1st of April 
is plenty eariy for the first brood of 
ducklings to be hatched. 

Six turkey hens and a tom make a 
very good breeding pen, but 12 hens may 
be used with a vigorous tom. 

The brooder must always be kept suffi- 
ciently warm so that the chicks will not 
crowd close together and smother. 

One quarrelsome, fussy old hen will 
monopolize food and roosting apartments 
to the detriment of all the rest of the 
flock. 

Winter layers depend upon early pul- 
lets, early pullets depend upon early sit- 
ters and early sitters upon the winter 
layers. 

If you want to mate up pullets for 
next year’s breeding, put in a good, vig- 
eorous 2-year-old cock with them.—St. 
Louis Republic.

Former President Cole of Globe Na- 
tional Bank Indicted by Grand Jury, 


Alleged False Entries and 
Misapplication of Funds. 


A Million Dollars Involved, Which Must Be 
Made Good by the Stockholders. 


Boston, March 7.—Charles H. Cole, 
former president of the defunct Globe 
National bank, the stockholders of which 
have been called upon to make good a 
large shortage, was yesterday indicted 
in the United States district court and 
will be tried April 3 on the 25 counts re- 
turned by the grand jury, a majority of 
which are for false entries. The total 
amount involved in the different counts 
alleging false entries in the books of the 
bank and misapplication of funds is 
$1,000,074. 

Mr. Cole was not in court, his presence 
not being absolutely necessary. He was 
represented by his counsel, William 
Schofield, who endeavored to obtain a 
postponement of the trial. District At- 
torney Jones, who addressed the court 
as soon as the foreman of the grand jury 
had handed in the indictments, asked for 
a speedy pleading and trial. To this 
Mr. Schofield strongly objected and re- 
quested 20 days’ delay. 

Judge Lowell compromised with the 
lawyers by appointing March 20 for the 
pleading and setting April 3 for the 
trial. Mr. Schofield gave as his. reason 
for asking a postponement that his col- 
league, Congressman Moody, would 
probably be held in Washington until 
the last of next month. He also inti- 
mated that he should demur to the in- 
dictment. 

The dates mentioned in the counts of 
the indictment are nearly all in May, 


June, July and August of last year. 
The Globe National bank closed its 
doors on Dec, 21, 1899, Mr. Cole having 


been removed from the presidency of 
the institution on Noy. 5, after holding 
the position at the head of the bank for 
nearly 30 years. A few days after the 
closing of the bank Mr. Cole was ar- 
rested in Los Angeles, Cal., and brought 
back to this city. For some time previ- 
ous to the closing of the bank it was 
known that he was heavily involvedina 
number of copper companies, whose 
stocks had fallen considerably. 

The closing of the bank, however, was 
a surprise, but the subsequent develop- 
ments have shown that the bank was 
Practically wrecked through injudicious 
loans. In fact the failure bids fair to 
be one of the worst that has ever over- 
taken a banking institution In this city, 
for not only has all the surplus and 
capital stock of the bank been consumed 
in making up the amounts due to de- 
positors, but the stockholders have been 
assessed to the full value of their hold- 
ings to make good the deficiency

The next board 
will contain seven Republicans and three 
Democrats.

St. John’s, March 7.—Mr. Bond, leader 
of the opposition, or Liberal party, in the 
legislature, has been in conference with 
Governor McCallum relative to the for- 
mation of a cabinet. Mr. Bond, if he 
undertakes the task, must guarantee for 
his ministry the support of a majority in 
the assembly. Thus far Mr. Bond has 
been unable to come to an agreement 
with Mr. Murray, whose participation in 
the Bond program is essential to its suc- 
cess.

At the close of the 
examination Whittaker was held with- 
out bail for the April grand jury.

WONDER AND RIDICULE 


BUT LITTLE INTEREST MANIFESTED. 


Expressed by Cuban Newspaper at Reports of Senate “‘Killed Time’ Before Voting to Adopt 


a Possible Uprising on the Island. 

Havana, March 7.—The frequent ru- 
mors cabled from the United States re- 
garding possible uprisings in Cuba in 
the early future are causing the press 
of the island to ask who Is responsible 
for these wonderful stories. The news- 
papers, without exception, declare that 
the people of Cuba never felt less like 
rising than they do at present. Even 
the agitators against the continuance of 


the American occupation have been 
counseling moderation of late, and the 
tenor of their recent speeches has been 


greatly modified. Indeed, the wish is 
everywhere expressed that the forth- 
coming elections may pass off without 
friction of any kind, asitis felt that just 
now the eyes of the world are turned to- 
ward Cuba in her efforts to attain self- 
government, and that any disturbances, 
or even objections on the part of the 
minority after the elections, would be 
injurious to the future of Cuba. 

The Lucha says: Even if the people 
desired an uprising they have not 
enough arms and ammunition even to 
begin one. 

The Cubano says: Presumably these 
reports are the tricks of a certain Amer- 
ican politician in order to get more 
United States troops into Cuba. This 
individual is trying to make it appear 
that the situation is unsafe, whereas the 
fact is that just now the Cubans are the 
most pear disposed people in the 
world. 

The Patria says: The recent reports 
from Washington to the effect that an 
uprising is imminent in Cuba we can 
only regard with wonder and ridicule, 
Cubans are not like the athletic people 
of Kentucky, who shoot at the smallest 
provocation. Nor is Cuba yet convinced 
that the joint resolution of congress is

Conference Report on Finance Bill. 

Washington, March 7,—The Senate 
yesterday agreed to the conference re- 
port on the financial bill. Not probably 
in the history of the senate was there 
ever shown so little real interest in the 
final vote on a great measure. Discus- 
sion ceased on the bill 15 minutes before 
the time fixed for the vote and the senate 
actually began the consideration of 
minor bills on the calendar to consume 
lime. The conference report was agreed 
to by a vote of 44 to 26, the report thus 
having a majority of 18. 

Early in the session discussion of the 
Quay case was resumed by Mr. Simon, 
who replied to the speech made Mon- 
day by Mr. Carter of Montana. The 
speech precipitated a debate on Oregon 
politics, in which Mr. Simon defended 
Mr. Corbett from the attack made upon 
him by the Montana senator. 

Mr. Allen (Neb.) closed the debate on 
the financial bill in a characteristic 
speech, in which he denounced the meas- 
ure as the most vicious legislation in his 
experience. 

The house spent the entire day in the 
consideration of the Aldrich-Robbins 
contested election case from the Fourth 
Alabama district. Mr. Robbins, the 
sitting member, made a speech in his 
own behalf. The other speakers were 
Mr. Burkett (Neb.) in behalf of the con- 
testani and Messrs. Glynn (N. Y.) and 
Dearmond (Mo.) for the contestee. 

Decidedly Unique Transaction. 

Northfield, Vt., March 7.—At town 
meeting yesterday a resolution was 
passed providing that all persons pro- 
curing Hquor at the town liquor agency 
should thave their names printed in the 
local newspapers at the end of each 
month, together with the quantity pro- 
cured, the purpose for which it is ob- 
tained, and the amount paid; also that 
the names of all persons requesting a 
supply of loquor at the agency shall be 
Published. The town agency is- the 
place provided by the prohibitory law 
for the purchase of liquors for medical, 
mechanical and other useful purposes, 
but not for a beverage. The action in 
town meeting is the result of a move- 
ment to abolish the agency.

NEAT AND DEFT FINGERS. 


Jeweled Shades of Unique Construac- 
tion For Lamps, Candles and Elec- 
trio Lights—Just How to Make 
Them Clearly Explained. 


Deft fingers enable their fortunate 
possessor to impart to any of her 
handiwork a daintiness and freshness 
which carry a special charm. Com- 
bined with taste and inventiveness 
they make it easy for her to beautify 
her surroundings and stamp upon them 
the enviable and unpurchasable cachet 
of individuality. It is to the deft fin- 
gered that the scheme of a jeweled 
lamp shade will prove as easy as it is 
delightfully original. 

The jewels are represented by color- 
ed beads sewed on a_ transparent

foundation of white net, and every 
thing depends on the careful selection 
of these beads, for it is not every kind 
through which the light will shine 
with jewel effect. When choosing the 
beads, they should be held before the 
flame of a lamp to judge whether they 
will retain their brightness or not 
Two or more distinct colors may be 


used, but the merging of one into an- 
other should be avoided. ‘The beads 


used for the shade illustrated were of 
a rich ruby tint. The design of French 
bows was carried out entirely In these, 
the fringe being of the same, inter- 
spersed with semiopaque ruby drops 
and sequins. The materlals required 
are a plece of very stiff white buck- 
ram, another of white brussels net of 
medium texture, some thin white china 
or pongee silk and a bebe ruching of 
white or colored ribbon. 

Having decided on the size of your 
shade, cut it out in the buckram in 
the circular form shown in the second 
figure. ‘Trace the design upon it clear- 
ly in pencil and with a sharp penknife 
cut away the buckram ‘from the inside 
of the bows. Now cover the shade 
with net, tacking down the latter with 
small stitches at the top and bottom 
and all round the edges of the design. 
Take care that the stitches are set close 
to the edge, or they will show when 
the shade is completed. After this 
cover the outside with the silk, tacking 
it down everywhere with large, firm 
stitches. 

Hold the shade up to the light and 
cut away the silk from the open de- 
sign so that the net forms a trans- 
parency, leaving sufficient silk for 
turnings. Tuyn it down with the point 
of the needle and hem it finely to the 
net all round the bows, but do not sew 
it to the buckram, as this will not 
hold the stitches at the edge. Take 
out the tackings from the silk, which 
must have been left with a wide mar- 
gin for turning down along the top 
and bottom of the shade. 

3end the pattern by sewing the 
beads, six at a time, round in rows, 
close together, showlng no spaces be- 
tween. After fastening down the last 
bead in each group of six put the 
needle again through it, so as to draw 
the next group up close to it. Sew a 
large jewel in the center of each bow. 
Having finished the beading, sew the 
bebe ruching closely all round the de- 
sign, hiding the s¥itches which fasten- 
ed the net and the silk to the buckram. 
Turn the silk down over the edges of 
the shade at the top and bottom and 
down the sides, and sew a strong silk 
covered wire along the bottom and top. 
Add a white silk lining in the same 

ray you arranged the silk on the out- 
side, leaving wide edges to hem down. 
Join the shade round, sewing the sides 
together and felling the lining down 
the seam. Sew a full ruche of silk or 
chiffon round the top and lower edge 
of the shade and down the side to coy- 
er the join. The latter may be further

embellished with loops of bebe ribbon, 
these being also set in tufts at inter- 


vals along the edge, finished with 
choux of chiffon, each having a jewel 
in the center. When the ruche is sew- 
ed on, make all neat by hemming down 
the silk lining at top and bottom to 
cover the stitches, and your shade will 
be complete and extremely effective.

ARE CLOSELY PRESSED. 


Boer Positions Attacked by Roberts, 
Who Makes Still Further Advance, 


Clear That British Force Was 
Overwhelmingly Superior. 


Cronje and Other Prisoners to Be Held on 
St. Helena Until War Ends. 


London, March 8.—The war office at 
midnight posted the following advices 
from Lord Roberts: 

“Poplar Grove, Wednesday, March 7? 
(Evening).—We had a very successful 
day and have completely routed the 
enemy, who are in full retreat. The 
position which they occupied is extreme- 
ly strong and cunningly arranged, with 
@ second line of entrenchments, which 
would have caused us heavy loss had 
a direct attack been made. 

“The turning movement was neces- 
sarily wide, owing to the nature of the 
ground, and the cavalry and horse ar- 
tillery horses are much done up. 

“The fighting was practically confined 
to the cavalry division, which, as usual, 
did exceedingly well, and General 
French reports that the horse artillery 
batteries did great execution among the 
enemy. 

“Our casualties were about 50. Ire- 
egret to say that Lieutenant Keswick 
was killed, and Lieutenant Bailey se- 
verely wounded. Both of the Twelfth 
lancers. Lieutenant De Crespigny of 
the Second life guards was severely 
wounded. Remaining casualties will 
be telegraphed tomorrow. 
Dewet and Delarey 
Boer forces.” 


Generals 
commanded the 


Lord Roberts wired yesterday morn- 
ing from Osfontein, and in the evening 
from Poplar Grove, 14 miles eastward. 
$y an application of the elementary 
principle of strategy, the Boer positions, 
15 miles long, across his path, have been 
emptied, and their holders have been 
obliged to retire in confusion, conse- 
quent upon hasty withdrawal, 

Nothing was done by Lord Roberts to 
disturb the symetric and deadly in- 
fenuity of the Boer trenches in front of 
him. He marched out infantry, esti- 
mated, from the commands named, at 
30,000 men, and sent 10,000 horsemen and 
horse artillery in a bold sweep around 
the Boer left, whereupon the Boer cen- 
tre and right became untenable. Fifty 
British fell when the cavalry came into 
contact with the Boers. 

The correspondents differ as to the 
enemy's strength. The Daily Mail's 
representative thinks the Boers number 
something more thun 4000. The Daily 
News’ man estimates them at 10,000. As 
these figures come from men at head- 
quarters, it is clear that Lord Roberts’ 
force was overwhelmingly superior. He 
can scarcely have fewer than 45,000 men 
immediately available, as the guards’ 
brigade reached him from Lord Methuen 
Tuesday. 

Lord Methuen now commands only 
volunteers and the local forces at Kim- 
berley, some of whom have gone to- 
wards Mafeking. 

The Boers do not yet appear to appre- 
ciate the mobility of Lord Roberts’ 
corps, Which was able to strike so swiftly 
in this affair that the enemy had to 
abandon a gun, much forage, and a 
large quantity of camp equipage. 

The Dutch risings in the northwestern 
districts of Cope Colony are the only 
clouds visible in the sky of British 
prospects. 

The military authorilies have decided 
that General Cronje and the other Boer 
prisoners shall be sent immediately to 
the island of St. Helena, there to re- 
main until the end of the war. 

Lord Roberts has chosen Lord Bat- 
hurst, colonel of a militia regiment at 
the front, to command the escort to St- 
Helena, which was last month placed in 
cable communication with Cape Town 
and London. 

It is also asserted that the cabinct has 
resolved neither to propose nor to en- 
tertain proposals at the present junc- 
ture for an exchange of prisoners. 


A dispatch to The Times from Modder 
river, dated yesterday,says: The Boers 
occupy an extensive position between 
ourselves and both Bloemfontein and 
Winburg. They include the bulk of the 
Natal forces and are under General 
Joubert himself. Only sufficient men 
have been left to hold Van Reenen’s 
pass and Laing’s Nek. Extensive de- 
eertions are reported during the trek. 
An engagement is imminent, which will 
probably be decisive as to the whole war. 

A great movement is in progress 
among the Cape Dutch to obtain a set- 
tlement of the South African question 
consistent with the maintenance of the 
independence of the republics. It is 
doubtless argued that the Dutch, having 
remained loyal, are entitled to a hearing 
at the settlement. The argument would 
have more force if the Dutch had not 
risen in every district where there wasa 
reasonable chance of success, and it is 
certain that the whole British com- 
munity and the actively loyal Dutch are 
opposed to any settlement short of an- 
nexation. A proposal has been made by 
a deputation of the Dutch party to visit 
England shortly in the interests of peace.

@terkstroom Tuesday. says: While I 


Was a prisoner at Bloemfontein 1 nadan 
interesting interview with President 
Steyn. He said the burghers were de- 
termined to fight to the last maa, and 
that the struggle in the Free State would 
be child’s play compared with what 
would folluw in the Transvaal. Presi- 
dent Steyn predicted that the capitula- 
tion of Pretoria would be preceded by 
events which would astonish Europe. 


BOY :€NTENCEO TO DEATH, 
Cha-les B. Cross Must Pay the Penalty For the 
Murder of Mrs. King. 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 8.—The jury 
in the case of Charles B. Cross, a 17-year- 
old boy, who was on trial for the murder 
of Mrs. Sarah C, King, a woman of over 
60 years, returned a verdict Wednesday 
evening of murder in the first degree. 
Judge Roraback immediately sentenced 
Cross to be hanged on July 20. 

The crime for which Cross was found 
guilty was one of the most revolting 
that ever occurred in this section, and 
only five days were occupied in the trial. 
The only defense offered was that of 
Insanity, as the young fellow had con- 
fessed to the crime, but maintained that 
he did not intend to kill the woman. 

The murdered woman was the wife of 
a printer, who was employed in New 
York, and was able to be home here only 
once in two weeks. Their home was in 
a lonely location on the outskirts of 
Stamford, and Cross was employed to 
do chores about the house, and also for 
the purpose of being a companion to 
Mrs. King. 

The crime was committed on the night 
of Nov. 8 last. Cross was the one to 
give te alarm, claiming that the deed 
was committed during his brief absence 
from the house. The woman was found 
lying on the floor of the bedroom with 
all her clothing torn off. Jn his confes- 
sion, Cross said that the crime was 
the outcome of his desire to gratify his 
passion. 

After Judge Roraback pronounced 
sentence the prisoner completely col- 
lapsed. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 8.—fter a debate cov- 
ering practically two sessions the house 
passed to be engrossed the bill amend- 
ing the charter of the Boston, Cape Cod 
and New York Canal company, per- 
mitting the company to issue $12,000,000 
in stocks and bonds upon the comple- 
tion of the canal, no matter what might 
be the cost of construction. The bill pro- 
vides for the construction of a canal 
from Buzzard’s bay to Cape Cod bay, 
&eross Cape Cod. The bill now goes to 
the senate for concurrence. 

In the senate the following reporter 
Were received: Reference to next gen- 
eral court on bill to provide a weekly 
rest day for employes of transportation 
companies; ought not to pass on bill to 
establish contributions between de- 
fendants in action of tort “or negligence. 

The fuliowiug bills were passed to be 
engrossed: Bill relative to the Ply- 
mouth and Sandwich street railway; to 
extend term of service of Old Colony 
commission; to provide for assistant 
register of probate and insolvency for 
Bristol county; relative to parading 
with imitation firearms; resolve in favor 
of the soldiers’ home. 


Mexicans and Indians Fight. 

Oxaca, Mex., March 8—News has 
reached here of a hard fight between 300 
Maya Indians and 1000 government 
troops near the town of Aguada. Col- 
onel Gonzales commanded the govern- 
ment forces which made the attack on 
the Indians. The Mayas were strongly 
entrenched, but were driven from their 
position by the terrible fire poured in 
upon them. Thirty-seven Indians were 
killed and a large number wounded. 
Three soldiers were killed, 

Coal Schooner Probably Lost. 

Providence, March 8.—The_ three- 
masted schoner William P,. Hood, bound 
for this port, is supposed to have foun- 
dered. The Hood left Baltimore Feb. 
7, laden with about 1000 tons of coal. 
She had a long and probably hard pas- 
sage froin the commencement of the 
voyage, as it took 15 days for her to 
reach the point where she was last 
spoken. This was on Feb, 22, when a 
vessel spoke her off Delaware break- 
water.

fAlleged Violation of Pension Laws. 

New Haven, March 8.—Charles D. 
Usinger, who is said to have been a jus- 
tice of the peace at Salem, Mass., is 
locked up here. It is alleged that he 
executed fraudulent pension vouchers. 
A special agent of the United States 
pension bureau traced the man through 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, finally locating him yester- 
day. Usinger will be taken to Boston 
for trial. 


With Simp'e Ceremony. 

Washington, March 8.—The remains 
of 66 soldiers, who died in Cuba, were 
buried at Arlington cemetery yesterday 
with military honors. About 500 sol- 
diers who died in Cuba now rest in this 
historic spot. The officers at Fort Myer 
had charge of the services, which were 
very simple. A Protestant and a Cath- 
olic clergyman read the burial service, 
taps were sounded and a volley was 
fired over the graves. 


Battle of Lightweights. 

Utica, N. Y., March 8.—Dal Hawkins 
and Percy McIntyre, two of the cleverest 
lightweights in the ring, battled for 25 
rounds here last night and at the con- 
clusion Referee Hurst gave the decision 
to Hawkins. McIntyre was badly pun- 
ished. 


Plague Dying Out. 

San Francisco, March 8.—Mail advices 
from Honolulu, dated Feb. 27, say that 
the plague situation is much improved.

DISCUSSED BY LODGE, | 


Massachusetts Senator Adds to Liter- 
ature on the Philippine Problem, 


Denies the Statements About 
Aguinaldo and Dewey. 


Urges Adoption of Bill Which Gives President 
Present Control of Affairs. 


Washington, March 8.—The senate sel- 
dom accords to any of its members a 
greater compliment than it gave yes- 
terday to Mr. Lodge. The announce- 
ment that he would deliver a speech on 
the Philippine question drew to the sen- 
ate every senator now in the city, and to 
the galleries an unusually large number 
of auditors. Throughout the delivery of 
the speech, despite the fact that it con- 
sumed three hours, the Massachusetts 
senator was given closeattention. Keen 
interest Was aroused in the utterance, 
not only because of the oratorical ability 
of Mr. Lodge, but also because, as chair- 
man of the Philippine committee anda 
prominent member of the cemmittee on 
foreign relations, who had studied the 
Philippine question exhaustively, he was 
expected to present a notable addition 
to the literature of the great problem 
which now contronts congress and the 
American people. 


SENATOR HENRY CABOT LODGE, 
Neither his colleagues In the senate or 
his other auditors were disappointed in 


his address. When he had concluded he 
was overwhelmed with congratulations 
from both sides of the chamber. Soon 
afier Mr. Lodge had concluded the sen- 
ate adjourned out of respect to the mem- 
ory of the late Representative Harmer, 

As action on the Spooner bill fs likely 
to be all that will be done by congress at 
this session relative to the Philippines, 
Senator Lodge’s speech is particularly 
interesting. The measure gives the 
president power to manage the affairs of 
the islands until further action is taken; 
it makes no promise for the future, but 
meets present needs, and Mr. Lodge says 
“is sufficient.” He believes further 
legislation at present would be a mis- 
take, but thinks the president should be 
authorized by congress. He referred to 
the action of the Democrats in making 
the question a political issue, and de- 
clared it to be contrary to their previ- 
Ous traditions. He said the adminis- 
tration’s policy is simple and straight- 
forward; that the Republican idea is to 
accept existing facts and deal with them 
as they are. 

The title to the islands, he said, is not 
at all in question, it being perfect. He 
reviewed at length former acquisitions 
of territory, showing that in all cases 
there had been no reference to the con- 
sent of the governed. He argued that 
the natives are incapable of self-govern- 
ment and quoted Mr. Bryan and other 
prominent Democrats in support of this 
statement, ; 

Senator Lodge denounced as utterly 
fictitious all statements that Admiral 
Dewey saluted the Philippine flag, or re- 
ceived Aguinaldo with military honors, 
or in any way recognized the republic. 
In support of this argument he read a 
letter from Captain Coghlan, showing 
that Aguinaldo had no part in the cap- 
ture of Subig bay. 

He discussed at length the good prog- 
ress made in Luzon, and the methods of 
Aguinaldo’s army; how it burned 
villages and robbed the inhabitants. He 
expressed the opinion that the president 
meeds no defense; that the administra- 
tion’s policy has been its own defense, 
and declared he was amazed by the at- 
tacks made on the president, 

He drew a bright picture of the com- 
mercial possibilities of the Philippines 
and the great advantage the islands 
would be to the United States, not only 
because of their own value, but because 
they are the gate of the Orient. He 
spoke of the brilliant triumph of Secre- 
tary Hay in relation to the open door 
policy, and said the islands would be of 
great value in carrying out this policy. 
He said he believed this country has a 
great mission, which he feels sure it will 
fulfil. 


Hill Gets Life Imprisonment. 

Barnstable, Mass., March 8.—The trial 
of Joseph Hill for wife murder was 
abruptly terminated Wednesday after- 
noon when, after a conference, the de- 
fendant retracted his former plea of not 
guilty and pleaded guilty to murder in 
the second degree. Hill was immediate- 
ly sentenced to iife imprisonment, the 
first day to be solitary confinement.

LIVE STOCK IN CUBA. 


AN INDUSTRY WHICH DESERVES Sys- 
TEMATIC DEVELOPMENT. 


Rich and Extensive Ranges In Puer- 
to Principe—Native Cattle Resem- 
ble Old Time Texans and May Be 
Similarly Improved. 


{Special Correspondence.] 

Havana, Feb. 5.—In estimating the 
resources of Cuba the live stock indus- 
try assumes a greater relative impor- 
tance than anticipated. Stock raising 
is an occupation in which extremes 
meet. In a primitive way it requires 
less brains and money than any other 
industry, and in its highest state of 
development the best experience and 
unlimited capital find occupation. It 
is almost needless to say that in Cuba 
primitive conditions prevail. If Abel 
himself were to come to Cuba, he 
would find stock raising very much as 
he found it when the family emigrated 
from Eden. 

The best stock ranges of Cuba are 
in the provinee of Puerto Principe and 
cover an area of some 12,000 square 
miles. It is a vast wilderness, less 
than 1,000 square miles being utilized 
at the present time. The country is 
mountainous, interspersed with valleys 
and tablelands. The elevated plateaus 
are covered with nutritive native 
grasses, which would be the envy of 
American ranchmen who herd their 
flocks in the semiarid sections of the 
western plains. The climate is all in 
favor of Cuba. Cattle thrive here with 
as little attention as the laziest cow- 
boys choose to bestow upon them, and 
no losses are sustained through bliz- 
zards. Before the wars which devas- 
tated the island large herds were com- 
mon, but the eattle have mostly been 
killed. Those that remain are of 
scrubby variecies, 2nd indeed the qual- 
ity of Cuban cattle has never been any- 
thing to brag of. They resemble the 
tough Texas longhorns of former days: 

The Cuban cattle industry has not 
yet reached the stage where animals 
are fattened for the market. They are 
sold as they come from the range, thin 
and totgh. Oxen bring about $40 a 
head and ordinary cattle 25 per cent 
less. Calves are worth $10 or there- 
about. It must not be concluded that 
the climate impairs the temper of Cu- 
ban cattle, for the fiercest fighting 
bulls that ever entertained aristocratic 
spectators at Havana come from the 
mountain regions of Puerto Principe. 

Primitive as are the methods of stock 
raising in Cuba, the methods of pre- 
paring it for eating are equally so. A 
popular way of curing beef is to salt 
it and put it in the sun to dry. The

product is called tasajo, which would 
be known in the States as jerked beef. 
Tasajo will keep for several weeks, if 
not forever, and is used for home con- 
sumption by the masses of the people. 
The chief beef product exported is 
hides, and no effort has yet been made 
to utilize other parts of the animal 
which have made fortunes for the big 
Chicago packers. The prospects of the 
eattle industry in Cuba are dazzling, 
but of course there may be obstacles 
which have not yet appeared. 

Cuban horses are also profitable to 
raise, and Puerto Principe seems to be 
the proper place for them. The pre- 
vailing type bears the mark of Spanish 
blood, more or less modified by climat- 
ic conditions. The result is a fine ani- 
mal with stocky body and lithe limbs, 
remarkably intelligent eyes and capac- 
ity for long journeys under the saddle. 
The manes and tails give Cuban horses 
an attractive appearance, which may 
be brought out by careful grooming. 
Common Cuban horses are worth 
about $60, but some choice stallions 
are very valuable. American breeders 
who want to introduce a strain of wild 
blood into their animals may find some- 
thing to suit their ideas among the 
horses of this province. 

To attain the highest success in stock 
raising in Cuba it will be necessary to 
improve the native herds by the intro- 
duction of better blood. As Texas cat- 
tle have been revolutionized by means 
of Hereford, Shorthorn, Galloway and 
Aberdeen-Augus bulls, so may the 
herds of Puerto Principe be doubled in 
value by following the methods of suc- 
eessful breeders in other parts of the 
world. It can hardly be expected that 
Cuban ranchmen will fatten their own 
cattle, but this branch of the industry 
ought to be attractive to Americans, 
who can double the value of Cuban 
steers at little cost for feed. Trans- 
portation to United States ports fs easy 
and cheap, and improved feeds may be 
imported from the cotton states and 


used as an auxiliary to the native 


grasses that grow in abundance. 

I can advise Americans to take up 
cattle raising in Cuba with the same 
confidence with which I would advise 
them to avoid almost everything else.

Protection From Drafts.

Tack the 
strip across the top sash of the lower 
half of the window and see that it is 
wide enough to overlap the bottom 
sash of the upper half. Tack another 
across the bottom sash of the lower 
half on a level with the sill and make 
sure that it extends over the sill. This 
should give sufficient pretection unless 
the windows sre very loose in thelr 
frames, when [it will be necessary to 
list the sides also. 

A most useful and decorative pro- 
tector for the window is shown by the 
sketch. It is largely used In France 
and has been adopted here for many 
country houses. It is called a window 
screen and is made of velveteen or 
plush, large enough to cover half of the 
lower section of the windows. It should 
be padded with wadding and supplied 
at the four corners with small brass 
rings, which may be covered with rib- 
bon bows. These rings fasten on small 
hooks screwed into the window casing 
and serve to hold the screen in its 
proper place.

tector a decorative bit of furnishing, 
giving the room a cozy look which in 
Winter is most attractive. 

A more simple and homely arrange- 
ment, which is most desirable for fresh 
air in bedrooms at night, is a board 
which fits snugly Into the sides of the 
window casing and is about two fect 
high, although it may be any width. 
By opening the window a few Inches 
at the bottom fresh air will enter, and 
the board will serve to protect the 
sleeper from direct draft. 

Another simple arrangement, often 
used in country houses of exposed sit- 
uation, is a board six inches wide 
which is fitted into the lower part of 
the window frame, the window being 
opened to admit it and then closed to 
meet it. In this board tiny holes are 
bored with an auger and through these 
the air is filtered into the room. This 
is an excellent device for a bedroom In 
winter with a northeastern exposure, 
and in case of snowstorms there is no 
danger that the snow will drift into 
the room, as is often the case when the 
window is left open even for the space 
of an inch. 

When it is possible, there should be 
a portable storm door with vestibule 
built outside the door leading into the 
house. This will save fuel, as enough 
cold air will rush into the house which 
is not thus protected every time the 
door is opened to make the halls cold 
even though they may have been well 
heated. 

When there is no storm door, there 
should be weather strips for protec- 
tion. Even then It would be well to 
have at hand an old piece of carpet 
that may be banked against the Inside 
of the doors at night. 


Maple Sugar Creams, 

To each pound of maple sugar allow 
one pint of fresh cream. Break the 
sugar into small bits and put it with 
the cream ip an agate saucepan. Boil 
over a moderate fire for about one hour 
or until a little dropped in a bowl of 
cold water can be rolled into a soft 
ball. Take from the fire and stir slow- 
ly until the mixture cools and begins 
to thicken, then pour into shallow but- 
tered pans and set aside until firm, 
says an exchange.

Number of Miners Killed ls Now 
Estimated at Seventy, 
i 


But One of Those Who Entered 
Pit Escaped Alive. 


Governor Atkinson intends to Fix Responsi- 
bility For Accident if Possible. 


Fire Creek, W. Va., March 8.—The sur- 
viving miners of the Red Ash mine dis- 
aster and others estimate that there are 
Still 39 miners at least entombed. Gen- 
eral Manager Howell says there are still 
in the mine only 26. The estimate of the 
latter would indicate that there were 
70 killed and five injured, and it is con- 
ceded that all of those still in the mine 
are dead.

j Puerto Ricans Are Starving While Waiting For; Evening and Day Gowns — Popular 


| Relief Promised by United States. 
New York, March 8.—Dr. Julio Henna, 
& member of the Puerto Rican delega- 
tion which has been In Washington, says 
that the Puerto Ricans will never stop 
agitation until the United States recog- 
nizes the island as a territory, and gives 
it the privileges of unrestricted trade 
with the states. 
“We expect, and shall insist,” said 
Dr. Henna, “that this government ful- 
fil its part of the contract entered into 
by General Miles when an alliance was 
made with Puerto Rico. Things are 
going from bad to worse in the island. 
The people are starving. We do not 
want alms, but justice. 1 believe that 
President McKinley is in favor of 
granting us unrestricted trade with this 
country. He has never said anything 
to the contrary. In addition to that we 
want permission to borrow for our ne- 
cessities, say $3,000,000. One million dol- 
lars would be expended for day schools 
for children and night schools for the la- 
borers. We would make education com- 
pulsory. Another $1,000,000 would be 
used on public works, and the remaining 
$1,000,000 for government purposes. We 
would have it so arranged that nobody 
need pay any taxes for the first year. 
| How can they pay when the tornado

OVERTURES OF PEACE, 


London Hears That the Republies Are 
Evidently Tired of Fighting, 


Boers Twice Repulsed French 
While In Retreat. 


British Cavalry Almost Ready to Charge, but 
Foiled by Boers’ Maneuvering. 


London, March 9.—The editorials in 
this morning’s newspapers admit that 
yesterday’s demonstrations in honor of 
Queen Victoria were quite without pre- 
cedent; and they teem with patriotic ex- 
pressions of gratification at the queen’s 
opportune and tactful contribution 
toward the unity of the empire. The 
Daily Telegraph ‘says: The demon- 
Stration has never been equalled in the 
annals of any other nation. Not even 
the queen herself has ever known a 
demonstration of love and loyalty so 
deep, so immediate, so poignant, so in- 
expressible in solicitude and tenderness, 
so touching and so thrilling. The bonds 
between the empire and the queen today 
are those of loving, breathing, chivalrous 
devotion. 

The Boers appear to have made no 
Stand whatever except that, while in 
retreat, they twice repulsed General 
French's cavalry with rifle fire. As no 
report has been made of the capture of 
prisoners, the enemy probably got away 
with their entire force. General French 
is still following them and keeping be- 
tween them and Bloemfontein. 

The evacuation of the northern dis- 
tricts of Cape Colony is now nearly com- 
pleté. The British are in possession of 
the railroad crossings. The _military 
critics comment on the discouraging 
news from Mafeking. Colonel Paden- 
Powell seems to be in grave need of out- 
side help. Otherwise he would not al- 


low the correspondents to Send out in- 
formation respecting the distress of the 
garrison 


A readjustment of some of the high- 
er commands is taking place. General 
White is to go to Stormberg, to take 
supreme command of Genersl Gatacre's 
division, and the Tenth division, now in 
process of formation, will be un- 
der the immediate command of General 


Hunter, General White's chief of staff. 
A dispatch from- Osfontein, dated 
March 7, says: Lord Roberts’ move- 


ment today again thoroughly surprised, 
outwitted and outmaneuvered the Boers, 
who fied almost without firing a shot. 
The plan of battle wasas follows: Gen- 
eral Colvile’s division extended along the 


north bank; General Tucker held the 
center reserve, and the guards brigade 
had the center advanced, General 


Kelly-Kenny’s division was ordered to 
make a huge flanking movement on the 
Boers left, following General French, 
who was instructed to move southeast 
until opposite the Boer flank, and then 
to swing around the rear, 

Every movement was admirably ex 
ecuted and entirely successful. The 
Boers was surprised, evident 
from the state of the deserted camps. 
Twice the British cavalry were almost 
in a position to charge; but they admit 
that they were foiled by the maneuvering 
of the Boers. 

When last seen, General French wus 
pursuing the enemy vigorously. He was 
between them and Bloemfontein, about 
11 miles from the right wing. 

General Colvile merely demonstrated 
against a high mountain occupied by the 
Transvaal troops, who are now fleeing 
in consequence of the flight of the Free 
Staters south of the river. 

It is impossible at present to give the 
Boer numbers; but it is estimated that 
they reach 14,000, all of whom are now in 
flight. 

In the course of the operations the 
Ninth lancers attempted to get close to 
the Boers’ right, with the object of 
charging; but the Boers came out in 
great force and the lancers were com- 
pelled toretire. A battery was then sent 
forward to hold the enemy in check while 
the Grahamstown volunteers and a com- 
pany of mounted infantry, supported by 
another battery, engaged the Boers on 
their right flank. 

The Boers fired shell, falling short, 
however; and they made a stubborn de- 
fense on the kopje on our right, enfilad- 
ing the battery and killing 18 of the bat- 
tery horses. The mounted infantry 
gradually repelled the Boers; and the 
battery then took a position and ex- 
Pelled them from their laager in con- 
fusion, 

The Boers held a strong position on 
the north bank of the river; but the 
flight from the southern bank compelled 
them to retreat. They showed great 
adroitness in getting away the wagons 
and displayed a bold front while the rest 
of the force was busy inspanning. Gen- 
eral French's division consisted of three 
brigades of cavalry, two of mounted in- 
fantry and seven horse batteries.

STRIKE NEARLY OVER 


Such the Claim of a Boston 
Daily Paper. 


No Evidence of It, However, 
in Quincy. 


Reported Settlements Contra- 
dicted by Manufacturers. 


In the absence of any news locally in 
the granite strike, the following from 
the>Herald may prove interesting: 

‘Since the ordering of the granite 
cutters’ strike, on March 1, for an 
eight-hour day and a minimum wage 
of $3 a day, fully 250 of the men who 
struck, have returned to work. 

While the men in every instance 
have not_obtained the minimum rate o 
$3 a day, they have secured the eig 
hours, and have also obtained a sub- 
stantial advance in wages in every 
case. Most of the settlements hase 
been upon the basis of 35 cents an hour 
as a minimun. 

“**The 1500 granite cutters in Barre 
Vt., were the first to settle and returm 
to work. In this place the men ae- 
cepted the minimum rate of 35 cen 
an hour. 

‘*Aceording to Secretary Duncan of 
the Granite Cutters’ National Union, 
settlements have been reached in the 
following places: Morrisville, South 
Ryegate, Montpelier, East Barre, North- 
field, Williamstown and East Mont- 
pelier, Vt., Groton and Roxbury, N. 
H. , Hurricane Island and Waldoboro, 
Me. A number of manufacturers in 
Milford, Mass., have settled. Five 
granite cutters from the Milford quarry 
of Norcross Bros., waited upon Orlando 
W. Norcross at Worcester yesterday 
morning. The cutters were disposed 
to accept 35 cents an hour, instead of 
$3 per eight-hour day, but wonld sign 
no agreement except by national execu- 
tive approval. Another conference will 
be held in ten days.

Tor six or seven weeks there 
were no robberies reported, and I was 
working along in the role of a sleeping 
ear conductor as completely in the 
dark as when I took hold of the case. 

“One night in the middle of June, 
just after leaving a station, where we 
ehanged engines. I walked out upon 
the platform of the rear sleeper in or- 
der to catch the breeze, as the air in 
the car was stuffy and hot. I lounged 
over the brake wheel, watching the 
lights of the town grow fainter and 
fainter until nothing but a pale white 
glow on the sky marked its site. Sud- 
denly some one touched me lightly on 
the arm, and an agitated voice said: 

‘Conductor, I've been robbed of all 
my money! Even my watch is gone!’ 

“My detective instincts were aroused 
in an instant. The opportunity for 
which I had been waiting had at last 
presented itself. 1 swung quickly 
around and followed my scantily clad

BOYS AND GIRLS. _ Washington, March 10. The 


committee on foreign relations met yes- 
terday, and after a long discussion voted 
to report the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
with an agreement containing a provi 
sion for American defense rights sim- 
ilar to that in the Suez convention re- 
lating to Egypt. It is the opinion of 
the members of the committee that the 
senate will, with but little delay, ratify 
the treaty, as amended. 

It is reported in emphatic form that 
the British government will accept the 
proposed amendment. It merely places 
2 limitation upon the restrictions in 
article 2, and is as follows: 

“Insert at the end of section 5 of article 
us to mention from a reliable Boston] 2 the following: It is agreed, however, 
that none of the immediately foregoing 
conditions and stipulations in sections 
numbered 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 of this article 
shall apply to measures which the 
United States may find it necessary to 
take for securing by its own forces the 
defense of the United States and the 
maintenance of public order.” 

The conclusion to report the treaty 
with this amendment was reached af- 
ter a session of the committee in which 
Senator Morgan very strenuously op- 
posed the amendment. He was, how- 
ever, the only senator in opposition, Sen- 
ators Bacon and Daniel, the other Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, voting 
with the Republican members for the 
amendment, and a resolution 
to report.

The report was made to the senate ow 
an executive session, which came lager 
in the day. The presentation of the 
treaty to the committee was accom- 
panied by a written report, giving rea- 
sons for the amendment, and also in 
support of the treaty asa whole. Later 
in the day Senator Morgan filed a mi- 
nority report, in opposition to the 
Amendment. 

The report submitted with the treaty 
is in the main a review of the general 
situation with reference to the canal, 
with comparatively few recommenda- 
tions. t says, however, in full 
accord with the purpose expressed in 
article 2 of the pending convention to 
adopt, as the basis of neutralization, the 
indicated rules substantially as 
bodied in treaty of tinople 
for the free navigation of the Suez mari- 
time canal.” 

The report then makes an analysis of 
the Suez canal treaty, laying special 
stress upon article 10, which, the report 
says, “prescribes limitations of the ut- 
most importance upon the stipulations.” 

The committee concludes its recom- 
mendations by quoting its proposed 
amendment, remarking as follows: 
“Trrespective of the foregoing considera- 
tions, we are clearly of the opinion that 
if article 10 does not exist the true in- 
terests and necessity of the United 
States require upon the highest consid- 
erations of prudence and right the 
adoption of the amendment proposed.”

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CAME OF FAMOUS ANUESIUNS. 


Edward J. Phelps, One of Vermont’s Most 
Gifted Sons, Dies at New Haven. 

New Haven, March 10.—E. J. Phelps, 
former minister to England, died at his 
home here late Friday afternoon after 
anillnessof abouttwomonths. The end 
Was peaceful and for several hours be- 
fore he passed away he was unconscious. 
There were present at the bedside his 
wife, his son, Charles P. Phelps of Bos- 
ton, and daughter, Mrs. Horatio Loomis 
of New York, and his physician. 

Though Professor Phelps recovered 
from the pneumonia attack he was so 
Weakened that he was unuble to regain 
his vitality. It had been hoped that he 
might recover untila few days ago, when 
it Was apparent that his strength had so 
failed that it was but a matter of hours 
when death would come. 

The funeral services will be held from 
Batte!ll chapel Sunday at 3 p.m. The

Under 
the administration of President Fill- 
more he was second comptroller of the 
treasury, serving to the close of that 
administration. He was later a dele- 
fate to the Vermont constitutional con- 
vention, and in 1880 was elected president 
of the American Bar association. He 
wrote extensively on constitutional and 
international law, and in 1881 was elected 
Kent professor of law at Yale, which 
professorship he held at the time of his 
death, 

In April, 1885, President Cleveland ap- 
pointed him United States minister 
plenipotentiary to Great Britain. He 
Was appointed one of the international 
commissioners on the Behring sea con- 
troversy and was also one of the Vene- 
zuela arbitration commissioners. He 
was honored with the degree of doctor of 
laws by Middlebury college in 1870 by 
the University of Vermont in 1887 and 
by Harvard in 1887. Yale conferred on 
him the degree of master of arts in 1881. 

In 1887 the Edward J. Phelps pro- 
fessorship of law in Yale law school was 
endowed in his honor by Junius S. Mor- 
gan. 

Professor Phelps resided in this city 
ng the winter and spring terms 
of the college year, ar laimed Vermont

as his residence.

ARIZONA’S AMBITION. 


GOVERNOR MURPHY RENEWS THE 
AGITATION FOR STATEHOOD. 


Development of Rich Gold axd Cop- 
per Mines—Quarries of Sandstone. 
Solution of the Mystery of Super- 


{Special Correspondence.] 

Puenrx, A. T., March 5.—Governor 
Murphy of this territory is determined 
that Arizona shall be granted state- 
hood. He is an interesting man and 
has the reputation of getting what he 
wants. The governor resembles in face 
and form ex-President Cleveland. Mr, 
Murphy drove a stage in California 
when quite young and came to Arizona 
with little or no money. Lucky mining 
schemes have made him rich, and he is 
now a stockholder and officer in sev- 
eral banks and is interested in a num- 
ber of local railroad enterprises. 

The assessed valuation of property 
in Arizona is over $32,500,000. ‘Lhe ter- | 
ritory covers an area of over 3,700,000 
acres of land. The bonded indebted- 
ness of Arizona is less than $1,000,000. 
The population is at least 100,000, and 
this number is augmented yearly by | 
over 5,000 persons. 

The mines of Arizona possess fabu- 
lous wealth. During 1899 over $5,000,- | 
000 worth of goid was produced. The 
presence of rich gold mines was not

Twenly Thousand Letiers For Missing Man

Boston, March 10.—Only one man had} 
fuck In “Luck Box” Parker's late place 
of business, at 26 Broomfield street, yes- 
terday, and that was Constable Mc-} 
Donough, who attached all the chattels 
Gn the office to secure salaries said to be 
owed employes. 

Twelve of them—and every one hada 
“lucky box'’—pooled their claims, and 
on application of their counsel three 
writs issued from the municipal court 
yesterday to secure unpaid salaries, ag- 
gregating about $1000. Some of them 
gay that they had not been paid for 
weeks. 

Luck clung to Parker, however, for 
Wnited States Marshal Ruhl, who holds 
athe warrant for his arrest, has not yet 
Deen able to apprehend him. But the 
postoffice authorities are confident that 
it is only a utbestion of ashort time when 
he will be run to ground. 

This warrant was issued Thursday. 
Deputy United States Marshal Rhul and 
Postoffice Inspector Swift spent nearly 
the whole afternoon within view of the 
office for the purpose of arersting Par- 
ker, but their presence became known 
to the employes of the office, who kept 
the fugitive of what wasgoingon. Had 
the department officials at Washington 
withheld the news of their action one 
day longer, giving the officials in Boston 
time to execute the warrant, Parker 
would have been under arrest now, but 
the premature announcement from 
Washington gave him a good hint of 
what might happen if he remained, and 
he had ample time to escape. 

At the hour yesterday when he usually 
opened his office a string of people filed 
into the building and waited in front of 
the office door, not to buy any more 
“lucky boxes,’ but to demand the re- 
durn of their money. At the top of the 
stairs which leads to the next floor ther3 
is a crude sign on the door, saying ‘“‘Re- 
moved To,” but it gives no address. It 
was in a room inside this door that Par- 
ker polished up the wooden boxes and 
put his rings into them, after an alleged 
magnetic touch of each ring, and on the 
¢ame fioor the mail orders were filled. 

All the mailing clerks have been sus- 
pended, but it is clearly evident that 
several young men have been engaged to} 
patrol Broomfield street in front of the 
office to watch the people who enter the 
building. One of the women, who de-} 
scribes herself as Parker's confidential!) 
clerk, explained that Mr. Parker im-| 
ported only one “lucky box,” and that he| 
used it for a medeil, but she is not ab-| 
solutely positive whether or not thfs| 
sample box was made by a Hindoo.

“We get a good deal of business from 
wealthy natives of South and Ceutral 
America,” said a clerk in a large cloth- 
ing and furniture store, “and nell Is 
one rather amusing feature in that 
glass of trade. The average Latin- 
American gentleman will never make a 
purchase until he is absolutely certain 
he is getting what he wants. There 
may be a moral certainty, but that 
isn’t enough. 

“A few days ago, to illustrate what | 
mean, a planter from San Juan, Costa 
Rica, came in and selected six dozen 
white linen shirts, a gross of collars 
and another gross of cuffs to match the 
outfit. The shirts were of a standard 
make and all of one pattern—as like as 
two peas—and the same was true of 
the collars and cuffs. When the planter 
finally made his selection, he told me 
in broken English that he was ready 
to try the things on, and, showing him 
into a private room, I sent him a shirt 
and set of collar and cuffs. Presently 
he stuck his head out of the door and 
said: 

“ ‘These ez all right. 
ze remaindaire.’ 

“I told the porter to carry in the 
lot, and he proceeded to try on 72 
shirts and 144 collars and cuffs. As 
you may well imagine, it took time, for 
he dressed himself fully when he put 
on each garment, to judge how it set 
with his clothes. He began at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon and when we 
closed at 6 had worked his way 
through 14 shirts. 

“Next day he began at 9 sharp, took 
an hour off for lunch and satisfied him- 
self that he wasn’t being bunkoed on 
80 more. That left 28, which he finish- 
ed off the following evening. With each 
shirt he tried on two collars and two 
pairs of cuffs. Of course he found all 
the different articles exact duplicates, 
just as I tried to explain to him in ad- 
vance, but he wasn’t taking any 
chances and handed over the price 
witb an easy mind. 

“Nearly all our other customers from 
that part of the world do substantially 
the same thing. I once sold a Guate- 
mala official a whale case of socks, 
and he insisted on trying on every 
pair and lacing up his shoes over them.

As a sam- 
ple of the troublesome problems to be 
solved take the Indian census, which 
fairly bristles with legal difficulties. 

In 1890 the census law provided that 
a “special report” upon the Indians 
should be made. A volume of seven 
hundred odd pages was published, pro- 
fusely illustrated and touching every 
point of the Indian problem. For once 
in history “Poor Lo” was accorded jus- 
tice. The volume was so pretty that 
the edition was soon exhausted, and 
now the department of the interior has 
hot even a copy for the census office it- 
self. But the law providing for the 
twelfth census makes no special provi- 
sion for an Indian census, nor does it 
authorize such a report as was made 
ten years ago. It is at this point that 
the real difficulties of the census office 
regarding the Indians begin. 

The Indian population, then, cannot 
be treated by itself and described in a 
Separate report. It also seems illogical 
to class the Indians among the ordi- 
nary population of the United States. 
The Indian tribe is in many respects a 
distinct nationality, although since 
187i congress has been doing its best 
to destroy all traces of tribal independ- 
ence or self government. Moreover, 


| the tribal Indians are not citizens of 


the United States. The reservations 
upon which they live are not legally 
parts of the state or territory which 
surrounds them, and state and territo- 
rial laws do not apply to the reserva- 
tion or to the Indians upon it. Acts of 
congress do not apply to reservation 
Indians unless such application is ex- 
plicitly authorized in the act. 

Under such conditions it seems im- 
possible for the census office to class 
Indians as a part of the ordinary in- 
habitants of the states and territories. 
On the other hand, it is equally impos- 
sible to ignore them and omit them en-

The census office at Washington has 
not a monopoly of the difficulties in the 
work of enumerating. Many of the 
50,000 enumerators, who will be placed 
under a time limit not exceeding a 
month, will have many obstacles to 
overcome. They will have

Facts About Compasses. 

Much as the average schoolboy reads 
about the mariner’s compass, when it 
comes to the point he knows very lit- 
tle about it. It is divided into 32 
parts, of 11 degrees 15 minutes each. 
The needle is on its lower surface. The 
magnetized needle is fixed to the lower 
part of the card, which revolves with 
the needle and is usually suspended on 
a central cap of agate, the point of sus- 
pension being a similar hard material. 

The compass is kept horizontal by 
supports on gimbols. In iron or steel 
vessels the needle deviates from the 
true north an@ south, but this is par- 
tially compensated for by placing steel 
magnets near the compass to overcome 
the pull of the ship. On the inside of 
the compass box is a vertical line, and 
the pivot of the card being in the same 
plane as the ship’s keel the point on 
the circumference of the card opposite 
to the vertical line shows the angle 
the ship makes with the magnetic 
meridian.— Philadelphia Record.

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ESCAPED IN DISGUISE. 


Suspects In Goebel Assassination Cap- 
tured by Squad of Lexington Police, 


Taylor and Beckham Both 
Guarded by Armed Men. 


Matters at Frankfort Have Reached the Point 
Where Bloodshed Is Feared. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 12.—Almost 
without warning the storm centre of 
excitement in the present gubernatorial! 
Struggle shifted to Lexington Sunday 
night. The 8:40 Chespeake and Ohio 
train from Frankfort brought with it in 
one car to themselves Secretary of 
State Caleb B. Powers, Captain Davis 
of the capitol police and Lieutenant 
Peake of Covington. 

Powers and Davis are charged with 
being accessories to the murder of Will- 
iam Goebel. Intelligence had preceded 
them that they were on their way to 
Lexington and were trying to escape. 
When the train pulled into the depot the 
entire police force of this city, under 
Chief Ross and Sheriff Bosworth, with 
a large force of deputies, boarded the 
train. On entering the coach the officers 
found it contained about 25 soldiers, with 
Powers and Davis, the soldiers being 
under command, apparently, of Lieu- 
tenant Peake. Lieutenant Peake com- 
manded the soldiers to clear the car. In 
an instant 20 revolvers were drawn by 
the officers and they were all levelled 
at Peake, who tried to draw his own re- 
volver, but a policeman smashed him 
across the hand with his club and pre- 
vented what would have undoubtedly 
resulted in a tragedy. 

A local attorney recognized 
and also pointed out Davis. They were 
seized and hurried to jail. As the pro- 
cession swept toward the jail some peo- 
ple started the report that there was to 
be a lynching and soon the streets were 
packed with people, an enormous crowd 
gathering about the jail. Davis, Powers 
and Peake were hurried to the upper 
cells, but Peake was later released on 
bond on acommon warrant on the charge 
of resisting arrest. 

Davis and Powers were both disguised. 
Both wore the regular soldier uniforms 
complete. Davis had shaved off his 
mustache and goatee. He had $125 in 
money on his person and a_ revolver. 
There was found on Powers $1300. In 
the inside pocket of each man was found 
a pardon from Governor Taylor, duly 
signed and sealed. 

The adopting of disguise by Davis and 
Powers in order to get out of Frankfort 
puts an ugly phase on the matters for 
the prisoners in the opinion of some of 
their friends here, although they explain 
that they did so merely to get away from 
the local Goebel influences, which, they 
allege, would work to their detriment ii 
securing a fair trial. Both tacitly ad- 
mit now that in this they may have made 
mistakes, ‘as both strongly urge their 
innocence of any connection with the 
murder of Goebel and insist that they 
have no fear whatever as to the out- 
come. 


Powers 


The Democrats and the Republicans in 
Kentucky are, for the first time since 
the present’ political complications as- 
sumed acute form, divided into two 
armed and organized factions. Sur- 
rounding the capitol and the state execu- 
tive building and camped in the grounds 
around Governor Taylor’s home, are 
nearly 200 militia, well provided with 
ammunition, while in the corridors of 
the Capitol hotel, in which the Demo- 
cratic state executive officers are lo- 
cated, and in the streets adjacent to that 
building, are 60 officers and the men and 
boys of a militia company that was or- 
ganized in Frankfort as the nucleus of 
Governor Beckham’s state guard, beside 
scores of heavily armed citizens, par- 
tisans of the Democratic claimant, 

Rumors reached the Democratic lead- 
ers yesterday that an attempt was to be 
made by the state militia to take Gov- 
ernor Beckham into custody, and inside 
of an hour after the geport was cir- 
culated a petition had been circulated 
and signed by the requisite number of 
men necessary to form a militia com- 
pany. The men will guard the Capitol 
hotel against any possible attempt to 
arrest Governor Beckham. Only two 
days more remain for the legislature 
to remain in session, but the develop- 
ments of these two days are looked for- 
ward to with apprehension by the lead- 
ers of both sides. 


The Démocratic partisans say that 
should the militia atempt to interfere 
with the session of the legislature, per- 
sistent rumors of which have been in 
circulation, it will be next to impossible 
to avert bloodshed. The Republican 
officials, however, deny that such ac- 
tion has been contemplated, and that the 
legislature will not be molested in any 
way. Several Republican members of 
the legislature have left the city, pre- 
sumably for their homes. 

According to a statement made by 
Governor W. 8. Taylor last night toa 
representative of The Commercial, he 
has granted a pardon to each of the per- 
sons for whom warrants have been is- 
sued, charging them with being acces- 
sories to the assassination of Mr. Goebel, 
including Secretary of State Powers and 
ex-Secretary of State Finlay. In his 
statement Governor Taylor recites the 
conditions under which he claims to have 
been elected and charges the Democratic

YALE’S TRIBUTE TO PHELPS. 


Ex-President Dwight Delivers F ineral Address 
Over Remains of His Oid Friend, 

New Haven, March 12.—Former Presi- 
dent Timothy Dwight delivered the 
funeral address yesterday over the re- 
mains of E, J. Phelps, and Rev. Dr. T. T. 
Munger, pastor of the United church, 
offered prayer and read scripture. The 
college choir rendered two hymns. The 
remains were carried into Bettell chape) 
On the shoulders of eight seniors. 

Ex-President Dwight referred feel- 
ingly to his late associate and friend of 
20 years. - He said that the Yale broth- 
erhood had lost one of its most @is- 
tinguished members, a man who was an 
honor to the great company. The work 
of the deceased haé@ closed on earth, but 
had only just begun in its greater sphere. 
He had impressed his great personality 
upon thousands of Yale men, who are 
better and nobler for his infiuence. It 
had always been a source of constant 
joy, said Dr. Dwight, to him to know 
that at Yale Professor Phelps was ap- 
preciated by the student body as a 
“genuine gentleman, withal a man, but 
one of education, culture and wide ex- 
perience in life. Wis quiety dignity, his 
forcefulness when needs drew from him 
an exhibition of sturdiness, and _ his 
breadth of view stemped itself indelibly 
on all who had come in contact with 
him.” 

At the close of his address the choir 
sang and then the benediction was pro- 
nounced. The remains were taken to 
Burlington, Vt., where the interment in 
the family plot will be made. The re- 
mains were accompanied to Vermont by 
the widow, Charles P. Phelps, a son, and 
Mrs. H. Loomis, a daughter, and a num- 
ber of friends. The floral tributes were 
profuse. 

Wants to Ge: Rid of Debts. 

Kingston, Jam., March 12,—Prince 
Clarence. chief of the Mosquito terri- 
tory and protege of the British govern- 
ment, who resides in Jamaica, has been 
sued by local merchants. His solicitor 
sets up in defense the allegation that 
Prince Clarence was the sovereign chief 
of the Mosquito territory pricr to and at 
the time of the aceruing of the cause of 
action, and, therefore, is entitled to all 
the rights appertaining to him as prince 
of the Mosquito territory. The solicitor 
contends that Clarence ought not to be 
compelled against his will to answer in 
a legal action before any of the judges 
or before a minister of the queen in Ja- 
macia, and denies the jurisdiction of the 
Jamaica courts. As the prince is con- 
siderably in debt, the settlement of the 
issue is important to him. 

Sunk by Unk. own Steamer. 

London, March 12.—It is learned that 
the British steamer Cuvier, commanded 
by Captain Quinton, was run down in 
the straits of Dover the morning of the 
9th by a steamer whose Identity is not 
known. Three survivors, who were 
landed at Calais shortly after the disas- 
ler, say a great hole was tornin the 
Cuvier, sinking her in less than five 
minutes. They further state that the 20 
men comprising the crew were below at 
the time of the collision and were unable 
to reach the decks and man the boats, 
so quickly did the rammed vessel go 
down, and that the colliding vessel paia 
no heed to the cries for assistance shout- 
ed to those on board and steamed away. 


A Peculiar Accident. 

Winsted, Conn., March 12.—Joseph 
White, aged 70, is dying as the result of 
accidentally swallowing two false teeth 
while in bed Thursday night. They 
lodged so far down his throat that all 
efforts to dislodge them have been 
futile. Since the accident White has 
been unable to eat anything and is con- 
stantly suffering intense pain. He will 
undergo” an, operation, but there is little 
hope that he Wiifsurvive it. 


Kidnapping Case In New Hampshire. 

Salem Depot, N. H., March 12.—The 
6-year-old daughter of George Foster 
Was taken from in front of the house of 
Mr. Foster's father, where the child was 
playing, by an unknown man and wom- 
an, who drove by, stopping only long 
enough to place the little girl in the car- 
riage. Mr. Foster and the child’s 
mother have been separated for some 
years, during which time Mr, Foster has 
cared for the girl. 


Will Be McKinley and Bryan. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 12,—JSudge 
Wilson of Colorado has arrived here to 
attend the meeting to make arrange- 
ments for the national Democratic con- 
vention. Inan interview Judge Wilson 
said: “So far as the heads of the two 
tickets are concerned, it will be the same 
old fight of 189§—McKinley and Bryan 
will run against each other, As for 
their running mates I have no idea 
who they will be.”

Cut Her Husband’s Throat. 

Joliet, Ils., March 12.—Mrs. John Gal- 
lagher, 50 years old, during a fit of tem- 
porary insanity, arose from bed and cut 
her husband's throat from ear to ear. 
Two small children, who were sleeping 
in an adjoining room, were not molested. 
After killing her husband, Mrs. Gal- 
lagher went to a neighbor's houee in her 
night clothes and told them of her deed. 


Hoar’s Amendment Tabled. 

Washington, March 12.—While the 
senate had the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill under consideration 
Saturday a lively debate was precipi- 
tated by an amendment proposed by Mr. 
Hoar of Massachusetts, proposing tc 
give former Queen Lilukolani of Ha- 
wali $20,000 and an annuity of $10,000. 
The amendment was tabled finally, with- 
out division. The pending bill was 
passed with a few minor amendments.

‘TREACHERY ALLEGED, 


Roberts Says Boers Abused White 
Flag and Used Explosive Bullets, 


British Meet Unexpected Op- 
position at Dreifontein. 


Presidents Kruger and Steyn Said to Have Ap- 
pealed For Foreign Intervention. 


London, March 12.—Lord Roberts 
complains that the Boers are using ex- 
plosive bullets, and that they are again 
abusing the white flag. His protest 
is virtually a complaint to the powers 
that the Boers are violating the usages 
of war, for he has sent to the war officea 
copy of his protest to Prtsidents Kruger 
and Steyn, with a repuest that it be sent 
to the powers. Lord Roberts’ dispatch 
to the war office on the subject is dated 
March 11, and says: 

The following telegram has been ad- 
dressed by me to their honors, state 
presidents of the Orange Free State and 
the South African republic: 

“Another instance having occurred of 
Gross abuse of the white flag and of the 
signal of holding up hands in token of 
surrender, it is my duty to inform you 
that, if such abuse occurs again, I shall 
most reluctantly be compelled to order 
my troops to disregard the white flag 
entirely. The instance occurred on a 
kopje east of Driefontein farm yesterday 
evening and was witnessed by several of 
my own staff officers, as well as by my- 
Self, and resulted in the wounding of 
Several of my officers and men. A large 
quantity of explosive bullets of three 
cifferent kinds was found in Command- 
ant Cronje’s laager; and (this has been 
the case) after every engagement with 
your honors troops. Such breaches of 
the recognized usages of war and of the 
Geneya convention are a disgrace to any 
civilized power. A copy of this telegram 
has been sent to my government with the 
‘Nequest that it may be communicated 
to all neutral powers.” 

A Dreifontein dispatch says that all 
of Saturday was occupied in fighting. 
The Boers maintained a stubborn rea> 
guard action along a running front of 
12 miles on a very difficult ground. 

The British were advancing in three 
columns, General Tucker to the south- 
ward occupied Petrusberg unopposed. 

General Kelly-Kenny, after following 
the river bank, moved in the direction of 
Abraham's kraal. 

At Dreifontein, about eight miles 
south of Abraham's kraal, the Boers 
were found posted in ccnsiderable 
strength on the ridges connecting sev- 
eral kopjes. where they had mounted 
guns. The action began at 8 in the 
morning with an artillery duel. Gen- 
eral French's cavalry and General Por- 
ter's brigade supported our guns. The 
Boer artillery was accurately handled, 
and the British cavalry found a task 
harder than they had expected. 

General Broadwood, with dogged per- 
severence, moved altogether six miles ¢ 
southward, trying to find a means to 
get round, but the Boers followed be- 
hind rising ground, and even tried to 
outflank him. Meanwhile the Sixth 
division of infantry, advancing on the 
Boer left, slowly forced the enemy to 
retire. Had the infantry been able 
to move faster, the Boers would have 
been enveloped. The last shot was 
fired at 7:30 u.m. Sunday morning nota 
Boer was to be seen. The prisoners be- 
longed to President Kruger’s own com- 
mando. 

The opposition met at Driefontein was 
somewhat unexpected, the idea being 
that, if there were any resistance, it 
would be at Petrusberg., Profiting by 
their experience, the Boers were pre- 
pared for a British flanking movement, 
but In extending their position, in order 
to avoid being outflanked, they prob- 
ably weakened their center, thus making 
it possible for the British infantry to 
carry this with a bayonet charge, 

The Morning Post's correspondent at 
Dreifontein, telegraphing Sunday, says: 
The fight throughout was much in- 
volved. The enemy evacuated and re- 
occupied positions, subtly concealing 
their intentfons, and only withdrawing 
their guns a few minutes prior to their 
impending capture. Their guns out- 
ranged ours, the naval brigade not ar- 
riving in time. Our cavalry horses 
were completely tired by the repeated 
withdrawals. The turning movement 
was begun too late. The enemy at- 
tempted with heliograph to lure us to 
occupy a kopfe which they held, but, de- 
tecting the deception, we returned. 


The Daily Mail has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Pretoria, dated 
Saturday, March 10, and censored by the 
Boer government: 

“President Kruger and President 
Steyn have wired to Lord Salisbury 
peace proposals, on condition that the 
independence of the two republics be 
respected and the rebel colonials am- 
nested. 

“Yesterday the foreign consuls were 
called into conference and were re- 
quested to invite the intervention of 
the powers they represented, In order 
to prevent further bloodshed.” 


A correspondent of The Daily Mail at 
Lourenzo Marquez, telegraphing Satur- 
day, says: According to Boer reports, 
the fall of Mafeking is certain. There 
has been heavy fighting this week, and 
the Boers have been shelling the town 
from all the outlying forts which they 
have captured. Colonel Baden-Powell 
cleared all the natives out of the town, 
but the Boers drove them back. The 
Boers are preparing for a final assault, 
with the idea that the capture of Mafe-

More Cruisers. 

Provision will be made in this year’s 
naval appropriation bill for a construc- 
tion programme fully equal to the ex- 
pectations of the friends of the service, 
and Quincy is particularly interested as 
one or more of the may be 
built here. The bill will probably be 
reported by the house committee on 
naval affairs before the end of the 
present week. It still subject to 
change, but as it stands now it pro- 
vides for two large battleships, three ar- 
mored cruisers of 13,500 tons displace- 
ment, three protected cruisers of S000 
tons displacements, and four ganbvats 
of 900 tons displacement. The com- 
mittee has not yet fixed the size of the 
battleships, but they will probably be 
14,500 or 15,000 tons. The armored 
cruisers are to have high speed and 
large coal capacity, with the heaviest 
armor and armament possible to be 
carried on vessels of their type. The 
three protected cruisers are to be im- 
proved Olympias, The gunboats are to 
be designed with special reference to 
their use among the Philippines. The 
United States is now a world power 
and must stand ready to bear a hand in 
whatever turns up.

Summer. 


Articles of Incorporation for 
No. 2 Published. 


A. A. Meyers the Holder of Most 
of the Stock. 


Some few weeks ago Andrew A. 
Meyer_of Houghs Neck sent a com- 
munication to the City Council thank- 
ing that body for the interest it had 
taken in endeavoring to get better 
street railway service for that section 
of the city, and stating that in the near 
future a new line would be built. 

This move has now taken form, and 
today has blossomed out into the Fens- 
mere Beach street railway, articles for 
the incorporation of which are pub- 
lished in today’s Ledger. 

The promoters of the railroad, or 
rather the incorporators are Andrew A. 
Meyer, who has subscribed for 594 
shares, E. M. Meyer, Charles M. 
Moore, Peter P. Vale, George E. Bell, 
George W. Chesley and William H. 
Baker, each of whom have subscribed 
for one share. 

The capital stock is placed at $60,000 
and the line is to be 3 3-4 miles in 
length from Houghs Neck to Quincy 
Centre, but the streets are not named. 

Of the incorporators Mr, Moore 
gives his residence as Somerville, Mr. 
Chesley as Boston and Mr. Baker as 
Newton, the others as Quincy. 

That Mr. Meyer has been at 
points with the Quincy & Boston fora 
long time is a well known fact and it is 
also known that there is a civil suit in 
which both parties are interested that 
has been pending some time which is 
said to have grown out of the fact that 
the Quincy & Boston, did not run cars 
to Mr. Meyer’s poperty and did not run 
them often enough to suit him. 

The filing of these articles for in- 
corporation means tbat Mr. Meyers will 
probably appear at the public hearing 
at the meeting of the City Council to- 
night and wiil oppose the relocation of 
the Quiney & Boston tracks, Mr, 
Meyers has promised many things in 
the event of his building his railroad 
which would be of benefit to Quincy.

DARING RESCUE OF A WOUNDED SOLDIER, 
one day noticed heliograph signaling 
from the lighthouse, which caused the 
keeper to be watched. It was discov- 
ered that every new arrival of troops 
was signaled to an accomplice on a 
heighboring hill and repeated from 
post to post until it reached the Boer 
headquarters on the Tugela river in 
two or three days. 

Ou being confronted with conclusive 
evidence of his guilt the keeper con- 
fessed that he was paid $300 each for 
such messages, which had been sent 
ever since the military operations ut 
Durban had begun. He further con- 
fessed that when the traitorous ar- 
rangement was made he received $3,- 
500 on account through the local 
branch of the Transvaal bank. The 
guilty keeper was a full blooded Eng- 
lishman and had been employed at the 
lighthouse many years. He was 60 
years old, and his previous record for 
faithfulness had been good. On con- 
viction he was transferred to a British 
man-of-war and shot.

AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT. 


Territorial Spheres of Influence Done Away 
With In the Flowery Kingdom. 

San Francisco, March 12.—President 
Wheeler of the University of California, 
in an address to the Monticello club, gave 
the details of the negotiations which 
Secretary of State Hay has under way 
Some time relative to the China open 
door. 

President Wheeler learned the ne- 
gotiations while in conversation with 
Secrétary Hay during his recent visit to 
Washington. President Wheeler said: 
“Secretary Hay will announce to the 
people a victory, not of war—call it of 
liplomacy, if you please—in that the 
ports of China will be opened to the com- 
merce of the world. He has reached an 
understanding with Great’ Britain, 
France, Russia and Germany, which 
does away with territorial spheres of in- 
fluence. 

“According to the terms of the agree- 
ment there will be no longer any spheres 
of influence in the flowery kingdom. 
Customs tariffs will be abolished, as 
well as other imposts upon shipping. 
The idea is to make the port free to the 
world’s commerce and give all nations 
a free hand in exporting their markets. 
It is the consummation of the British 
idea of the ‘open door’ which found so 
strong an advocate in Lord Beresford.”

SUFFERED UNTOLD TORTURE. 


Exhausted Crew of Schooner William P. Hood 
Manage to Reach Port at Last. 

Chatham, Mass., March 13.—The three- 
tnasted schooner which was reported off 
Pollock Rip in distress proves to be the 
schooner William P. Hood, from Phila- 
delphia with a cargo of 1000 tons of coal 
for Boston, and which was given up for 
lost with all on board. She was boarded 
yesterday by the Orleans life saving 
crew, which tried to get her under the lee 
of the Handkerchief shoals, but the 
wind headed them off and they were 
torced to anchor at Pollock Rip. 

Afterwards, Lieutenant Sparrow sent 
out the Nonomoy life saving crew and 
they boarded her about noon, returning 
last night. Captain Eldredge of the 
Station states that he found ithe schooner 
in a terrible plight. «The crew were ex- 
hausted and suffering greatly from 
frostbites and lack of food «’id sleep. Not 
One of them was in condition to work, 
and the schooner was leaking badly and 
covered with under almost bare 
Poles. 

Captain Worden of the schooner told 
the following story. “We left Philadel- 
pPhia on Feb. 6 and had a succession of 
very heavy gales all the time up to the 
Delaware breakwater. We were then in 
a distressed condition and tried to make 
a harbor, but in spite of our efforts we 
were driven far out to sea by the gale. 
We finally worked back to the coast just 
in time to get caught by the great storm 
of Feb, 24, in which we suffered terribly. 
All our sails were blown away and the 
deck was swept clear, After that the 
Schooner got into the trough of the sea 
and nearly foundered. She was badly 
strained and leaked considerably, while 
the men had to keep constantly at the 
pumps. 

“Tons of ice had formea on the deck, 
and it seemed many times as if the ves- 
sel would sink with its weight. The 
crew suffered untold to:iure with the 
extreme cold. During the days which 
followed, in the midst of the gales, she 
had three different sets of sails blown 
away and is now wearing the remnant 
of a fourth set. The decks are white 
from the continual washing of the sea. 
One boat was smashed at the davits and 
one seaman badly hurt by being struck 
by the flying splinters. Everything 
movable Was washed overboard by the 
first storm. All the w&ter casks were 
washed away and the boiler for the 
hoisting apparatus was filled with salt 
water. The food gave out a week ago, 
and since that time the men have sub- 
sisted on salt meats, he crew are 
prostrated and unable to work at all.” 

The stricken crew of the Hood were 
supplied with food and clothing and the 
Schooner will be towed to Boston.

A Lack of Harmony Among 
Republican Senators. 


Memb:rs of House Evidently Advised of Vari- 
ous Plans Under Consideration. 


Washington, March 13.—There was a 
sharp conflict of opinion between Re- 
publican senators yesterday over Sen- 
ator Foraker's bill providing a form of 
government for Puerto Rico.

There are 
members who hold that legisla- 
tion for Fuerto Rico for the present, at 
least, should be confined to providing 
for the immediate needs of ,the in- 
habitants of Puerto Rico, and not in- 
clude efforts to establish a form of gov- 
ernment. These senators generally be- 
lieve that Puerto Rico should receive 
no favors in the way of tariff reductions, 
and are eontent to allow the present 
tariff rates to continue until there is 
more time and the senate is better pre- 
pared for, the dispassionate considera- 
tion of the question.

Senator Foraker met the proposition 
of inactivity with a declaration that if 
it was persisted in he would not only 
drop the bill now before the senate, but 
would introduce us a substitute for ita 
measure providing for the organization 
of the island as a territory, giving it all 
the officers and ail the privileges and 
immunities, as Oklahoma, New Mexico 
and Arizona; not only making Puerto 
Rican people full fledged citizens of the 
United States, but also establishing 
complete free trade between the island 
and the United States proper, His 
further purpose, as he outlined it, was 
to introduce it as an amendment to the 
bill passed by the house and now pend- 
ing in the appropriating the 
revenues collected from the island four 
use of the people of the island. 

When the purpose of Mr. Foraker be- 
came generally known, there were many 
hurried conferences among the Repub- 
lican leaders, and the Ohio senator was 
immediately besieged by Republicans 
of all shades of belief on Puerto Rican 
policy. 

While several of the Republicans sup- 
ported his proposition as a wise one, 
many others contended against it as 
ealculate@ to commit the country to a 
course which might be more easily re- 
pented of than remedied.

This may not be very good poetry, 
but it is true. Shirt waists there are 
of every size, form, kind of material 
and imaginable diversity of make. The 
trimming is as diverse as it is beauti- 
ful. As many ladies make their own 
shirt waists, | will try and give a few 
ideas. Even little tots of girls will 
wear them this season. They do now 
even, but they are of flannel in some 
bright and pretty color. I noticed one 
of pink flannel for a little G-year-old 
mite. There were two rows of ribbon 
sewed on tlat down the front, and this 
Was embroidered in a dainty pattern. 
There was a standing collar, with a 
black bow. For a 10-year-old there 
was a blue waist dotted with red pin- 
head dots. This was laid in close folds 
from the neck to the waist. The back 
was plaited in the same way without 
a yoke. A wide plait down the center 
had the regulation three brass buttons. 

Some of the waists have yokes in the 
back, and these may be plain, pointed, 
vandyked or scalloped. One has one 
scallop in the center, with the curve 
upward, and three plaits converging 
from that curve to the waist line in a 
point. some ot have rows of 
very fine tucking from bottom to top, 
With insertions of narrow yalenciennes 
between them and a flat fold in the 
center. The sleeves are made in the 
same way. One style has rows of in- 
with puffings of 
thin material between. The sleeves are 
made in the Others have 
the lace insertion, with puffed ribbon 
between, so that the whole waist is 
made of lace and ribbon. The colors 
are white, baby blue, cerise, pink, nile 
green, silver gray and black. The form 
of most of them is that called the 
French waist. 

Fine white lawns and swisses, pine- 
apple cloths and a dozen other deli- 
cate and sheer fabries seem to have the 
preference for pretty waists for sum- 
mer wear. and these are so trimmed 
With hice that it is difficult to describe 
them. But one thing must always be 
remembered—these shirt must 
all be laundered in the course of hu- 
man events, and they must be made 
with that view.

drawn. 
Silk waists are made much in the 


same general style, but most of these 
are corded in front. ‘One decided novy- 
elty has the body of the waist of dove 
colored peau de with an open 
front. This is filled in with a white 
taffeta vest. There are revers of the 
dove silk laid in the tiniest of tucks. 
The sleeves are tucked across the top, 
and the high collar is done in the 
same style. 

Some of the silk ones have puffed 
lines, with tucked ones between, and 
the whole is made of that. The back 
is arranged so that the plaits and puffs 
come to a V point in the back. Most 
elaborate are some of the waists. One 
I noticed was of the finest nainusook, 
the whole front worked into a lattice 
pattern with fine black guipure inser- 
tion, and where the lines crossed there 
was placed a “motif” of black lace. 
The sleeves bad ten lines of narrow 
tucks lengthwise with one row of the 
insertion between them. Another had 
a foundation of the sheerest lawn. 
aound and round there were alternate 
lines of black valenciennes lace inser- 
tion and fringed white valenciennes 
lace. The lace and fringe were scarce 
an inch wide. The sleeves were made 
the same way. In the center of the 
front was one flat plait edged with the 
fringed lace both sides. The prettiest, 
because the neatest and simplest, of 
the ginghams and percales are gath- 
ered very full in front at the neck and 


soie, 


in front at the belt. The back has 
but few gathers, and they brought 


very snug at the bottom. There are 
yokes of every conceivable shape and 
size. 

I noticed several white waists of thin 
stuffs, with boleros of the same and 
trimmed in the same way as the rest. 
A flat bow of the lawn edged with lace 
was put upon the front to hold the 
bolero together. The velutina waists 
follow the general designs of the oth 
ers and are tucked, plaited. folded and 
run with featherbone like the others. 
Many of the silk waists are cut away 
at the neck and have a sort of guimpe 
of some other color or material. And 
what I have told you here is as but one 
drop out of a bucketful.

BILLHEADS PRINTED 
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Tencment Building Occupied by Ital- 
ians Quickly Destroyed by Fire, 


Fourteen, Mostly Children, 
Were Roasted to Death. 


Disaster Believed to Have Been the Work of an 
incendiary, Who Sought Revenge. 


Newark, N. J., March 13.—Fourteen 
persons, a majority of whom were chil- 
dren, were burned to death at a tene- 
ment house fire, at Morris and Four- 
teenth avenues, about 5 o'clock Monday 
morning. Thirteen bodies were recov- 
ered from the ruins within three hours 
after the flames had been extinguished. 
The building was a three-story frame 
structure, formerly used as a church, 
but transformed into a tenement house 
with small rooms, scarcely 8x10 feet in 
dimensions, opening into a narrow hall- 
way on both the second and third floors, 
forming a veritable firetrap. 

The building in which the fire broke out 
Was a veritable firetrap. It was old, of 
frame construction, and extended two 
Stories above the grogung floor. Until 
three or four years ago the structure 
had been used as a church, but it was 
converted into a tenement. The lower 
floor, fronting on 50, 52 and 54 Fourteenth 
avenue, was occupied by three stores, 
and the upper portion of the building 
was divided into 20 living rooms. 

As nearly as can be learned the struc- 
ture was occupied by 10 families, all 
Italians. Two of the occupants, Vito 
Crandanza and one other family, kept 
boarders, and there is said to have been 
40 or 50 persons of both sexes andallages 
in the building when the fire started. 

The police are confident that the fire 
Was of incendiary origin, and they have 
arrested Vito Crandenza on suspicion. 

Virginus de Prula and Joseph Frenig 
are being held as witnesses. There was 
a game of cards Sunday night in one of 
the rooms of the house. Much wine was 


carried into the room and some time 
after midnight there was a _ violent 
guarrel. During the quarrel, which 


ended without a collision, some one, how 
asserted to beCrandanza, exclaimedafter 
he and others had made various threats: 
“T’1] send the whole lot of you to hell in 
a few hours if you're not careful.” 
After this threat was made the card 
party broke up and from that time until 
nearly 5 o'clock the inmates slept un- 
disturbed. A few minutes before 5 
everyone in the building was awakened 
by the roar of flames. They found the 
fire burning at the foot of the stairs lead- 
ing from the first to the second story. 
The hallway and the stairs were burning 
fiercely, cutting off the only egress from 
upper floor, on which six familles 
lived. It also cut off the escape by the 
door for those who lived in the rear part 
Those in the basement 
as the fire was above 


of the first floor. 
were in no danger 
them 

Some one escaping from the basement 
or the first floor, it is supposed, pulledan 
alarin box on the corner. The whole 
neighborhood was awake in an instant, 
and from the burning building came 
agonizing screams and calls for help. 
By the time the firemen reached the 
scene the building was wrapped in 
flames, and those who had not escaped 
were dead or doomed. They must have 
Cied within a few minutes, for the fire 
rushed through every room in the frail 
building within 10 minutes. 

There was great excitement about the 
Men, women and children who 
escaped from the burning building 
rushed about almost naked looking for 
their velatives. For a time it was 
thought there were many more lost than 
events later proved, because several 
naked children were picked up by neigh- 
bors and carried indoors. Thus fathers 
and mothers missed their children and 
rushed screaming about. The policeand 
neighbors quieted the frightened ones. 


scene 


They were gotten into shelter and the 
police made a census and reunited 
families after a couple hours of hard 
work. 


The fire lasted only a few minutes, for 
the firemen drowned It out easily. The 
search for the dead began within 20 
minutes after the alarm sounded, so 
quickly was the fire conquered. 

The stench of roasted flesh coming 
from the ruins was sigkening. The first 
body found was that of Mrs. Boldi. Close 
by her lay the charred remains of her 
7-year-old daughter. Then followed dis- 


covery after discovery, until 13 bodies 
were found. Mrs. Casillo was found 
with her two children clasped in her 


arms. The little boy’s face was buried 

: reast and the baby she had thrust 
beneath her night gown in a vain en- 
deavor to save it from the flames. 

A wagon load of pine boxes arrived 
from the morgue and four hours after 
the fire broke out the first wagon load of 
illed boxes started away for the morgue. 
It was noon before the search for the 
bodies was ended, and by that time 
every bit of the debris had been gone 
over most carefully. 

There were etill many missing, but 
they were accounted for in various parts 
of the city during the course of the day. 
While the search was going on a man 
Gied at the city hospital, where he had 
been taken after the firemen arrived and 
found him lying on the sidewalk. He 
had leaped from the second story and his 
skull was crushed in. 

In case Crandanza or any one else 
should be convicted of setting fire to the 
building the only penalty possible is 
death by hanging. The law holds that 
an incendiary setting fire to a building 
and death resulting, even if he had no

A BRAVE LITTLE ANT. 


WILLING TO LOSE HIS OWN LIFE TO 
SAVE HIS FELLOWS. 


A Naturalist’s Interesting Story of 
the Heroism Displayed by One of 
These Tiny Creatures In a Moment 
of Extreme Peril, 


The sun was just setting, writes a 
paturalist, when I returned, slightly 
fatigued, from several miles’ ride on 
my wheel. As is my custom on re- 
turning home, I took the garden hose 
and turned water into a great trench 
which had been dug around a maple 
tree for the purpose of holding water 
a sufficient time to permit the dirt ad- 
jacent to the roots to become thorough- 
ly soaked, 

Sitting down near the tree to rest, 
my attention was soon attracted to a 
group of smail ants rushing hither and 
thither in an endeavor to escape. The 
bottom of the circular ditch being cov- 
ered, about 20 of the ants sought safe- 
ty on a-large clod of earth. At first 
they were scattered about over the 
highest part of the little mound and to 
all appearances were indifferent as to 
their surrounndings. 

After a little one of the number pro- 
ceeded leisurely around the little 4s- 
land, and after finishing the circuit it 
hurried back to its companions. It ap- 
peared that they then for the first time 
realized that they were surrounded by 
water. The survey was repeated sey- 
eral times in quick succession. The 
group of ants gathefed more closely to- 
gether and seemed to be in a state ‘of 
restless anxiety. 

As the water rose the circuit 
less, the vigil more earnest and the ex- 
citement more intense with each re- 
turn of the sentinel. They rushed 
about over each other in a terrible 
state of agitation, for the water was 
rapidly approaching. There was now 
hardly room for them to stand on—just 
a little white, and that would be soon 
under water. They ceased struggling, 
settled down into motionless inactivity 
and seemed entirely resigned to their 
fate. 

I picked up a little stick and laid it 
across the water to the point where 
the ants They seemed dazed 
and did not instantly take advantage 
of the means of escape afforded them. 
One then crawled hurriedly up on the 
stick and went its length out and over 
the blades of grass on to the dry land. 
Without a second’s hesitation he turn- 
ed and retraced his steps back to his 
companions. Now the smallest one of 
the group returved with bim to dry 
land. They both retraced their steps, 
and the work of rescue began. The 
rest seemed passive, entirely subservl- 
ent to the will of these two. Each, 
with a companion, hasteved out to a 
place of safety. 

The small one was mucb the more 
active, she rescuing about three to the 
larger’s two. ‘Time was precious, as 
the water was rapidly rising. It would 
soon be running around the outer end 
of the stick, and the island wis melt- 
ing away. One by one they were tak- 
en out, the guide accompanying the 
rescued one each time to a place of se- 
curity. Why they did not all follow 
the first one out when he returned puz- 
zled me, but they did not. The smaller 
ant now burried forth with the last 
one. Still he was not content and rush- 
ed back in search of others. 

The little hillock was uow melted 
away, and he turned to seek safety for 
himself. He did not seem as much con- 
cerned as before. He did not hasten 
on as whep conscious of rescuing oth- 
ers. The water was running around 
the stick. The last avenue of escape 
seemed closed to him forever. He went 
to the highest point and settled down 
perfectly still. His previous conduct 
convinced me that he now fully real- 
ized that the case was hopeless as far 
as he was concerned. 

Must the bravest of them all thus die 
when he could have easily made bis es- 
cape long ago? He willingly risked his 
own life that he might save others. 
Could a more genuine example of hero- 
ism be found in human annals? Could 
a more striking example of brotherly 
love and unselfish devotion be shown? 
Could a more earnest solicitude for the 
life of others be instanced? 1 think 
not. Within his own power this little 
insect.had no possible means of escape. 
He did not fear death; neither did he 
die, but he was last to escape. 

I lifted the stick from the water and 
laid it on the ground. He crawled hur- 
riedly away to his companions, whom 
he had so recently torn from the grasp 
of death. Whatever I may have done 
for them, I can but feel that in this ex- 
ample the little hero ant did much 
more for me.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

Where We Get Cavinre. 

Caviare is consumed in large quanti- 
ties all over the Russian empire. It is 
also sent to Italy, Germany, France 
and England and is largely eaten in 
this country. Caviare is a shining 
brown substance in little globules, 
looking exactly like little bramble ber- 
ries. It is obtained from sturgeon in 
March by millions on their spawning 
beds in the mouth of the Danube, the 
Dneiper, the Don and the Volga rivers, 
where both nets and hooks are used to 
capture the fish. 

After the membrane of the roe has 
been removed the grains are washed 
with yinégar or the cheap white wines 
of the conntry. Then they are dried 
in the air, salted, put into bags and 
pressed and packed in casks. It is one 
of the most important articles of Rus- 
sian trade, the sales reaching annually 
over $10,000,000.

AT ITS VERY GATES. 


Bloemfontein Expected to Fall Into 
the Hands of the British Today, 


Likely to Strain Alliance of 
the Two Republics. 


Salisbury Declines America’s Proffer of Good 
Office to Bring About Peace. 


London, March 14.—General Roberts 
is knocking at the gates of Bloemfon- 
tein, capital of the Orange Free State, 
and is likely, before many hours, to have 
them opened to him. By a clever move- 
ment the British commander, avoiding 
the direct route to Bloemfontein de- 
fended by the Boers, swung to the south 
and marched 13 miles to Venter’s Vlei, 
which is about 15 miles southwest of that 
city, thus turning the enemy’s position. 
He then ordered French with his cavalry 
to make a dash for Bloemfontein. His 
instructions were carried out, the British 
cavalry after a sharp fight seizing posi- 
tions which command the city. At last 
accounts Roberts was hurrying re-en- 
forcements of cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry to French's aid. The actual entry 
of Lord Roberts into the Orange Free 
State capital seems likely to come today. 

The Boers retiring from the Orange 
river will find themselves between two 
British armies, and their guns are almost 
bound to fall into the hands of the Brit- 
ish, while the occupation of the capital 
of the Free State will strain the alliance 
of the two republics to the utmost. 

The government will not allow the 
Kruger-Steyn appeal to influence in any 
way their determination not to spare 
any effort to prosecute the war. There 
will be no diminution of measures calcu- 
lated to maintain the full efficiency of the 
field force, and whatever reinforcements 
were previously considered advisable 
will still be sent out. 

Lord Salisbury’s reply meets with 
unanimous approval among conserva- 
tives, and it is the universal opinion that 
the Boers, by their extravagant claims 
and canting tone, meant to influence for- 
eign powers, have again overreached 
themselves. as they did by the ulti- 
matum. 

The United States government has of- 
fered to mediate between Great Britain 
and the Boers, and the English govern- 
ment has felt compelled to decline the 
services. Lord Salisbury has further 
informed the presidents of the two re- 
publics that their request for peace with 
“incontestable independence” is flatly 
rejected, the British government holding 
them responsible for the precipitation 
of hostilities. In connection with the 
offer of the United States to mediate 
and Great Britain's refusal of the same, 
it is not impossible that England wel- 
comed the opportunity thus afforded her 
to tell the rest of the world to keep hands 
off. 

The Times, commenting editorlally this 
morning upon the reply of Lord Salis- 
bury to the message from the Boer pres- 
idents, says: “The government has 
given the only conceivable reply to the 
extraordinary Kruger-Steyn telegram, 
a reply which will be hailed with pro- 
found satisfaction throughout the em- 
pire. We are sincerely glad to see the 
attitude the United States has assumed 
in transmitting the proposals. Wash- 
ington’s services, of course, have been 
declined, but declined, we need havdly 
say, in the same cordial ard friendly 
spirit in which they were offered. The 
news that General French commands 
Bloemfontein is an instructive comment 
on the preposterous character of the 
Boer pretensions.” 

Swindled Many Banks. 

Philadelphia, March 14.—Edward E. 
Grinnell, formerly employed as a la- 
borer in the disbursing office of the med- 
ical department of the United States 
army at San Francisco, who was recently 
arrested here charged with the larceny 
of government checks, was yesterday 
held in $3500 bail for trial in San Fran- 
cisco. The defendant admitted swind- 
ling numerous banks by means of the 
checks, and it is believed that he real- 
ized about $10,000. 


Vermont Farmer Murdered. 
Burlington, Vt., March 14.—Aleck De- 
vine aged about 35, years, a farmer re- 
siding at Westford, was murdered Mon- 
day afternoon, and the murderer had not 
been apprehended. Death resulted from 
two shots, fired from a 32-calibre re- 
volver. The police believe that Curtis 
Pooier, who has been in this section of 
the state about a week, knows something 
about the crime, and they are actively 

engaged in trying to tocate hin.

IN A SEETHING CONDITION. 
Still Impos ib'e to Pred ct Result of Con- 
ference on Puerto Rican Matters. 

Washington, March 14.—A caucus of 
Republican senators was held yesterday 
afternoon to determine ona Puerto Rican 
bill upon which all may unite. Con- 
ferences between leading senators were 
held Monday and yesterday, and resulted 
fn the callforthecaucus. As one senator 
said: “Things are on a seething con- 
dition, and it is impossible to predict the 
outcome.” 

No vote was taken on any of the va- 
rious propositions laid before the caucus, 
but, as a result of the caucus talk, the im- 
pression prevailed that there was a great 
deal of opposition, which opposition, if 
not placated, might endanged its pas- 
sage. It was also apparent that a num- 
ber of other senators thought the legis- 
lation was ill advised, but while opposed 
to the bill would, nevertheless, vote for 
it as a party measure. 

Deep feeling was displayed over the 
question by a number of senators, and 
especially by those of the middle west, 
some of whom did not hesitate to affirm 
that any effort to place a tariff upon the 
exchange of buciness between the United 
States and Puerto Rico would have an 
injurious effect upon the Republican 
party in those states. There were some 
sharp passages at arms. 

It was generally agreed, however, that 
from a party standpoint almost any bill 
would be better than none, and this feel- 
ing gave the friends of the measure hope, 
despite the apparently unyielding atti- 
tude of the party factions. They are 
still holding to the bill as originally in- 
troduced and express the belief that it 
will form the basis of whatever settle- 
ment is agreed upon. This opinion is 
based upon what was said in a general 
way and not upon any poll of the cau- 
cus, for there was nothing approaching | 
a vote during the meeting.

Editors of the Daily Ledger:

deserves the 
encouragement of every person in the 
city in his endeavor to compel the 
street railway company to issue free 
transfers. A few days ago afriend, a 
Stranger in this city, took a car at 
the Episcopal church for a point near 
the High school building. He was 
mulcted in the sum of eight cents for 
this short trip. Later he had business 
in Weymouth Landing,a village several 
miles from City Square, and paid five 
eents. Since then he has been endeavor- 
ing to ascertain whether the railway 
officials devised this tariff by simple 


arithmetic, algebra, geometery, log- 
arithams or by the ‘‘rule of the 


thumb.” 

The street railway does not hesitate 
to come before our Council and ask 
for many favors in the shape of new 
locations, turnouts, ete., but when the 
citizens ask a fair price in exchange 
for these valuable franchises there is 
Strong repugnance upon the part of the 
officials in granting them, 

Free transfers within the city limits 
are but asmall return to ask of the 
railway for the rights which have been 
dealt out to it with a prodigal hand by 
our past city governments.

Extra papers were soon out on the 
streets and the night crowds of London 
were singing patriotic songs and engag- 
ing in demonstrations. 


It is not doubted that there may yet 
be heavy fighting, but the genius of Lord 
Roberts is looked to for victory over all 
difficulties. His grim reference to the 
“late” President Steyn is understood to 
show that there shall be noambiguity as 
to the position assumed toward the re- 
publics. The fact that Mr. Frazer, late 
chairman of the Free State raad, and 
leader of the opposition to Mr. Steyn, 
came with the deputation to surrender 
the keys, is regarded as extremely sig- 
nificant of considerable difference of 
opinion among the Free Staters regard- 
ing the war. It is said that President 
Kruger hates Mr. Fraser on account of 
his sympathy with the outlanders. The 
demonstration of the Bloemfontein in- 
habitants is also regarded as a good 
augury for the future of British su- 
premacy.

The $2,000,000 Puerto Rican Relief 
Proposition Will Be Passed at Onee, 


Committee to Compromise 
Differences on the Tariff. 


| Governmental Features of the Bill Considered 


From Various Standpoints. 


Washington, March 15.—After a cau- 
cus lasting from 2 o’clock until 5:30 Wed- 
nesday afternoon, the Republican sena- 
tors agreed that the house bill appro- 
priating $2,000,000 for the relief of Puerto 
Rico shall be taken up and passed im- 
mediately. The bil! for a civil govern- 
ment of the island Is to be taken up and 
disposed of as soon as possible, and the 
tariff bill is to be delayed for the pres- 
ent, while a committee of seven senators 
is to try to compromise differences on the 
revenue bill, and secure a measure which 
Republican senators generally can sup- 
port. 

The temper of the debate was much 
milder than that of Tuesday. As soon 
as it was generally understood that the 
tariff features of the legislation were to 
be postponed the discussion reverted 
to the governmental features of the bill, 
and upon this subject the time was 
mostly spent. Senator Foraker ex- 
plained many features of the bill, and 
was frequently interrogated, so that he 
was on his feet a great deal of the time. 
Hie was questioned by different senators, 
most of whom wanted to know the effect 
of different provisions of the bill. It was! 
intimated that the bill could be amended 
if necessary, and senators opposed toa! 
tariff on Puerto Rican products said that 
there would not be the least objection 
to passing the government bill. 

Senator Elkins favored leaving not 
only the question of revenues, but the 
government of the island, as well, to the 
president. He thought the island would 
be much better off under military rule 
for the next two years than under any 
government that could be devised by 
congress. He particularly counselled 
delay. ‘We will know a lot more about 
this whole question in a year or two 
years than we do now,” he said, ‘and the 
islands wili be as well taken care of dur- 
ing that time as they would be under any 
legislation we may pass.” 

Senator Elkins said that haste was not 
necessary, and earnestly supported the 
proposition to delay the tariff bill, and | 
said he thought the governmental bill 
might well be deayed too. } 

Senator Foraker said that the ques- | 
tion of dealing with the island was b2- 
fore congress, and he thought congress 
should act. The committee on Puerto 
Rico had given a great deal of time to! 
the subject, and felt sure the bill pre- 


pared would meet all emergencies. 
There was general unanimity as to the 
wisdom of providing for immediate ac- 
tion on the $2,000,000 relief proposition, 
the opinion of all the senators being that 
that measure should be passed for hu- 
mane reasons. There was some e‘fort 
to have the appropriation bill, the house 
tariff bill, and the senate bill considered 
at one time, but this was antagonized as 
likely to result in too great delay. 
Senator Piatt of Connecticut expressed 
himself as firmly convinced that the 
principle of a protective tariff in the 
interest of the industries of the United 
States should be sustained in whatever 
was done. He showeda leaning toward 
the house tariff bill, as did several other 
senators who spoke. Some of them ex- 
pressed the opinion that this measure 
would command the votes of two-thirds 
of the members of the caucus if tested. 
Members of the Puerto Rican com- 
mittee were not willing that the govern- 
mental features of the bill should be 
abandoned at this time. Senator For- 
aker expressed the opinion in this con- 
nection that the Puerto Ricans them- 
selves would not object to the tariff 
provided by the house bill, and said that 
some of the residents of the island have 
sven gone ao far as to say that they

A sad case of want was brought to 
light on Newcomb place this week by 
Agent Loring of the State Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children.

Mrs. Titus has received a large num- 
ber of letters from patriotic people all 
over the conntry expressing great in- 
terest in the work of restoration. It is 
planned to present the matter to the 
Governors of the various states and 
territories, who shall in turn present 
it to the several boards of education, 
and in that way a popular dime sub- 
scription will be started among the 
school children.

Gold Democrats of Indiana Cannot 
Support Bryan or MeKinley, 


Chicago Platform Assaults 
Individual Freedom. 


They Find Much to Fear From Continuance 
In Power of Republicans. 


Indlanapolis, March 15.—About 200 gold 
Democrats assembled here last night 
and talked over what was best for the 
party to do in the coming campaign. 
Chairman James L. Keach said it was 
the object to find out from the leading 
members of the party whether or not 
they would support Mr. Bryan as had 
been reported. The following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

We, Democrats of Indiana, who In 1896 
opposed the Chicago platform, hereby 
resolve: 

1. We affirm our continued belief in 
the principles of the platform adopted in 
1896 by the national Democratic party, 
and assert our sincere loyalty to the 
same, 

2. All that has been done and that is 
now being done by those who supported 
Bryan in 1896 points to the readoption of 
the Chicago platform and the renomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan. 

Being deeply impressed with the 
gravity of the situation we concelve it to 
be our solemn duty to oppose with all 
our strength the assaults made by the 
Chicago platform of 1896 on individual 
freedom, the right of private contract, 
the independence and integrity of the 
federn) judiciary, the authority of the 
president to enforce the laws and to de- 
nounce its advocacy of the radically 
wrong and fundamentally dangerous de- 
mand for the free, unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver and gold by 
the United States, at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
and its repudiation, at the instigation of 
Republican and Populist allies of the 
Democratic doctrine of tariff for revenue 
only.

Lima, O., March 15.—Magistrate Duf- 
field has discharged H. L. Michael, vice 
president of the American National 
bank, who was arraigned on a charge of 
robbing that institution of $18,000 which 
mysteriously disappeared. The detec- 
tive who made the affidavit was not 
present and the justice refused to con- 
tinue the case. 


Nashua Strike Continues. 

Nashua, March 15,—There is no change 
in the situation of the strike that bis 
been in progress during the past week by 
the employes of the Nashua Iron and 
Brass foundry. The company has i2 
non-union men at work in the shop, 
while there were formerly 60 men, with 
helpers.

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POOLER GIVES HIMSELF UP. 
Says He Thought His Life Was In Danger When 
He Shot Farmer Devine. 

Burlington, Vt., March 15.—The alleged 
murderer of Aleck Devine, Curtis Pooler, 
at Westford Monday afternoon, re- 
turned to Westford Wednesday and was 
shortly after placed under arrest. 

Pooler says he shot the farmer in 
self defense, but the officers are of the 
opinion that the circumstances do not 
bear out his claim. He disappeared 
shortly after the body of Devine was 
found in the barn, where both of the 
men had gone after the head of the 
family had partaken of supp2r in the 
house. 

Pooler made a statement, deciaring 
that the act was committed in seif de- 
fense, and that when he reached Col- 
chester and gave the matter careful 
thought he decided to return and give 
his side of the story. He says that after 
they went to the stable they had some 
words over family affairs, Devine ap- 
parently being jealous of him. Devine 
then went up stairs to feed his horres, 
and when he came down Devine re- 
marked that the matter might as well be 
gettied, at the same time reaching for 
his hip pocket, in which Pooler ciaims 
he believed Devine carried a revolver. 
Pooler then took his revolver from his 
pocket and fired a shot while Devine was 
facing him, as he feared that he was 
about to be shot himself. 

The wife of the murdered man stctes 
emphatically that her husband had no 
occasion to be jealous, as she did iot 
know Pooler, and that she does not be- 
lieve the story of the crime as old by 
him. She says her husband never car- 
ried a revolver. 

Savage Assault on Aged Woman. 

Granby, Conn., March 15.—Arthur 
Farrow, a deaf mute, aged 30, a farm 
hand employed by Wadsworth Humph- 
rey of North Granby, attempted a mur- 
@erous assault upon Mrs. Humphrey, 
aged 60, by stabbing her geveral times 
with a jackknife. Mrs. Humphrey man- 
aged to escape. Frank Judd succeeded 
in overpowering Farrow as he was en- 
tering the barn to hang himself. He 
had previously tried to end his life by 
slashing his throat with the knife. The 
wounds Mrs. Humphrey sustained are 
not of an alarming nature. 

Still in a Tangle. 

St. John’s, March 15.—The Bondite 
Party has decided to insist on an im- 
mediate appeal to the electorate after 
Passing the revenue bills as a condition 
of taking office. Mr, Bond conveyed 
this intimation to Governor McCallum, 
who absolutely refused the Bondite con- 
dition and declared that a spring elec- 
tion would be a calamity for the coun- 
try, because it would dislocate all the 
fishery preparations.

FINE DETECTIVE WORE 


Results In the Arrest of Francis 
Truth, a “Divine Healer.” 


Charged With Using Mails 
For Fraudulent Purposes. 


Liberal Advertising Had Brought Him an 
Enormous Amount of Business. 


Boston, March 16.—“Divine Healer” 
Francis Truth was lodged in Charles 
Street jail last night, a prisoner of the 
federal authorities, charged with fraudu- 
lent use of the mails by which, it is al- 
leged, he has enjoyed an income of about 
$30,000 a month recently, 

According to Mr. Truth’s own state- 
ments he has been following in the foot- 
Steps of the Saviour, and feels that he is 
possessed of some God-given power 
which enables him to heal the diseased 
and the maimed. He also says he is do- 
ing no more or no less than the Christian 
Scientists are. 

For some weeks he and his methods 
have been closely investigated by Chief 
Inspector Evans of the postoffice de- 
partment and Chief Inspector Watts of 
the police department. 

The arrest of Truth was made by a 
clever piece of detective work. Post- 
office Inspector Evans, in the guise ofa 
man on crutches, was assisted into the 
house by Deputy Waters, the latter ap- 
pearing to be the nephew of the former. 
They announced that the visit was to 
secure treatment for “Uncle 
(Evans), and Truth responded and ac- 
cepted a $2 fee, in return making numer- 
ous passes over “‘Uncle George's” sup- 
posed game leg. Then followed massage 
of the members and finally Truth told 
“Uncle George” to come again. Deputy 
Waters then offered to give treatment, 
to which offer Truth expressed indigna- 
tion, whereupon the deputy quickly 
put bracelets om Truth’s wrists and read 
the warrant, 

While this was going on 
George” had hustled to the door and ad- 
mitted the inspectors. Each officer took 
his stand in front of the door leading 
into the main hall to see that no one es- 
caped, and then the commotion began. 

In three rooms just across the hall 
there were 40 girls at work. In the first 
room, fitted with a long table divided 
into sections like the operating table in 
a telegraph office, sat 24 girls, all at work 
sorting the letters received and answer- 
ing and copying the name, address and 
Cisease of each writter upon a card 
which fitted into a cataloging drawer 
arranged alphabetically. There were 
hundreds of these letters upon the table. 
in the next room was a wrapping ma- 
chine. In the front room sat Mrs. 
Truth’s sister, opening letters and regis- 
tering the name of the sender with the

amount inclotétP-gjpon the cashbook,. 


Below her in the room were 16 girls. 

As soon as the girls recognized the 
police there was great excitement, hys- 
terical crying and not a few screeches, 
But all were quieted, and after their 
names had been taken they were per- 
mitted to depart. 

The inspectors stripped the three 
rooms where the girls were employed. 
Thousands of letters from patients were 
removed. They were written from little 
towns all over New England, in north- 
ern New York, and even as far west as 
Cleveland and Chicago. The greater 
part of them came from small places, 
The writers complained of nearly every 
known chronic disease. 

It is claimed by Chief Watts 
Truth's business has brought him in 
$30,000 a week recently. Truth has ad- 
vertised in about 30 papers in New Eng- 
land and the middle Atlantic states, 
using such mediums as had a home cir- 
culation. Then he has been circulating 
his monthly, full of common-place ad- 
vice with scriptural texts.

State Secretary Reitz’s refutation of 
Lord Salisbury’s argument in the reply 
to the Bloemfontein joint note was is- 


sued at Pretoria on Wednesday. Mr. 
Reitz says: 
“The British government, after the 


Bloemfontein conference, endeavored to 
enforce by threats certain changes in the 
internal government of the Transvaal 
republic, contrary to the London con- 
vention. They also imported troops 
in great numbers and broke off negotia- 
tions with a threat to take their own 
means to remove the grievances of their| 
subjects. 

“After waiting a fortnight, while an 
army corps was prepared and the re- 
serves were being called out by the Brit- 
ish, President Steyn asked the reason 
of these proceedings. Sir Alfred Milner 
refused to reply. 

“Meanwhile Mr. Chamberlain, in his 
speeches, showed the world that England 
had decided on war. Accordingly, the 
Transvaal government addressed to the 
British gévernment a demand for the 
withdrawal of their troops, as otherwise; 
it would accept the presence of the 
troops as a declaration of war. This 
was not necessarily intended as a mes- 
sage of war.” 

Concerning the armaments, Mr. Reitz 
says: ‘These were bought openly in 
England and in Europe, and the high 
commissioner boasted full knowledge of 
them at tha Bloemfontein conference, 
and also full descriptions of these arma-| 
ments were fornd among the officers’ 
papers at Dundee. 

“Both the armament and the ulti- 
matum were protective measures, sub- 
sequent to the raid and to the discovery, 
through concealed cables, that British 
cabinet ministers were implicated in the 
attempt to filch away the Independence 
of the republics. Now all doubt is re- 
moved by Lord Salisbury’s telegram. 
The burghers must fight_for their na- 
tional existence, trusting that God wil! 
defend the right.”

Washington, March 16.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg has received a report from 
Major B. D. Taylor, surgeon in charge of 
the military hospital at Honolulu, under 
date of March 1, showing that since his 
last report of Feb. 24 there have been two 
new cases of plague, both of which re- 
sulted fatally, making in all 64 cases, 
with 55 deaths, a percentage of mortality 
of 85.93.

A NEW WRINKLE 
IN WARFARE. 


With Bullet Proof Shields 
For Sharpshooters,

The British war office is to make a 
novel experiment. Part of the army in 
South Africa is to be equipped with 
bullet proof shields. It is expected that 
With this protection a successful fron- 
tal attack can be made on intrenched 
infantry. 

The idea is not a new one, but it has 
never been tried in modern battles. 
The warriors of old, you know, carried 
shields, but those old heroes were not 
called upon to face bullets. They en- 
countered nothing worse than showers 
of arrows, and it was chiefly in hand 
to hand encounters with sword armed 
enemies that the shields were useful. 

The idea of a bullet proof shield is 
originally an American one. An Amer- 
ican priest named Zeigler was the first 
to devise such an instrument. He in- 
vented a shield guaranteed to resist 
the fire ie any modern rifle. He pre- 
sented his invention to the United 
States government and it satisfactorily 
met and passed all the tests. It was 
regarded as Unpractical, however, be- 
cause of its immense weight. It was 
said that rapid movements in the field 
were impossible to weighed 
down by the shields, 

The material used in their manufac- 
ture was a composition, the formula 
for which was, of course, a secret. It 
was believed, however, that marble 
dust entered very largely into its man- 
ufacture. 

The new English shield is said to be 
similarly constructed except that it has 
solved the problem of weight. In aim- 
ing at lightness, impenetrability was 
sacrificed at first, but gradually the 
two requisites were secured to the 
greatest advantage. 

The penetrative power of a modern 
bullet was illustrated at some experi- 
ments earrie¢d out at Edinburgh not 
On that occasion a plate of 


soldiers 


long ago. 


TWO WAYS OF USING THE BULLET SHIELD, 


metal, such as was used in the con 
struction of Sir Thomas Lipton’s yacht, 
the Shamrock, was cleanly pierced by 
a Lee-Metford bullet at a range of 100 
yards. The metal was three-sixteenths 
of an inch thick, a foot square and 
four and a half pounds in weight. 

These facts will help to an apprecia- 
tion of the difficulty that inventors 
have had to contend with—to discover 
a metal at once light, but impervious 
at, say, 300 or 400 yards. 

The new mantlet for the protection 
of soldiers in the field is called the 
“sharpshooter.” The “sharpshooter” 
is said to be impervious to Mauser or 
Lee-Metford bullets at 400 yards and 
to light machine gun fire at 700 yards 

It weighs 13 pounds and cannot be 
overturued by the impact of any num- 
ber of bullets. It is divided into two 
parts, hinged together, each weighing 
six and a half pounds, which can be 
made interchangeable. It is intended 
for the use of marksmen only, not 
more than from 5 to 10 per cent of the 
infantry. 

If the shield proves practical, another 
theory of modern warfare must be re 
vised. It has been considered proper 
tactics to withhold frontal attacks on 
intrenched troops until the enemy's 
batteries had been silenced and his 
strength shaken by artillery fire. This 
made the prelude to every properly 
conducted assault a fierce artillery 
duel. 

These tactics the British Ignored iu 
their earlier attacks on the Boer posi- 
tions. They paid a terrible price for 
their experience as a result. All they 
learned, too, was that the principle 
laid down by the tacticians was true. 

In the later battles, which have re- 
sulted in British successes, frontal at- 
tacks have not been made until the 
enemy has been routed by heavy artil- 
lery fire or they have been abandoned 
entirely in favor of flanking move- 
ments. 


THEY LIKE THE COLD. 


Anicrals That Hail Snowy Winter 
Time With Great Joy, 

When the grip of frost tightens on 
the land and turns the soppy garden 
beds and clayey plow lands to iron, 
tender hearts are sorry for the song 
birds whose delicate beaks ¢annot 
pierce the frozen soil. And many 
imagine that all wild creatures feel 
the bitter cold and suffer alike, 

But this is a mistake. For many of 
the furred, and some even of the feath- 
ered, tribes the frost and snow have no 
terrors. The hawks grow fat in snow 
time. ~The kestral finds the snow a! 
capital background against which to 
view the small gry he feeds on, while 
the sparrow hawk soars over the 
clumps of underbrush, watching for 
the sparrows as they slip in and out of 
shelter. All the weasel tribe rejoice. 

To none more than to the domestic 
pussy does the cold bring joy. It is her 
game season. Wild birds of many 
sorts, ff the summer shy inhabitants 
of the woodlands, swarm into subur- 
ban gardens and prove easier prey 
than the sparrow. 

Dogs revel in the clear, bright days 
of frost. Even short coated fox ter- 
riers never seem to feel the cold, but 
scamper madly over the stiff grass, 
and St. Bernards lose their summer 
sleepiness and roll delightedly in the 
powdery snow. 

The short, dark winter days of Can- 
ada’s great northwest hold no terrors 
for at least one creature. This is the 
wolverene, an ugly, bearlike beast, hat- 
ed and feared by all the trappers. Un- 
seen himself, he follows the hunters 
and watches them as they set their 
traps, which they do in a long line ex- 
tending sometimes as much as 30 miles 
through the dense evergreen forest. 
These he visits before the gray winter 
dawn has broken and takes away the 
bait, himself far too cunning to risk 
capture. Or, if the trap already holds a 
captive mink or ermine, this, too, he 
tears away and devours at a safe dis- 
tance. Many are the stories told of 
this, the greediest, most powerful and 
suspicious creature of its size known. 

In the far north of the same vast 
solitudes the musk ox lives and flour- 
ishes all the year around. Fifty below 
zero does not matter to this quaint ani- 
mal with his immensely thick, furry 
coat. Ilis sharp hoofs are suited to 
perfection for scraping away the déep 
snow and laying bare the thick lichen 
and below It. Nothing but 
warmth the litthe musk ox. 
Mere freezing point is to him a Turkish 
bath. 

Another victim to warmth is the 
Hama, yet it lives in latitudes which 
maps mark as tropical. It seeks a nice, 
cold place high on the windy table 
lands of the Andes, and there proves 
itself of great value to the natives. 
Water and food do not seem to worry 
the Nama, which carries its burden 
easily where even mules pant with dis- 
tress ,ar-the Tim atinesp ape vf the 
Ziant mountains. The cam®! of the 
mountains, as the Hama is called, small 
as he is, will carry a load >o£.1| 
pounds. » 

Dozens of different creatures happily 
doze the winter away—bats and bears, 
dormice and many others. One of the 
least known, and yet most interesting 
of these, is the hamster. This little 
brute is the most savage and unsocl- 
able creature known. Each in a sepa- 
rate hole far underground, the hamster 
alternately sleeps on a couch of dry 
grass or wakes to stuff himself almost 
to bursting with the great store of corn 
and beans he has laid up in his winter 
larder. Winter is for him the season 
to rest and grow fat.—Philadelphia In- 
quirer,

WOOD PANELING. 


its Beauties and Benefits — Pine 
Stained Green, Oak, Etc. 

Paneling, whether it be of wood, 
plaster, stone or marble, is a handsome 
and sensible form of wall decoration 
which is growing in popular favor. The 
term pauelizg, however, is almost sy- 
nonymous witlk wood paneling, owing 
probably to the fact that it ie the most 
generally used, the other materials be- 
ing costly and not so suitable for ordl- 
nary rooms, 

Paneling with wood ean be adapted 
with perfect success to the walls of 
tmall modern rooms, and the outlay 
heed not be very much larger than that 
required for the purchase of the best 
wall paper, while the advantages are 
many. 

Wood, in the first place, has the mer- 
{t of keeping out the cold, and, from 
the decorative point of view, it has (if 
real, such as mahogany, walnut or oak) 
beauty of color and veining, coupled 
with a lasting effect. 

The very simplest paneling is of 
pine, primed for painting or staining, 
and with this very good results may 
be obtained. For dining room walls, 
for instance, if stained green and pol- 
ished, or stained oak and left unpol- 
ished, it is a sensible and becoming 
background. 

This, again, looks equally well paint- 
ed, especially white, and can be used 
in drawing room or hall, while a very 
effective way, at a still less cost, is to 
fix moldings upon the plaster above the 
skirting and treat both as wood. 

The appearance is every bit as good 
if the work is skillfully done. 

There are also veneers of real wood 
which may be used for the purpose, 
and these are made so thin as to allow 
of their being hung almost as readily 
as wall paper. 

The solid wood paneling is, however, 
much more important in effect and is 
not so extravagant in price as is gen- 
erally imagined. Oak fumigated and 
polished is, of course, costly, but one 
has the alternative of pine, which can 
be primed and stained. 

As a setting for handsome curtains, 
portieres and wall draperies nothing 
ean surpass the soft, rich tones of 
wood, and walls treated after this 
fashion become a lasting joy.

DIVISION OF OPINION. 


Possible Necessity of Separation on 
Bills Relating to Puerto Rico, | 


Penrose Makes an Attempt 


to Push the Quay Case. 


A Remask Directed at Gallinger Brings Forth 
a Sensational Declaration. 


Washington, March 16.—When the sen- 
ate adjourned yesterday Senator Alli- 
son, chairman of the Republican cau- 
cus, had not exercised the authority 
given him to appoint a special caucus 
committee in connection with the pro- 
posed tarif€ legislation 
to Puerto Mico. 

When appointed, the committee will in- 
clude representatives of the various 
shades of opinion on the question arising 
out of the Puerto Rican legislation, and 
its work will be devoted to the attempt 
to harmonize the various opinions. In 
taking up the appropriation bill yester- 
day, the Republican senators began the 
first proceeding on their program. They 
will next address themselves to the ques- 
tion of securing a form of government 
for the island and to the consideration 
of the tariff problem. They still look 
upon the latter question as the most 
complicated and difficult one for their 
disposal, and the proposed committee 
will be expected to devote itself to it with 
special assiduity. 

The committee will probably give its 
first attention to the house bill, which 
deals entirely with the question of tariff. 
Whether this bill is to be separated 
from the senate bill, which includes gov- 
ernmental features as well as tariff pro- 
visions, :emains to be determined. Some 
Republican senators express the opinion 
that the house bill will catch some out- 
side votes, such for instance as those 
of Senator Teller and Senator McEnery, 
which might not be cast for a bill which 
carried the machinery of administration 
with it. On the other hand the@e are 
some Republican senators who have so 
far manifested a disposition to oppose 
to the end any proposition for a duty on 
the commerce between the two countries. 

The present disposition seems to be 
to discuss and act upon the two measures 
conjointiy, but there has been more or 
less discussion of the possible necessity 
of separation. If this should become 
necessary the tariff feature of the bill 
would be eliminated. 

Senator Foraker, who will be chairman 
of what may be called the Puerto Rican 
steering committee, says there is no pur- 
pose to abate the pressure for considera- 
tion of the governmental bill, and that 
he will keep it to the front while the 
special committee is at work. 

“T assert most emphatically that when 
the senator says I told him I should not 
speak on this subject he does not state 
the truth.” ‘This was the sensational 
retort made in the senate yesterday by 
Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. H.) to a state- 
ment just made by Mr. Penrose (Rep., 
Pa.). 

Senators were astounded and the audi- 
tors in the galleries quivered with ex- 
citement.

Rico. Mr. Fairbanks (Ind.) had just 
concluded some remarks on the measure 
and suggested that the senate proceed 
to the consideration of executive busi- 
ness. 

Pending a motion to that effect, Mr. 
Penrose, who has charge of the case of 
Former Senator Quay, suggested thata 
time be fixed for a vote on the case. In 
the courrse of his remarks he intimated 
that certain senators were throwing 
obstacles in the way of a vote and indi- 
cated that Mr. Gallinger was one of those 
senators. 

Mr. Gallinger quietly replied that he 
desired to be heard on the question, but 
had not had an opportunity to speak. 
Mr. Penrose retorted that the New 
Hampshire senator had assured him 
that he did not expect to speak on the 
Quay case. 

Instantly Mr. Gallinger was on his 
feet and, with evident feeling and with 
great vehemence, replied as above 
quoted. 

“I don’t know whether I do not speak 
the truth,” hotly replied Mr. Penrose, 
“or whether the senator from New 
Hampshire failed to tell me the truth,” 

Mr. Gallinger retorted that the whole 
proceeding of Mr. Penrose was unmanly 
and beneath his notice. 

The proposition to fix a time for a vote 
was postponed, but it was some time be- 
fore the excitement subsided. 

The debate on the appropriation bil! 
developed a decided difference of opin- 
jon, we Mr. Jones (Ark.) offered a senate 
substitute for the measure, a bill to re- 
turn the duties to those who had paid 
them and providing for absolute free 
trade between the United States and 
Puerto Rico. The bill had not been dis- 
posed of when the Quay case was called 


with reference 


up. 

Mr. Wellington (Rep., Md.) presented 
an elaborate argument against the seat- 
ing of Mr. Quay, and the remainder of 
the session was consumed in a running 
discussion of the constitutional ques- 
tions Involved.

Boston, March 16.—Thomas Finneran, 
17 years old, who entered a South End 
bake shop in broad daylight and com- 
manded the waitress to give up the con- 
tents of the till at the point of a revolver, 
was yesterday sentenced to from five to 
eight years in prison. 


REBELLION AND ANARCHY EXPECTED. 


Relentiess Hatred of Empress Dowager May 
Upset ‘Open Door’’ Policy in China. 

Washington, March’ 16.—A cablegram 
from the American association at 
Shanghai has been received at the state 
department. It has not been acted upon, 
but is under serious consideration. The 
cablegram says that the attitude of the 
empress dowager toward the reformers 
will upset the “open door" policy. They 
also said rebellion and anarchy are ex- 
Pected, to the detriment of foreign in- 
terests, and advocate prompt concerted 
action on the part of the powers. 

At first reading it is not clear just what 
connection exists between the attitude 
of the Chinese empress dowager toward 
the reform element in China and the 
“open door” policy in which the United 
States, with the remainder of the civil- 
ized world, is interested. It is recalled, 
however, that the empress dowager is 
persecuting with relentless hatred the 
reform party, going so far as to resort to 
the barbarous practice of offering a 
large sum of money for the assassination 
of leading reformers. 

This reform element in China is be- 
lieved to include nearly all! of the Chinese 
who are disposed to elevate China into 
a civilized nation, following in the foot- 
steps of Japan. They realize that this 
tan only be done with the help of foreign- 
ers, and are therefore disposed to ele- 
vate China through the introduction of 
foreign capital and foreign methods. 

It is assumed that the basis of this 
representation from the American as- 
sociation is an apprehension that the 
conservative party surrounding the 
empress dowager, in satisfying their 
animosity against the reformers, will 
excite the dormant anti-foreign feeling 
among the masses of Chinese to a degree 
that will make the “open door” impos- 
sible of attainment. 

It is a curious fact that our minister 
to China, Mr. Conger, has so far made no 
representations to the state department 
touching this success. He has reported 
that serious attacks have been made 
upon the American mission in Sgantung 
by the “Boxers,”’ a powerful and numer- 
ous anti-foreign league of Chinese. 

Upon the minister's representations, 
the state department has decided that 
an American warship shall be dis- 
Patched from the fleet at Manila to the 
nearest convenient port to the seat of 
discord. It is distinctly understood that 
this little naval demonstration will have 
no connection with the struggle now 
going on between the empress dowager's 
party and the reformers, for this may be 
regarded as a matter of purely internal 
politics. It is probable, therefore, that 
this decision on our part indicates the 
character of the response that will be 
made by the department of state to the 
cablegram from the American associa- 
tion.

WAS CONDITIONAL. 


Commissioner Knowlton May 
Not Resign This Year. 


There seems to have been some mis- 
understanding in regard to the offer 
received by Commissioner Knowlton 
relative to a government position at 
Porto Rico. The impression has been 
that Mr. Knowlton has accepted the 
position and had resigned his office in 
Quincy. The fact is that Mr. Knowl- 
ton’s acceptance was conditional and 
he has not resigned his office as Com- 
missioner of Public Works and it is 
extremely doubtful if he does. 

The facts of the matter are these: 
Wednesday evening Mr. Knowlton re- 
ceived a cable tendering him the 
position at a certain salary, his answer 
to be cabled before noon the next day, 
Commissioner Knowlton had been to 
Porto Rico and looked over the ground 
and was fully aware of the responsi- 
bilities of the position and his reply to 
the government’s proposition while in 
the nature of an acceptance was a 
conditional one. The condition ysked 
by Mr. Knowlton were of such a ature 
that it is. extremely doubtful if the 
government accepts them. If the 
government does not accept the condi- 
tions Mr. Knowlton will remain in 
Quincy and a strong pressure is being 
brought to bear upon him to de so, 

Mr. Knowlton has been a resident of 
Quincy for nearly five years, four cf 
which be has held the office of Com- 
missioner of Public Works and as such 
has proved himself an exceptionally ex- 
perienced official, one who the city can 
ill arford to lose as there are several 
important improvements under way of 
which he is fully cognizant.

The Manufacturers and Catters’ con- 

ference committees held another con- 
ference last evening atthe rooms of 
Granite Manufacturers Association 
in Durgin & Merril! block. It was the 
hope of the general public that this 
meeting would result ina settlement 
of the present labor trouble in Quincy, 
and that ina few days we would sec 
the men returning to work, and busi- 
ness once more resumed.

Topic For Week Beginning March 
is—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Ye must be born again.—John iii, 1-15. 

(Meeting led by the pastor.) 

The topical reference includes the 
conversation between Christ and Nico- 
demus, a ruler of the Jews, at the time 
of the first Passover in Christ’s public 
ministry. Nicodemus comes to Jesus 


by night to inquire the way of life. | 


Christ’s reply must have been a sur- 
prise to him. It was that life within 
must be changed. “Ye must be born 
again.” Nicodemus probably had the 
idea that religion consisted largely in 
reformation and was not unnaturally 
taken aback and confused when Jesus 
told him that it consisted in regenera- 
tion. 

1. The necessity of the new birth. 
Christ taught Nicodemus that the spir- 
it may be born again and, further, 
must be if we are to be saved. The 
necessity of the new birth is clearly 
evident. Man in his natural, unregen- 
erate state is an alien from God. He 
is not subject to the laws of God, nei- 
ther indeed can be. Therefore it neces- 
sarily follows that if he is brought into 
the proper relation with God he must 
be changed—not without, but within. 
His heart must be changed. His dis- 
position toward God must be changed. 
A new principle of living must be 
placed within him. This change Christ 
calls the new birth. “Ye must be born 
again.” 

2. The agent of the new birth. He 
is the Holy Ghost. The change is so 
adical that no power of man can ef- 
fect it. Man may reform to some ex- 
tent his outward life, but he cannot 
change his own heart. This God only 
can do, and He does it through His 
Holy Spirit. “Except a man be born 
of water and of the spirit he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God.” 

3. The mystery of the new birth. 
Nicodemus could not understand how 
a man could be bern again. The idea 
that the spirit could be born again was 
new to him, and he could not grasp it. 
And, although this idea of the new 
birth is so familiar to us, yet we can- 
not solve the problem of the new birth. 
It is still a profound mystery. That 
the Holy Ghost does change the hearts 
of men we do know, but how we do not 
know. By results only can the fact be 
known. 

4. The proof of the new birth is a 
new life. When born again, old things 
pass away and all things become new. 
A new heart means a new life. The 
outward life is but a reflection of the 
inward principle of life. Change the 
principle, therefore, and the reflection 
must change. It just as necessarily 
follows that an unchanged reflection is 
positive proof that there has been no 
new birth. 

Endeayorers, what do your lives 
show as to the new birth? Do you pro- 
fess to have been born again? If so, 
do your lives prove it? Are they dif- 
ferent from the lives of the unregen- 
erate? Do you think that others would 
have any doubt from your lives as to 
whether you are born again? These 
are questions worth considering. 3e- 
fore we can be saved we must be born 
again, and we ought not to be satisfied 
unless we have positive proof that we 
have been born again.

Died on the Cape. 

Word was received this morning of 
the death at Barnstable of Nathanie! 
Nightingale. Most everybody in Quin- 
cy proper knew ‘Uncle Nat,’ as he 
was called, who, for forty years, kept 
the little cobbling shop on Granite 
street, and did their footwear mending. 
To older residents the mention of bis 
name will recall faint recollections of 
the good old times they had at dances 
long ago, when ‘‘Uncle Nat’ played 
the big fiddle. In those times no 
dance was a success unless ‘Uncle 
Nat”? and his big fiddle were there. 
The writer remembers him well, and 
can almost seem to see him now, as he 
stood upon the platform and played for 
the quadrille, Virginia reel, nine-pins 
and Portland Fancy, for these were 
the popular dances in those days. 

Mr. Nightingale was probably the 
oldest shoemaker in the State. He 
was born in Quincy, March 22, 1809. 
His father was Joseph Nightingale, 


who lived at one time on Granite street | 


and the old homestead was for years a 
conspicuous landmark. He went to 
school in what is now the Y. M. C. A. 
building, and Master Seaver was 
school-master. At the age of 13 years 
he went to work as helper at Eben 
Lewis, and Moses _ Nightingale’s 
slaughter house, and was afterwards 
employed in several butcher 
about town. 

At18 Mr. Nightingale learned the 
shoemaking trade, his first regular em- 
ployment in this line being with 
Morton Nash at Quincy Neck. He 
was married to Miss Caroline Cleverly, 
daughter of Lewis and Hannah Clever- 
ley, in September, 1832, and they took 
up their residence in the old Newcomb 
house on Winter Hill, He worked 
for Mr. Nash for four years, and for 
his sou for 14 years.

‘William A MeCabe Writes of 
Soldier Life There. 


Mrs. McCabe has received the fol- 
lowing letter from her son, under date 
of Santa Mesa, P. I., January 19, 1900: 


I suppose you wonder at receiving so 


many letters from me, but it gives me| 


great pleasure to write to you, as it 
may be a long time before I see you 
again. 1 am feeling pretty tired, at the 
present writing, as I have just come 
off guard. Our company is divided 
into platoons, 50 men in each, so that 
we have to go on guard every other 


Sunday (January 14), a distance of 
eighteen miles, in. five hours and a 
half. Last Monday night, while I was 
on guard, a squad of Filipinos seized 
one of our bu!l-carts, which we use for 
drawing our food. I called out the 
guard, and we followed them and 
caught them about a mile and a half 
from camp, and, after a short battle, 
we captured 3, wounded 1 and killed 1. 
Two of our fellows were wounded, and 
I think one will die. I came near be- 
ing cut myself with one of those dread- 
ed bolo-knives, but my football prac- 
tice came in handy, and I grabbed him 
by the legs, threw him, jumped on him 
and strangled him until he gave up. 

We are right near the Pasig river, 
and we are eaten alive, almost, by 
mosquitoes at night. A few days ago 
we run short of rations, and we made 
up a foraging party, and I brought 
down a pig and a couple of chickens. 
I tell you, we had a feed, the best since 
I have been here. 

Since we came to Manila we have 
lost 18 men out of the regiment, 11 
died and 7 were captured; none out of 
my company as yet. 

We have a narrow guage railroad 
about 100 miles Jong, and we ride up 
and down to our barracks every day. 
I am well pleased with my present 
quarters if we can only stay here for 
any length of time. Our bunks are 
made of bamboo, and we get pretty 
fair ‘‘grub,”? considering all things. 

I have received five letters from 
home so far, but no papers have reach- 
ed here yet. When the winter breaks 
up in the United States our wet season 
here soon begins. I am in first rate 
health at the present writing, although

Philadelphia, March 19.—The an- 
nouncement in The Herald that Julia 
Arthur is to leave the stage, fora time 
at least, perhaps permanently, is af- 
firmed by her husband, B. P. Cheney of 
Boston. For a long time Mr. Cheney 
said he has felt that Miss Arthur should 
retire, and now, in consideration of her 
illness and the nervous strain of the pres- 
ent season, she has come to the con- 

clusion that it is best to do so. 


Three Women Die From Buins. 

New York, March 19.—Fire claimed 
three women for its victims yesterday. 
One, Mrs. Bergman, who was badly 
burned in a fire on March 16, died in 
a hospital. Another, a woman of 50, 
was burned to death in a Monroe street 
tenement. The third, a servant in a 
cafe, died in a hospital from burns re- 
ceived in a fire Saturday.

A MODEL FOR DEMOCRATS. 


Bryan W Il Super s2 the W tig of Platform 
For His Party In Nebraska. 

Lincoin, Neb., March 19.—While there 
may be a few family fights in the Demo- 
cratic and Populist conventions, called 
for tonight to elect delegates to the 
Democratic national convention and the 
Populist convention, they are not ex- 
pected to have any influence upon the 
final action of both gatherings, which 
will be to select Bryan delegates and in- 
struct them to vote for him first, last and 
all the time, 

Much interest is manifested regarding 
the platform to be adopted by the Dem- 
ocratic convention. It will be drawn up 
under the supervision of Mr. Bryan, and 
is understood to be his declaration of 
the platform which, in his opinion, the 
national convention at Kansas City 
should place beneath the feet of its pres- 
idential nominee. The platform will be 
an ailirmation of the Chicago platform, 
will contain planks antagonistic to the 
trusts, declaring against the formation 
of a large standing army, and against 
the foreign policy of the present adminis- 
tration. 

After the adjournment of the conven- 
tion, Mr. Bryan will deliver an address 
intheauditorium. Preparations are be- 
ing made to render it a notable event, in 
view of the 40th anniversary of Mr. 
Bryan's birth. 


Viewed With Suspicion. 
Haverhill, Mass., March 19,—At a mass 
meeting of Irish-Americans here the 
proposed visit of the queen to Ireland 
and the show of friendliness by the Eng- 
lish royalty to the Irish people was the 
subject of discussion. Resolutions were 
Passed declaring that the Irish-Ameri- 
can Citizens of Haverhill “look with sus- 
picion upon the change of front which 
the policy of the nation whose creed end 
rapacity has made it the object of foreign 
hostility.and hatred, as a result of which 

complications are inevitable.” 


Russia Inclined to **Crowd’’ Turkey. 

Constantinople, March 19.—After pro- 
longed deliberation upon the Russian de- 
mands for exclusive railway rights in 
Asia Minor, the sublime porte has pro- 
posed a coinpromise, whereby the rail- 
Ways would be constructed by Turkey 
and Russia in partnership. The Rus- 
sian embassy insists upon the original 
demands, which the Turkish military 
commission strenuously opposes

Washington, March 19.—A report from 
Manila indicates that the cruiser New 
Orleans must undergo extensive repairs 
in order to continue In active service.

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C. A. FOSTER DEAD. 


Has Had an Eventfnl Life— 
Prominent K. of H. Man. 


Mr. Charles Amos Foster of Quincy, 
died this morning at 8 o'clock at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. George 
Lewis at East Walpole. For several 
weeks his condition has been critical. 

Mr. Foster was born in South Boston, 
Aug. 25, 1827. Here he received his 
early education and passed his boyhood 
days: At the age of ten years he began 
to shift for himself, and three years 
later he enlisted as an apprentice in 
the United States navy, receiving an 
honorable discharge at the expiration 
of his four years service. He later 
entered the mercantile Marine service, 
where he remained until 1847. 


During the next four years he 
followed various occupations among 


them, having charge of the mailing and 
distribution department of the Carpet 


Bag, of which Mrs. Partington, Miles 
O’Reilley and Paul Creighton were 
constant contributors and Artemus 
Ward was learning his trade in the 
office, 

In 1851 he entered the Dane Law 
school, Harvard University, graduating 
in 1853 with the degree of L. L. B. 
He continued his studies for two years 


more, and was admitted to the bar 
March, 1855. 

He married in April of that year and 
removed to Osawatomie, Kansas, 
where he remained until 1860, when 
he returned to Boston. 

While in Kansas he took an active 
part in orgapizing the Free State party, 
and was an energetic participant in all 
movements to create a state, free from 


in 


slavery. He was assistant secretary of 
the famous Topeka Constitutional con- 
vention, and a member of the Topeka 
legislature at the time its meeting was 
dispersed by the United States 
Dragoons under command of Col. E. 
V. Sumner, July, 4 1856. 

He was elected Attorney General 
under the constitution formed at 


Leavenworth in 1857, and was a mem- 
ber of the Constitutional convention, 
but as the territory was admitted to the 
Union under the Wyandoth constitu- 
tion, he never served in office. 

Early in 1856 he was indicted by the 
so-called Kansas Border Ruffians Grand 
Jury, for conspiring against the peace 
and dignity of Kansas, 
defendants John Brown, and several 
Brown's sons and neighbors. As 
constituents of that Grand jury were 
for the most part residents of the 
neighboring state of Missouri, they 
were always able to successfully evade, 
or resist arrest. 

He was at Tangier in 
when that city was 
destroyed by the French 
command of the Prince de Joirsville, 
and during the war with Mexico he 
was present at the seige and capture of 
Vera Cruz by the American forces. 

He came to Quincy in 1866 and since 
1871 has been employed in the Boston 
Custon House. He was made a Mason 
in St. John’s lodge, Boston, in Decem- 
ber, 1856. He was a charter member 
and first dictator of Merrymount lodge, 
K. of H., of Quincy, instituted May 8, 
18i7; a charter member and first pro-

was also Past Grand Dictator of the 
Massachusetts Grand lodge, K. of H.

He has been chairman of the committee 
on Jaws of the Grand lodge, K. of H., 
for several years, and was a repre- 
sentative to the Supreme lodge, K. of 
H., and had served on its committees. 
He was twice married and leaves a 
son and daughter by his first wife. The 
funeral will take place in Quincy on 
Wednesday from the First church. 


Pastor Resigns. 

Rey. A. A. Ellsworth occupied his 
pulpit in the First Congregational 
church of Braintree Sunday morning, 
and at the close of his sermon an- 
nounced to his people that he wished 
to read to them a letter. The contents 
contained his resignation as their pas- 
tor, to take effect in six months. 
Rumors were about Braintree for a 
week or more that Mr. Ellsworth’s 


was a surprise to the congregation, ex- 
cepting to the few who knew. It wi!l 
be a difficult task to find a successor of 
Mr. Ellsworth, and his resignation was 
listened to with regret. 

Mr. Ellsworth settled in Braintree in 
1885, serving almost fifteen years of 
faithful work. He came from Gales- 
burg, Ill., where he was ministering 
for eleven years. Previous to that en- 
gagement he preached for several 
years in Weymouth.

PAPER ON LIBERTY, 


A Thoughtful Essay by Mr. 
Wm. Dickie. 


An extended abstract of the essay 
on ‘‘Liberty,’’ delivered by William 
Dickie on Mar. 15, before the City 
Band society follows, baving been 
crowded out of the issue of Saturday: 

He traced from the earliest times 
which history gives record, the rise and 
progress of liberty, as expressed in the 


concessions of increased comforts and 
privileges to the masses. 

In early times authority and 
privilege rested entirely with the few, 


especially with the chief and priest; 
their prerogatives extended to the 
right of absolute ruler, judge and ex- 
ecutioner. The people were slaves or 
serfs attached to the soil and trans- 
ferred with it, and liable to feudal ser- 
vices of the lowest kind. This condi- 
tion existed more or less among al] 
peoples. Nations by conquest “con- 
quered and subdued other nations and 
laid them in bondage. Political rights 
to the masses were ignored 

These conditions in 
lasted through many 
though entreaty and 
often resorted to in 
relief. 

Judaism and Buddhism had much 
do with the introducing of those 
principles of *‘common rights,’’ which 
to a great extent freed and emancipated 
the long suffering masses. 

The Buddistie teaching 
charity and human equality, 


varying jain 
centaries, al- 
rebellion were

wonderful influence over eastern Asia. 
Greece, too, was producing men, who 


by speech and writings were 
open the grand scheme of liberty as the 
ground work of love and progress. 

But the law of ‘‘veto and appeal’? by 
the Romans, was the first real and last- 
ing ordinance through which the 
people obtained to that measure of right 
and liberty, as expressed in our modern 
civilization. 

The ethics of liberty treated 
relative to man’s moral duty, not 
merely to those individuals with whom 
he may be brought in contact, but 
to the body politie, of which he con- 
stitutes a part. Madame Roland, who 
was closely identified with the 
Girondest party in France, during the 
revolution, as her last words before 
guillotined, exclaimed ‘*O 
Liberty, what crimes are committed 
thy name.*’’ Liberty in France at that 
time was _ glorified the God of 
murder and butchery. 

There is, however; a legitimate and 
more comprehensive interpretation of 
liberty, which when rightfully exercised

becomes the bases and surety of order 
and progress. Indeed no social order 


or political progress can exist without 
it: liberty of the the individual cir- 
cumscribed by the rights and liberties 
of others. 


The liberty that extends beyond the 
bounds of right and propriety is the 
antithesis of that freedom which 


creates and preserves right and order. 

The liberty of the press, religion 
etc., were treated as relative terms, 
implying the necessity of limitations. 
Io fact there can be no absolute liberty 
to the individual in organized 
society. 

For liberty, men will brave anything, 
and when liberty and righeousness 
are assailed, death is honorable rather 
than submission, Let however; 
consider well all the facts and issues of 
the case before laying down our life for 
the empty sound of liberty. 

The paper was very favorably received 
by the large attendance of members, 
who discussed the subject very thor- 
oughly. On closing the subject Mr. 
Dickie was accorded a very hearty vote

The military authori- 
ties have been forced to put a stop to 
Mabini'’s intercourse with the publiec 
The local and foreign press considers his 
recent utteran calculated to incite 
the Filipinos to a continued revolt, and 
prejudicial to American control. 

Flores, who has just arrived here, says 
he comes trusting to American leniency, 
and that he would not have dared come 
to Manila if Spain w yet in control. 
He cherishes the hopes and aspirations 
which actuated him when in the field, 
and desires to watch congressional! ac- 
tion upon the question of the Philip- 
pines. The insurgents, he says, do not 
expect to vanquish the Americans, but 
are maintaining a resistance with the 
idea of forcing congress to accord to 
them the best possible terms. 

A number of representative insurgents 
from different parts of Luzon have re- 
cently been in conference in Manila.

Louis Spitzel, head of the firm of Louis 
Spitzel & Co., contractors to the Chinese 
government, and himself a suspected 
filibuster, came from Hong Kong to Ma- 
nila last week, and was temporarily de- 
tained in custody on suspicion. It ts 
asserted upon good authority that three 
loads of arms and ammunition have been 
recently landed on the east coast of 
Luzon. 

Evidence accumulates of the treason 
and perfidy of the municipal presidents 
in the provinces of General MacArthur's 
district.

Proof That Some Lerge Oper- 
ation Is In Progress. 


Disintegration o! Free State Forces Continues 
at a Rapid Rate. 


London, March 20.—The British publie 
probably is more interested in the fate 
of Mafeking 
cant events which are taking place in 
the Orange Free State. Mafeking is the 
last of the beleaguered cities and its gal- 
jant defense by the half-starved garrison 
has aroused a sentimental feeling that 
quite overshadows the other news from 
the front. 

Two relieving forces are pushing their 
Way toward the town. One under Col- 
onel Plumer has been for months work- 
ing its way south until now itis at 
Pitsani, and Plumer’s scouts have pene- 
trated to within 14 miles of Baden- 
Powell's trenches. On the south a force 
is working north from Kimberley. Fri- 
day this force had reached the Vaal river 
at Fourteen Streams, 

Piumer’s force is nearer and is more 
likely to reach the goal first, but it is 
doubtful if he has enough supplies with 
him to be of much benefit to the besieged.

Of course the action of the Free Staters 
does not mean the end of the war, but it 
greatly simplifies its military problems, 
It seems entirely probable that the Boers 
will resist most determinedly the in- 
vasion of the Transvaal, and unless a 
peace party arises in Pretoria sufficiently 
strong to give up the unequal contest, 
many more lives must be sacrificed be- 
fore Roberts enters the South African 
strongholds of Johannesburg and Pre- 
toria. It is entirely possible that the 
converging of the troops towards Mafe- 
king indicates a much more serious pur- 
pose than merely its relief. Lord Meth- 

n's presence at Warrentown and the 
capture of the nearby passage of the Vaal 
a Fourteen Streams may indicate an

This might start from 
Fourteen Streams or Klerksdorp, and 
would probably coincide with an ad- 
yance via Bloemfontein and Natal.

WANTED FOR MORAL EFFECT ONLY. 


Gunboat Will Be Sent to China to Give Weight 
to Minister Conger’s Utterances, 

Washington, March 20.—Officials of 
War, state and navy departments reiter- 
ate their denials of the report that a 
naval squadron and troops are to be sent 
from Manila to Taku, China, to main- 
tain the open door and assert American 
rights there. 

Minister Conger’s cablegram to the 
state department about a week ago, 
while referring to the “Boxers” and sug- 
gesting the advisability of sending a 
warship to ensure the American mis- 
sionaries from attack, did not refer to 
any imminent outbreak, nor did the min- 
ister have anything to say about our 
“open door” negotiation being jeopar- 
dized. 

The state department rather inferred 
from this cablegram that the ship was 
wanted for its moral effect, rather than 
for any expectation that it would be 
called apon to render active service, It 
Is quite certain that only one vessel is 
destined for this service, and the pres- 
ence of other United States warships on 
the Asiatic coast is easily explained at 
the navy department. 

Admiral Watson wes some time ago 
authorized by the navy department to 
send vessels of his fleet to the cooler and 
more invigorating airs of northern China 
and Japan whenever a change was 
necessary to preserve the health of the 
crews. The admiral Apetie himself of 
this permission in the case of the Oregon 
and the New Orleans. The former 1s 
now at Yokohama and the latter at 
Nagasaki. The dispatch of the Newark 
to Hong Kong, just reported by Admiral 
Watson, was merely for the purpose of 
convoying to Manila the monitor Monad- 
nock. The monitor wus sent to Hong 
Kong to be docked, and it is not regarded 
as safe to allow that type of warships to 
cruise alone in the open sea. 

It is expected by the navy department 
that Admiral Watson will select a small 
gunboat to meet Mr. Conger’s request. 
Contrary to the first impression, this 
vessel is going to China, not to operate 
in Shan Tung province, but to get as near 
to the United States legation at Pekin as 
possible, to give welgh{$oo the minister’s 
utterances. A deep draft vessel cannot 
pass up the Pei Ho river much above 
Taku, at the mouth, and even light draft 
gunboats must stop at Tien Tsin. Then, 
if the United States legation is in need of 
protection, marines can be sent overland 
from Tien Tsin to Pekin, as was done 
last year under just such conditions as 
now exist, 


Uxbridge In a Bad Fix. 

Uxbridge, Mass., March 20.—Much con- 
sternation reigns in this town over the 
cutting off of the entire water supply of 
the town through a leak in the reservoir. 
Watchmen are stationed on all the 
streets to give alarm and to exercise pre- 
caution against fires. The reservoir sud- 
denly ran dry on Monday, and until the 
leak is found the town is in danger of 
suffering from fire, while the inhabitants 
will be put to considerable inconvenience. 
It may be some time before the supply 
can be turned on again. 


For Textile Workers to Consider. 

Fall River, Mass., March 20.—The con- 
ference of the committees from the Tex- 
tile council and the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, to decide upop & sliding scale, 
was without definite results, although 
a slight concession was offered by the 
manufacturers, inasmuch ag the maxi- 
mum wages will be paid when the margin 
reaches 103, instead of 105. The Textile 
committee will report ba°k to the main 
body the proposition of the manufactur- 
ers. 


Shirley Sentiment Equally Divided. 

Boston, March 20. — Several more 
Massachusetts towns held their annual 
meetings Monday and very nearly com- 
pleted the quota of those held during 
March. The meetings were as a rule de- 
vold of interest, except to the particl- 
pants, and no change in license vote was 
recorded, although the result in Shirley 
was a tie, there being 113 votes for and 
against. The town will remain in the 
no-license column. 


Figures From Salvation Army. 

Albany, March 20.—The annual re- 
port of the Salvation Army was yester- 
day filed with the secretary of state. 
It shows that the value of the property 
of the army in the United States is $622,- 
35. During the period which the re- 
port covers (six weeks) $67,738.14 was 
received for “shelters” of the army, and 
$67,636.40 expended, and $12,549.54 received 
and $12,429.12 expended for children's 
homes. 


“Gentlemen” Became Excited. 

Vienna, March 20.—Scenes of wild dis- 
order were witnessed In the reichsrath 
yesterday. The president of the cham- 
ber, Dr, Von Fuchs, suppressed a Ger- 
man nationalist interpellation. Greatly 
excited, the Germans interrupted the 
proceedings for half an hour, denounc- 
ing the president and hurling at him such 
epithets as “blackguard,” “convict” and 
“thieving scoundrel.”

THE BRYAN PLATFORM. 


Leader Adheres 
Principles of Sixteen 


to His

Silver 


Administration Measures Are 
Disapproved by Him. 


Democrats and Populists of Nebraska Solld 
For Their Fellow Citizen. 


Lincoln, Neb.,, March 20.—Mr. Bryan's 
speech before th> Democratic state con- 
vention last night is considered the war 
note of the campaign of 1900. 

It is considered the opening gua of the 
great presidential contest, and the pro- 
ceedings of the convention will furnish 
the key to the general character of the 
coming campaign. ‘The platform to a 
large extent foreshadows what the 
national campaign will be. 

The platform which was adopted by 
the Nebraska Democracy with the 
greatest enthusiasm reaffirms the Chi- 
cago platform, declares for “16 to 1,” 
Opposes a large standing army, de- 
nounces the action of the Republican 
party on the Puerto Rico tariff bill, de- 
clares against trusts and imperialism 
and favors the income tax and the choice 
of United States senators by popular 
vote. The platform is practically the 
creation of Mr. Bryan. He did not write 
it personally, but he was consulted con- 
cerning it, and before it was read to the 
convention it had been approved of 
throughout. 

The platform adopted by the Populist 
convention was substantially the same 
as that adopted by the Democrats. It 
differs somewhat in form, but conflicts 
in no essential point. 

Both conventions were enthusiastic 
for Mr. Bryan to the last degree and 

ery mention of his name was greeted 
with cheers of delight and approval. In- 
structions were given to both delegations 
to stand for Mr. Bryan in the Kansas 
City and Sioux Falls convention. 

Mr. Bryan's speech before the Demo- 
eratic convention dealt almost entirely 
with the three questions he has been 
discussing in various parts of the coun- 
try—money, trusts and imperialism. 
He charged the Republican party with 
practicing a deliberate fraud upon the 
voters in 1896, by holding out the hopes 
of international bimetallism, when the 
leaders neither expected nor desired the 
restoration of the double standard, 
either by independent action or by inter- 
national agreement. He denounced the 
currency feature of the financial bill, and 
said that the Republican party had never 
in a campaign advocated the retirement 
of the greenbacks, and that it would not 
be able to defend that bill before the 
country. 

On the trust question he reiterated his 
condemnation of the Republican party, 
and said that the Republican party was 
powerless to interfere with the trusts 
because the leading Republicans were 
connected with the trusts, and the party 


had to rely upon trust contributions to ¢ 


carry on the coming campaign. He 
presented and defended the remedy 
which he suggested at the anti-trust 
meeting in Chicago last fall, and which 
he has frequently discussed since that 
time. 

Taking up the Philippine question he 
referred, first, to the Puerto Rican bill, 
and said: 

“The desire to impose import duties 
on goods coming from Puerto Rico com- 
pelled the Republican party to disclose 
its imperialistic tendencies. Imperial- 
ism means that the people brought under 
the flag are not to share in the guarantees 
of the constitution. It is amazing that 
Republicans have contemplated the per- 
manent acquisition of the Philippines 
without stopping to consider the future 
status of the Filipinos. 

“The Republicans kave studiously 
avoided a discussion of the Philippine 
question. They have opposed the con- 
sideration of that question by the cry 
that nothing could be done until the in- 
surrettion was put down. The Puerto 
Rico tariff bill, however, gives us some 
idea of the treatment which the Fili- 
pinos may expect, and Professor Schur- 
man, one of the president's commission- 
ers, sayg that this bill will arouse sus- 
picion in the mind of the Filipino as to 
his future condition. 

“The only settlement of the Philippine 
question consistent with American in- 
terests and American principles,” said 
Mr. Bryan, “is a declaration of the na- 
tion’s purpose to give the Filipinos in- 
dependence as soon as a stable govern- 
ment is established. When that declara- 
tion is made hostilities will cease and it 
wlll be easy to establish a stable govern- 
ment. To independence should be added 
protection from outside Interference. 
Not a protectoraté such as European 
countries exercise for the spoilation of 
the protected, but protection such as this 
nation has exercised over the republics 
of Central and South America.” 

Mr. Bryarf devoted some time to the 
discussion of the trade argument made 
in behalf of the Philippine islands and 
said that imperialism had its inspiration 
in the desire of the syndicates to extend 
their commerce by conquest. 

He read a letter written by Abraham 
Lincoln in 1864 to Mrs. Bixby of Boston, 
a mother who had lost five sons in the 
Civil war. Mr. Bryan said that the Eng- 
lish language contained no more beauti- 
ful expression of sympathy, and he con- 
trasted it with the sordid assurances of 
those who say that the trade which we 
secure will be worth the blood that is 
spent for it and asked why the people 
who wanted the trade did not purchase 
it with their own blood instead of the 
blood of other people’s sons.

Washington, March 21.—-Secretary of 


War Root yesterday consented to talk 


for publication as to existing conditions 
in Cuba, and the possibilities of the peo- 
ple in the direction of self-government. 
The secretary's opinions are the result 
of his recent cbservations during his 


recent trip to the island. 


During Mr. Root’s trip he visited the 


provinces of Havana, Mdtanzas and 


Pinar del Rio, and made it a point to note 


carefully the condition of the people and 
their industries and to discuss with in- 
dividuals as well as officials in all the 


places at which he stopped on questions 
His inquiries 
and cbservations covered a large num- 
ber of subjects, and gave him a fund of 
information which will be of value to the 


affecting their interests.

On 
the whole, the secretary expressed him- 


self as satisfied with what he saw. The 
people, he said, appeared to be getiing 


along very well, and peace 
throughout the country.

Naturally the question of ultimate in- 
dependence of the island came up for 


discussion during the secretary’s visit to 
Cuba, but he was not prepared to say 
just when the United States government 
would be willing that this should be a 
reality. Incidental to this matter, 
which is uppermost in the Cuban mind,

it about. 


The first of these, viz., the holding of 


the municipal elections at an early date, 
was a subject that Secretary Root dis- 
cussed freely, particularly with the 
United States officials on the island, and 
the arrangements for carryirg into effect 
this first step towards an independent 
government were matters into which Mr. 
Root looked very carefully. 

“These elections,’ said the secretary, 
“will be the Cubans’ first effort toward 
popular government. Unaccustomed as 
they are to these things, they are as the 
babe unborn, and have everything to 
learn. The whole plan for making ef- 
fective the scheme of municipal suffrage 
has to be very carefully worked out, and 
the people instructed in all the details, 

“This involves a vast amount of labor 
and takes considerable time, but ulti- 
mately it will be worked out and the 
elections will take place. I hardly be- 
lieve, however, that the authorities will 
be quite ready for holding the elections 
by the first of May.” 

Secretary Root was not prepared to 
venture an opinion as to just when he 
believed this government would grant 
complete independence to the -Cubans. 
The declaration in the joint resolution 
of congress, however, granting them full 
independence, would, he declared, be car- 
ried out. He pointed out how it was 
necessary that the municipal govern- 
ments should be firmly established on a 
working basis, after which attention 
would be given to the selection of a con- 
stitutional convention, for the purpose of 
framing a constitution for the island, and 
its adoption by the people. Following 
this, and the establishment of a firm 
government in the island, the secretary 
felt would be time for the formal recog- 
nition of the independence of the au- 
thorities of the United States. 

Mr. Root made it a feature of his visit 
to talk with the leaders of what has been 
known as the revolutionary element of 
the population, and those who are op- 
posed to annexation to the United States, 
and he said they were not impatient over 
what were regarded as necessary and 
reasonable delays in the formation ofa 
well-established government. 

The seeretary said that he believed 
that when a stable and settled policy of 
rule had been established the island 
would have a season of presperity, and 
that outside capital as well as much now 
there remaining uninvested, because of 
the uncertainty that exists, would find 
its way into the channels of trade and 


agriculture.

How England Intends to Administer 
Her Affairs In South Africa, 


Anxiety Regarding Mafeking 
Is Not Yet Relieved. 


Roberts Reposts Occupation of Prieska and 
Further Surrenders of Enemy. 


London, March 21.~-While there is a 
lull in the military operations the po- 
litical surroundings of the war show in- 
teresting developments. The colonial 
office has telegraphed to Cape Town the 
text of the proclamation concerning the 
destruction of property. This will not 
be published in London until after its 
promulgation in South Africa; but it is 
known that it will convey an intimation 
that any wanton destruction of British 
property during the war will be regarded 
as warranting a claim for compensation 
and as justifying a levy upon private 
property, should the resources of the 
Transvaal republic prove inadequate. 

The fact that the proclamation is is- 
sued by the colonial office is regarded as 
a significant indication that the repub- 
lics will be administered as crown col- 
onies. In this connection it is under- 
stood that the leaders of the opposition 
in parliament now admit that no other 
settlement is possible, since the republics 
insist upon their demand for absolute in- 
dependence. In view of this the efforts 
of the Liberals will be confined to secur- 
ing in the settlement the best treatment 
for the Dutch population, including se- 
curity against their disfranchisement. 

It is becoming regarded as quite a 
Settled matter that, should the war be 
ended, as is now hoped, before June, the 
government will dissolve parliament and 
appeal to the country on the basis ofa 
successful South African policy. Should 
the war drag on, dissolution will be 
postponed until next spring. In any 
€vent one of the foremost planks of the 
government platform will be army re- 
organization, 

There is no further information as to 
the movements of Sir Alfred Milner. It 
is regarded as certain, however, that he 
has gone to Bloemfontein to arrange for 
the temporary administration of the 
Free State. 

Mr. Steyn’s reply to Lord Roberts’ 
charges of the misuse of flags of truce 
is commented upon as impertinent and 
ridiculous; and Lord Roberts’ course in 
closing a useless discussion is com- 
mended as wise, 

Indications from Natal seem to show 
that General Buller’s forward movement 
will not be long delayed. 

The government has decided that 
Major General Sir Frederick Carrington 
shall command a colonial force of 5000, 
including the 2500 men Mr. Chamberlain 
asked from Australia, which will be 
stationed on the northern Transvaal 
border to prevent Boer retreat or an in- 
cursion into Rhodesia. 

A statement comes from Pretoria ad- 
mitting that the Boer losses during the 
war exceeds 7000, 

No fresh news has been received from 
Mafeking, but a Pretoria dispatch, 
dated Thursday, March 15, asserts that 
Colonel Plumer has not been able to ad- 
vance south of Lobatsi. 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Lord Roberts, dated 
Bloemfontein, March 20: 

“Kitchener occupied Prieska yester- 
day unopposed. The rebels surrendered 
their arms. The Transvaalers escaped 
across the river, 

“Mr. Steyn is circulating a notice, by 
means of dispatch riders, in reply to my 
proclamation, to the effect that any 
burgher who signs a declaration that he 
will not fight against us again will be 
treated as a traitor and shot, 

“The Bloemfontein people are affording 
us every assistance in the matter of hos- 
pital accommodations. We have conse- 
quently been able to arrange for 500 
beds. 

“Thirty-three prisoners were taken at 
Prieska, 200 stands of arms and some 
supplies and explosives, 

“The Boers have begun to surrender 
on the Basutoland frontier.”

PRISON ISLAND. 


. Helena, Where She Sends 
Her Distinguished Pris- 
oners of War.

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St. Helena, where the great Napoleon 
fretted away the last years of bis life 
and which has now been chosen as the 
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prison place of brave General Cronje, 
is by no means such an isolated spot as 
it was when the British sent the great 
Corsican there; not that it has been 
moved any nearer the African coast— 
that continent is still many lonely 
leagues away—but today St. Helena is 
on the steamer route from London to 
Cape Town. ‘There are cable commu- 
nications both ways, too, and this puts 
it in touch with the rest of the world. 

It is just as forbidding in appear- 
ance, however, as 1t was in 1815. Its 
stern, rugged crags lift themselves far 
above the snarling rollers, and the 
cliffs are as bare as a rain washed 
bone. Still the island is by no means 
a bad place to live in. It is by no 
means an Isle du Diable. The climate 
is everything that could be desired. It 
is even popular as a health resort. Ib 
late years consumptives have gone 
there and have been benefited. There 
are flowers all the year round. 

St. Helena is 1,700 miles from Cape 
Town and 4,000 miles from London. It 
is 1,800 miles from the coast of South 
America. The Allan line steamers 
make it their last stop between Liver- 
pool and Cape Town. The other stops 
are Lisbon and the Canaries. 

The island is of an irregular, egg 
shaped figure. Its greatest breadth is 
1014 miles and its greatest width about 
6 miles. The principal town and only 
port is Jamestown. The entire popula- 
tion of the island is not more than 
4,000, wh.ch includes the garrison of 
several hundred British soldiers. The 
island is the property of the British 
crown. The present governor is Roeb- 
ert Armitage Sterndale, who succeeded 
Mr. W. Grey Wilson, C. M. G., about a 
year ago 

Since the death of Napoleon St. He- 
lena has been used as a prison place on 
several occasions. The most recent

prisoners to be sent there before Cron- 
je was N’Udizulu, an ex-king of the 
Zulus, who was accompanied by sev 
eral of his fighting chiefs whom the 
British thought too dangerous to be al 
lowed to remain in Africa. 

The prison quarters on the island are 
known as Longwood. On this estate 
are two sets of buildings. One is 
known as the “Old House.” This is 
the one in which Napoleon lived dur- 
ing his captivity. The new house, 
which was intended for the occupancy 
of the French emperor, was not com- 
pleted until after his death. Napoleon 
watched it rising, but confidently told 
his keepers that he would never oc- 
cupy it. 

Another historic house on St. Helena 
is the cottage known as “The Briers.” 
This is where Napoleon was quartered 
while waiting for Longwood to be 
made ready for him. 

In approaching St. Helena the island 
bas the appearance of a barren rock 
rising out of the ocean. Its huge, pre- 
cipitous rocks do not present a very in- 
viting appearance to the stranger who 
views them for the first time. It is 
said that when the island was first set- 
tled these rocks were covered with soil 
in which trees grew down to the wa- 
ter’s edge, but that the cutting down 
of these trees and the consequent de- 
eay of their protecting roots exposed 
the soil to the action of the rains, and 
as a result the rocky subsoil has been 
laid bare, without a vestige of vegeta- 
tion. Even a walk through Jamestown 
shows no stgns of vegetation above it, 
but a penetration into the island and 
upon its elevated plateaus reveals a 
pastoral. country that would not be 
dreamed of. 

Jamestown, the principal town of the 
island, is a pretty place when viewed 
from a favorable position and contains 
the governor's residence, called “The 
Castle;” three churches, six schools, 
and s+ veral fine buildings. 

The fortifications of St. Helena are 
now yery strong as well from their ele- 
vation as from the character of the 
guns which have been mounted in 
them, whicb are of the most modern 
and effective kind and of large caliber. 

Cvulonel Lord Bathurst, chosen to 
conimand the escort of Cropje and his 
artay on their way to the prison is- 
land, bas been in command of a 
Gloucester militia regiment at the 
front.- He is a descendant of one of 
the oldest of Saxon families, and it 
was during the reign of Elizabeth that 
the first Earl of Bathurst was given

Youthful Inmates of a Reformatory Aitempted 
to Destroy Building by Fire.

Cutters Willing to Aecept $2.80 
Now. 


Pictoresque Guises of the Ubiquitous 
and Ever Useful Box. 

The present may safely be called the 
day of the box, so m&ny and pic- 
turesque are the guises under which 
this essentially utilitarian object pre- 
sents itself. We find boxes figuring as 
window seats, hall seats and dressing 
table seats when of considerable ‘size. 
In other instances they are fitted out 
as receptacles for shoes, coats, dress 
skirts, etc., or they may hold treasures 
of ribbons, laces, gloves and the like. 
In the case of the sterner sex tobacco, 
keys and other masculine impedimenta 
are safely sheltered therein. Indeed 
there appears no end to the popularity 
and utility of boxes in all sizes, but 
most imposing as a decorative feature 
are those which recall the historic cof- 
fers and caskets. 

Whatever we may say of the perfec- 
tion of our nineteenth century genius 
and methods, much is still to be learned 
from the study of the productions of 
bygone ages, and this remark is espe- 
cially true for the decorative worker, 
who seeks inspiration for the embel- 
lishment of the ever needful article al- 
ready mentioned. 

From the most remote ages the box 
has been the object of decoration, and, 
coming much nearer our ewn times, op 
the Italian “caponi”’ and on the old 
German and Flemish marriage chests, 
appear every variety of massive and 
solfa ornamentation. : 

A unique old German linen chest fur- 
nishes a notable example of the union 
of textile fabrics with materials of 
more solid and durable nature. In it 
the woodwork plainly shows between 
ornamented bands of leather, while the 
whole surface of these bands is coy- 
ered with small pieces of red velvet 
and pale green, yellow and brown lin-

Manufacturers Likely to Reopen 
Their Yards. 


Meetings of the South Quincy and 
West Quincy branches of the Granite 
Catters’ Union were held Wednesday 
night and this morning to consider the 
proposition made by the manufacturers 
at the conference held Monday evening. 

Roth meetings were lengthy ones 
and no authentic report was given out 
of what action was taken. From some 
of .the cutters seen after the meeting, 
it was learned that the branches voted 
not to accept the offers of the manu- 
facturers, whichwas practically a mini- 
mum price of $2.52 fer eight hours. 

It is also understood that the cutters 
voted to insist on their demand for a 
minimum price of $2.50 for eight 
hours, and to give the manufacturers 
until 12 o'clock midnight, Saturday, 
to accept, and if not accepted by that 
time to insist on and accept nothing 
less than $3 for eight hours. 

Another conference of the two com- 
mittees will be held tonight, when the 
Cutters’ Committee will make their re- 
port. 

Manufacturers seen today, say that 
the offer will not be accepted, and that 
they will open their yards Monday and 
try to get men, Several of the manu- 
facturers report that a number of their 
men have made applicaiton to return to 
work and they do not anticipate much 
difficulty in getting men. 


CITY BREVITIES. 


A Local Budget with the News 
in a Nut Shell. 


Quincy’s fires this year have been 
rather disastrious as a rule. 


.COFFER WITH STRAP AND NAIL WORK. 
en, symmetrically arranged in patterns 
and constituting a veritable patchwork. 
The raw edges of the textile fabrics 
are concealed and secured and the de- 
sign is duly emphasized by thin strips 
of metal, kept in place by stud nails. 

A modern adaptation of this idea 
could be easily carried out with thin 
sheets of copper such as are used in 
copper modeling, the required strips 
being cut from the metal with scissers 
and fastened down with small copper 
boat nails. The sole necessary precau- 
tion is to see that the woodwork of the 
box is of sufticient thickness to admit 
of the nails being driven in. Should 
the patchwork effeet of the original not 
appeal to the taste of today’s amateur, 
the wide bands could be of one color 
and material, and that not necessarily 
textile. A most suitable ground under 
the metal would be, for instance, un- 
dressed leather; the soft, velvety sur- 
face and the variety of color obtainable 
in suede making it particularly desir- 
able for the purpose. 

Another variety of decoration Is 
“strap and nail” work, or, more appro- 
priately speaking, leather cpplique, ip 
which small pieces of leather in vari- 
ous colors are used to fill out a design 
previously drawn upon the- wood, the 
leather being held by little brass head- 
ed studs or nails. The box may be first 
covered with rich colored yelvet or 
cloth. 

Still another way to get unique ef- 
fects is with pyrograpby or poker 
work. The result, when the wood Is 
stained to a rich deep brown and 
brushed over with two or three coats 
of French polish, will be remarkably 
old world and handsome. A _ minia- 
ture coffer in this style is just the thing 
for holding photographs, crayons, cte.

Watch and Ward 
Society Attempted Blackmail, 


Had Been Out of Work and 
Was Short of Funds. 


An Educated Young Fellow Known as an 
Author, Poet and Playwright. 


Boston, March 22.—What is believed to 
have 
tempt to blackmail the various clubs 
and sporting houses in this city was 
nipped in the bud last night by the ar- 
rest of Frank O. Lambert, 24 years old, 
upon the eharzge of obtaining money from 
an up-town club by false pretenses, the 
prisoner having, it is alleged, promised to 
guarantee the club police protection. 

Lambert, who is well educated and an 
extremely affable young man, is said to 
have come originally from Worcester, 
and in addition to having becn employed 
as a bell-boy and waiter in one of the 
leading hotels of that city, says that he 
was for seven weeks in the service of 
the Watch and Ward society in its cru- 
sade againstlow resorts. The policesay 
that it was upon evidence furnished by 
Lambert that the proprietor of one of 
the North End dance halls anj his man- 
eger were recently convicted and given 
terms in the house of correction. 

A day or two since Lambert called upon 
the manager of one of the up-town clubs 
and offered, upon payment of $25, to 
fuarantee the club protection, not only 
from the headquarters and precinct po- 
lice, but from the Watch and Ward so- 
ciety as well, for six weeks, or for $40 
the protection would be extended to three 
months. 

The manager, appearing to think fa- 
vorably of the offer, requested Lambert 
to call again last night, as he wished to 
confer with his “partner.” Meantime 
the police were notified, and when Lam- 
bert called lust evening to close the bar- 
gain, the “partner” was present in the 
person ofaspecialofficer. Other officers 
were secreted where they could witness 
all that transpired, and when the $25 was 
handed over to Lambert he was at once 
placed under arrest. He was taken to 
police headquarters, where he confessed 
his guilt, but said this was his first of- 
fense. This, however, the police are in- 
clined to doubt. 

In his pocket was found a list of all 
the principal clubs and sporting houses 
in the city, and the police are confident 
that if his first venture had proved suc- 
cessful Lambert would have attempted 
to obtain money by similar representa- 
tions from others of those whose names 
were on his list. 

Lambert said that he was alone in the 
affair. He said that he was out of work 
and that desperation drove him to com- 
mit the crime, as his circumstances were 
straitened in the extreme. He further 
said that he had found out “different 
things’’ while employed as a detective 
by the Watch and Ward society, and as 
he had but 15 cents to his name he took 
desperate measures to obtain money to 
live on. 

Young Lambert is well read, speaks 
French fluently, and at one time went to 
England, Ireland, Scotland and France 
as travelling companion for a Boston 
gentleman. 

Besides his other accomplishments, he 
has written poetry, short stories and sev- 
eral plays, some of the poems having 
been printed in the Boston papers. 

Deaths Viewed With Suspicion. 

Machias, Me., March 22.—Horace T. 
Gardner of this place and Clinton Gard- 
ter were at the lumber camp of Clark & 
Gardiner on the Machias river, 35 miles 
from here, Monday, and were taken ill. 
Medical aid could not be obtained quick- 
ly, and after suffering intensely for 
several hours both men died. Their 
bodies were sent here and at the inquest 
the viscera were removed and forwarded 
to Bowdoin college for examination. 

Precautions Against the Plague. 

San Francisco, March 22.—Alhough 
there has been no authentic case of 
plague discovered in San Francisco, the 
municipal department is taking every 
precaution to guard against {ts intro- 
duction to the city, and yesterday a large 
force of men was set to work to hunt out 
disease-breeding spots and have them 
cleansed. Three deaths amiong Chinese 
are being investigated. 

‘-Investment Company’”’ Goes Under. 

Chicago, March 22.—After considerable 
bitter opposition from creditors, a trus- 
tee was yesterday appointed for the 
bankrupt Combination Investment com- 
pany, an alleged “get rich quick” con- 
cern which failed recently, and which is 
said to have swindled people all over the 


country. The liabilities of the concern 
are about $300,000 and the assets about 
$26,000. 


Attributed to Despondency. 

Pawtucket, R. I., March 22.—Miss Car- 
rie Perhson, 36 years old, committed sui- 
cide last night at the home of her brother 
by cutting her throat with a bread knife. 
rhe cause of the deed was probably de- 
spondency. Miss Perhson was ill with 
typhoid fever several years ago, and had 
since been subject to constant, severe 
pains. 


Increase In Internal Rev@nue. 

Washington, March 22.—Internal rev- 
enue receipts for February aggregated 
$20,809,665, an increase as compared with 
the same month In 1899 of $1,160,659. Dur- 
ing the last eight months the total re- 
ceipts were $195,608,878, an Increase over 
the corresponding period of last year of 
$16,825,184.

New York, March 22.—The gold statue 
of “The American Girl,” which is to be 
exhibited at the Paris exposition, was 
successfully cast yesterday at the works 
of the Henry-Bonnard Bronze company. 
The work of making the model consumed 
several months and the labor of 25 
skilled artisans. Miss Maude Adams, 
the actress, was the model, and Mrs. 
Bessie Potter Vaughn was the sculptor. 
The statue mounted on its base will be 
six feet in height, the figure being Miss 
Adams’ own height. It weighs 712 
pounds, and the bullion used is valued at 
$187,000. 

Bay State Legislature. 

3oston, March 22.—An order requesting 
information of the president of the New 
York Central railroad, in connection with 
the Boston and Albany lease, was passed 
by the house yesterday without discus- 
sion. 

The house also passed a bill compelling 
street railways to carry school children 
to and from school at half fare. The 
bill specifically exempts the Boston 
Elevated road, since the legislature has 
fixed its fare at 5 cents for 25 years.

Chicago Children Won't Study English History. 

Chicago, March 22.—Histories of Eng- 
land were dropped from the lists of sup- 
plementary reading for the public 
schools by the board of education yes- 
terday. Books were adopted for all 
grades at a cost of thousands of dollars, 
but none of the histories will containa 
mention of England, except as an in- 
cident in connection with the war of in- 
dependence. Nothing but American 
history will now be included in the sup- 
plementary reading. 


Set led Without Resort to Law. 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 22.—The 
Shelton Street Railway company has 
Settled the last of the claims resulting 
from the disaster at Peck’s millpond last 
August. Heirs of Irving Dorus of this 
city received about $3000, and Miss M. 
Farrell of Brooklyn, who lost a leg, re- 
ceived about $10,000. In all 40 claims 
have been settled without resort to the 
courts. 


Death Wili Shorten His Sentence. 

Providence, March 22.—William 
O’Brien, who broke into the house of 
Bishop Clark, was sentenced to state 
prison for 10 years by Judge Wilbur. 
The prisoner isin the last stages of con- 
sumption, and during the past eight days 
he had nine hemorrhages from the lungs 
He is 20 years of age. 


Searched For Missing Freighter. 

New York, March 22.—Freighter Alex- 
andre Bixio arrived here yesterday from 
Havre. Captain Lemoine reported that 
he had spent four days out of his course, 
with extra lookouts, looking for the miss- 
ing freighter Pauillac. He said he had 
found no signs of her, nor had he seen 
any wreckage. 


Accepted Employer's Offer. 

Hallowell, Me., March 22.—Fourteen 
men of the crew of granite cutters who 
have been in the employ of George Lord 
yesterday began work, according to the 
offer made by him a few days since, of 
$2 for an 8-hour day, pending a general 
settlement of the strike.

Savannah, March 22.—Fifty thousand 
Persons on the streets here yesterday 
gave Admiral Dewey an enthusiastic 
welcome. The admiral took part in the 
military parade and review, and as he 
rode through the streets with Mrs. 
Dewey at his side ringing cheers rent the 
air and waving colors enlivened the 
scene. Seventeen out of town military 
Organizations were in the parade. Add- 
ing the loca! militia there were nearly 
4000 men in line. 

The review took place fn the park ex- 
tension, where an admiral’s salute was 
fired by the Chatham artillery from 
brass pieces presented to the organiza- 
tion by President Washington. . Busi- 
ress was suspended from noon in honor 
of Admiral Dewey. 

The climax of the occasion occurred 
at the banquet at the De Soto hotel last 
night, where the admiral was presented 
with a beautiful silver vase on behalf of 
the city of Savannah. The vase is ele- 
gantly engraved ana Stands nearly three 
feet high on a marble base. 

At the banquet table General Nelson 
A. Miles, who arrived in the city last 
evening too late for the military feature, 
sat next to Admiral Dewey. While the 
main function was in progress 50 ladies 
entertained Mrs. Dewey at a banquet in 
an annex adjoining the banquet hall. 
Upon the conclusion of the dinner the 
ladies were accommodated with chairs 
in the main room that they might hear 
the speeches. Among the speakers were 
Judge Emory Speer of the United States 
court, Surgeon General Wyman, Con- 
gressman Brantley of Georgia, ex-At- 
torney General M. O. Smith of Hawaii 
and others. 

In speaking to the toast, “The Presi- 
dent of the United States,” Judge Speer 
paid a high tribute to President McKin- 
ley and expressed expansionist senti- 
ments. 


Antagonistic to Trades Unionism. 

Chicago, March 22.—The sub-commit- 
tee of the congressional! industrial com- 
mission spent several hours yesterday 
in listening to the testimony of James L. 
Board, a metal working machinery man- 
ufacturer. Mr. Board was emphatic in 
his opinion that the manufacturing in- 
terests of Chicago were being greatly 
retarded by labor unionism. He said 
that he had asked for police protection 
for his plant and workmen, but had been 
refused; that in his opinion the police 
courts generally were intimidated by the 
strike spirit that prevails among the la- 
bor unions. He also said that he con- 
sidered that trade unionism placed a pre- 
mium on inefficiency. 


Means Much to Alabama. 

New Orleans, March 22.—An English 
syndicate of coal dealers is said to have 
closed a deal by which 2,000,000 tons of 
Alabama coal are to be delivered at New 
Orleans for exportation within two 
years. The purchase price agreed upon 
in the contract is said to be 75 cents a ton 
at the mouth of the coal pits. Fifty 
cents a ton is to be allowed for transpor- 
tation to New Orleans. The syndicate 
will run its own line of steamers direct 
to New Orleans. This is one of the most 
important financial transactions in the 
south in recent years. 


is Golden Hedging? 

Lexington, Ky., March 22—F. W. 
Golden is the cynosure of all eyes in the 
Goebel murder investigation. Heslipped 
into Lexington Tuesday night, kept him- 
self hidden, and was under the surveil- 
lance of detectives all day. He left 
last evening by buggy, presumably for 
Winchester, accompanied by a detective. 
According to two of his friends, who are 
here, Golden denies having told a portion 
of what is attributed to him. He ex- 
plained that he probably was drinking 
and talked too much. 


Has a Million Exposition Ticksts. 

Chicago, March 22.—J. F. Allen of New 
Orleans, who recently bought 1,000,000 
admission tickets from the authorities 
of the Paris exposition, arrived here yes- 
terday. Allen is on his way to Paris. 
He secured the tickets at half price. A 
million tickéts at the regular price would 
cost about $300,000, but Allen secured 
them for $150,000, and is confident he can 
clean up nearly $100,000 in the venture. 
He will scatter men in uniforms about 
the exposition city. 


Badly Battered by Tempest. 

Norfolk, March 22.—The Spanish 
steamship Minerva, which had been 
given up for lost, after three separate 
attempts to search for her on the high 
seas, and was finally picked up by a 
German tramp steamer and towed into 
Bermuda, came into port yesterday, with 
a story of two months of tempest, starva- 
tion and helpless drifting at sea. She 
showed plainly the battering she had 
received in a number of successive tem- 


pests. 


Jackson’s Fighting Days Have Ended. 

San Francisco, March 22.—Peter Jack- 
son, ex-champion heavyweight pugilist, 
sailed for his old home in Australia last 
night on the steamer Mariposa. Jack- 
son, through ill health, is but a shadow 
of his former self, and goes back to Aus- 
tralia with the expectation that the 
change of climate will prolong his life, 
and possibly restore him to robust health. 


Alleged Wrong Doing of a State Official. 

Buffalo, March 22.—The Express says: 
Asa L. Twitchell, assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture, is charged with 
having appropriated to his own use 
about $2600 of state funds. It is alleged 
that the shortage was discovered by 
Commissioner Weiting, who suspended 
Twitchell, and placed the matter in the 
hands of the district attorney. 


Brothers Charged With Fraud. 

Chicago, .March 22.—Theophile and 
Gunstave Dreyfus, brothers, said to have 
been formerly in the wholesale tobacco 
business in New York and to be under 
indictment there on the charge of de- 
frauding their creditors out of $50,000 in 
a failure, were arrested here yesterday.

“In dealing with our new island terri- 
tories, the interesting question has arisen 
whether the limitations of the constitu- 
tion extend by its own force to them, or 
whether congress has full power over 
them. For myself, I have never doubted 
that they are subject to legislation by 
congress Let no man fear that this 
interpretation of the constitution will 
deprive these new people of any of the 
great fundamental! civil rights which will 
go to them. 

“What it constitutionally true of the 
Philippines is true also, of course, of 
Puerto Rico. The vital principle at 
stake is the constitutional one. All the 
rest is a question of what is the wisest 
and best thing to doin the way of legisla- 
tion. 

“T confess that Iam not forcibly 
struck with the objection that it is dan- 
gerous and inequitable that some of the 
administrative laws applying to our new 
possessions, like Puerto Rico, shouid dif- 
fer from those which apply in the states. 
The nation has endured for over a cen- 
tury with one law for men, another for 
women, and another for children; the 
laws of one state have been contrary to 
those of another; even in the same state, 
our own for instance, there is rum for 
everybody in one town, and rum for no- 
body in the adjoining town.

Republican Senators Offered to Vote on Puerto 
Rican Tariff at Once. 


Washington, March 23.—Almost the 
entire session of the senate yesterday 
Was spent in the discussion of the con- 
ference report upon the Puerto Rican 
appropriation bill, 

The Democratic senators manifested a 
disposition to criticise the restoration of 
the house provision covering future col- 
lections of re. enue, professing to find in 
this action a cesire to continue the Ding- 
ley tariff. 

Speeches were made on these lines by 
Messrs. Bacon, Cockrell, Jones (Ark.), 
Berry and Alten. The Republicans met 
the taunt with a proposition to take a 
vote upon the house Puerto Rican tarift 
biil, and it looked at one time as if the 
unanimous consent would be secured for 
a vote on the tariff measure today. 
Senator Proctor objected, however, on 
behalf of the Republican free traders, 
and when he indicated a willingness to 
agree toa vole next week, Senator Pettus 
put an end to the proceedings by calling 
for the regular order of business. 

After a spirited discussion extending 
over three days the Loud bill relating 
to second-class mail matter was recom- 
mitted by the house yesterday to the 
committee on postoffices. The majority 
in favor of the motion to recommit wa: 
so decisive that it is regarded as unlikely 
that the measure will appear again dur- 
ing the present congress. Mr. Loud, 
afier the vote was announced, said that 
this was the third time and out, so far 
as he was concerned. The vote on the 
motion was 148 to 96, with 16 present and 
not voting.

Extremely Bitter Feeling Said to 
Exist Between Kruger and Steyn, 


Renewal of Rumors of the 
Relief of Mafeking. 


London Standard Indulges Hope That Soers 
May Yet Become British Soldiers. 


London, March 23.—The Daily News 
has the following from Bloemfontein, 
dated Wednesday: It is rumored that 
Mr. Kruger and Mr. Steyn will meet at 
Krocstadt, in the Orange Free State, on 
April 4, to df’scuss the future program. 
The feeling between the Transvaal and 
the Free State is very bitter. 

A special correspondent of The Times 
at Bloemfoatein, telegraphing Thursday, 
Yesterday Mr. Kruger issued a 
proclamation annexing the Free State 
to the Transvaal. Mr. Steyn imme- 
diately issued a counter proclamation, 
declaring the Free State intact. 

Again there is a persistent rumor that 
Mafeking has been relieved. It is even 
asserted that the war office has received 
a dispatch positively announcing the re- 
lief, but that publication of it is with- 
held because of the form of the message 
admits the possibility of mistake. The 
war office, however, declarers that there 
is no confirmation of the rumor, and that 
no further news on the subject is at 
hand. 

It seems certain that Mafeking’s only 
chance lies in relief by the column sup- 
posed to be advancing from the south, or 
in the possibility that Colonel Baden- 
Powell is still strong enough to attemm 
a sortie with a view of capturing the 
Boer guns, at a time when Commandant 
Snyman has withdrawn his men to op- 
pose Colonel Plumer's advance.

All the reports regard the British 
operations in the Free State as most sat- 
isfactory. 

Nothing has developed regarding Gen- 
eral Buller’s intentions, but it seems 
hard to believe the report that he is again 
embarking General Warren's division. 

It is reported from Lourenzo Marquez 
that Pretoria is prepared to stand a 
siege of two years, and that the Boer 
women, frantic at the reverses to the 
Boer arms, are entreating to be al- 
lowed to shoot the British officers im- 
prisoned at Pretori ia. It is also an-

There was a smart artillery duel near 
Warrenton Wednesday morning. A 
battery under Major Blowitt, supported 
by the Kimberley light horse, located the 
Boers, who employed four guns, two of 
which used cordite, but ineffectively. 
The British battery replied with effect 
and silenced the Boer fire. The Boers 
sent two shelle near the railway station, 
which was not damaged. 

A scouting party got too close to the 
bank of the river and encountered a hot 
fire. The men were unable to get away 
and it was impossible to relieve them 
without loss, the party being obliged to 
wait for darkness in order to escape. 
The reconnaissance succeeded and Major 
Blowitt retired with only one wounded. 

Yesterday morning brisk firing was 
resumed with Warrenton about 6:50, but 
it afterward slackened up. 

A detachment of fusiliers has arrived. 
Two Vryburg inhabitants, who had been 
imprisoned by the Boers, were sent in 
to Warrenton under a white flag after 
being taken from laager to laager around 
the district. They say that the big gun 
from Kimberley has been taken through 
Christiana to Pretoria. There are 
Women and children in nearly every 
laager. Trains now run within eight 
miles of Warrenton. 

It is supposed that the Boer forces 
have retired from Norvals Pont, Bethulie 
and Stormberg on their way north. 

The government officers are taking 
observations at the present moment. 
Paramount Chief Lerothodi has arrived 
at Maseru with a large following and is 
conferring with the British agent, Sir 
Godfrey Lagden. 


The Standard, in its principal editorial 
today, indulges the hope that many 
Boers may yet become British soldiers. 
Itsays: “The Boers are proved to have 
a remarkable turn for soldiering, and 
there must be many Boers who will be 
reluctant to return to humdrum pastoral 
life after the excitements of campaign- 
Ing. If they are willing to adopta mili- 
tary career, we can find room for them In 
safer and more satisfactory enterprises 
than armed rebellion. Wemay yet hope 
to see some future Cronje or Joubert 
leading British troops on the battlefield, 
side by side with generals of Irish, Can- 
adian and Australian origin. Army 
commissions are to be given to Aus- 
tralians. Similar privileges must be 
granted to other colonies, including those 
of South Africa.”

Boston, March 23.—The proposed lease 
of the Fitchburg railroad to the Boston 
and Maine was ratified at yesterday's 
meeting of the stockholders of the for- 
mer road by an overwhelming vote. In 
favor of the lease 52,265 shares of the 
common and 93,412 shares of the pre- 
ferred stock were recorded, while the op- 
position was represented by 28,447 shares 
of preferred stock.

March of His Motley Band Across the 
Veldt—Tommy Atkins’ Reverence 
For the Queen's Chocolate Boxes. 
Love and the Life Belt—Deeds of a 
Gallant Duke. 


Bennet Burleigh, war correspondent 
for the London Daily Telegraph, who 
is now with Lord Roberts’ forces, sent 
from Osfontein a dispatch describing 
General Cronje’s surrender. He says 
iu part: 

Never was there a stranger array 
than Cronje’s men marching under 
guard across the veldt. They were a 
motley garbed, tatterdemalion crew of 
all ages between 60 and 16. Some were 
mounted upon ponies. Most of them 
went afoot, bearing burdens of cloth- 
ing, blankets and pots and pans, their 
Boer lares and penates, from which 
they would not be separated. Many of 
them carried umbrellas of West Afri- 
can kingship spread and hue, others 
dandy ginghams little bigger than par- 
asols. 

A sore vexed, silent, tobacco smoking 
multitude, they plodded along toward 
Modder river between a line upon ei- 
ther side of British soldiers. The col- 
umn had space enough, for the guard- 
ian troops were 70 yards apart, but 
there was a small body in front as 
well as in rear, with outlying mounted 
vedettes. But the Boers had no heart 
to attempt to bolt in that weary, thirsty 
land. Besides, not a few professed 
satisfaction at having been captured. 
Our soldiers chatted with the Boers, 
and the prisoners were oc@asionally 
colloquial and friendly, as i found my- 
self. There appears to be little doubt 
that the Transyaalers and Free Staters 
are not on the best of terms. 

In the front marched the Buffs as an 
advance guard, and two half battalions 
of the guards went with them to Ja- 
cobsdal. From there General Wavell 
provided another escort into Modder 
River. Halts were made during the 
day and at sundown, when the Boers 
had their rations issued. At night the 
troops took care not to let any of the 
prisoners escape. Lord Roberts treat- 
ed the leaders with great courtesy, and 
the headquarters staff found break- 
fast and lunch for all of them, which 
the prisoners apparently thoroughly 
relished. 

Cronje is an elderly man of by no 
means striking appearance. When he 
was escorted to the headquarters camp 
at Paardeberg, Lord Roberts shook 
hands with him, saying, “I am glad to 
lave the opportunity of shaking hands 
with so brave a man.” After a few 
more words the field marshal observy- 
ed, “It must be an unconditional sur- 
render,” and Cronje, after hesitating a 
moment, replied, “Ja.” Cronje, with 
his wife, grandson, another lady, his 
secretary (Mr. P-eiz), Commandants Al- 
brecht and Wolmarans ard the other 
leaders went ahead seven hours before 
the main body started. They, how- 
ever, rode in the same day into Modder 
River and entrained for Simon’s Town. 

A yast number of Martini rifles were 
found in General Cronje’s laager. This 
at first led us to believe that the Boers 
were running short of Mausers, but 
many of the Boer prisoners declare 
that they prefer the old arm, to which 
their men are more accustomed. The 
Boer guns, four Krupps and one “pom 
pom,” which were captured, have all 
had their breech parts removed and 
thrown away.

| A ‘*Seaman,’' in writing to the

‘*Your editorial comment on Mr. 
Chandler’s scheme of a canal from the 
Weymouth Fore river to Fall River 
shows plainly the foolishness of such 
la plan, According to Mr. Chandler's 
| figures, the distance to Point Judith 
would be 75 miles. This conld not be 
; made in less than 10 hours, allowing an 
average rate of speed of 7 1-2 knots for 
the entire distance, both in canal and 
in the rivers and bay, with no time out 
at either entrance. 

‘Allowing this, it would save only 
j about three hours fora 12-knot ship 
from Boston to Point Judith. A 15- 
knot ship—a steamer making the speed 
of the older of the Sound passenger 
ships—would, on these figures,make no 
saving at all, and a 16 or 17 knot ship 
would lose time by using the canal.

Help Next Week. 


The Granite Manufacturers will 
probably open their yards and resume 
business on Monday, April 2. The men 
employed will be paid according to 
the last offer made by the Manu- 
facturers’ Committee to the conference 
held last Monday evening, as follows: 


‘‘Eight hours to constitute a day’s 
work 6 days in the week, as already 
agreed to: the pay to be same as paid 
for 9 hours in the bill of 1899, with an 
eleven per cent. increase in the piece 
price list of 1899. This agreement to 
remain in force to March Ist, 1905."’ 


The ‘Manufacturers report that they 
have already had applications from 
some of their men to return to work, 
and think it will not be long before 
they have all the men the want.

Weymouth Was Ready. 

Weymouth’s heart is in the right 
spot, as the town is lamenting because 
it did not render aid at the Quincy fire 
on Sunday.

On certain days hot soups or chowders 
are prepared and served with soda 
crackers for the same price as before 
mentioned. Of course it will be seen 
that in the preparation of these various 
articles the one in charge must be well 
informed as to the best method of 
cooking in order that no unhealthful 
product may be placed before the 
pupils, this is very ably managed for 
Boston by the New Enlgand Kitchen.

The topic is illustrated by the par- 
able of the ¢wo sons, in which Christ 
leads the fault finding Jews to con- 
demn themselyes and pay a tribute to 
the obedience of the gentiles. 

THE PARABLE, 

“A certain man had two sons, and he 
came to the first and said, ‘Son, go 
work today in my vineyard.” He an- 
swered and said, ‘I will not,’ but after- 
ward he repented and went. And he 
came to the second and said likewise. 
And he answered and said, ‘I go, sir,’ 
and be went not. Whether of the twain 
did the will of his father?” 

THE INTERPRETATION. 

The father is God. The first sou rep- 
resents the gentiles, the second the 
Jews. The vineyard is the church. 
The gentiles represent the unregen- 
erate sinner, who makes no pretension, 
at the first call, to serve God; but, 
then, after thought and consideration, 
he repents and does serve him. The 
Jews, on the other hand, pretended to 
serve God, but were hypocritical in 
their pretenses. They said, “I go, sir,” 
but went not. Of the two classes, the 
former, of course, came nearer to do- 
ing the will of God. 

THE APPLICATION. 

| Though Christ spoke this parable for 
the benefit of the chief priests and eld- 
ers who were trying to entrap Him, 
yet it has a universal application.

The first 
makes uo pretension of serving God 
and often boasts of the fact that they 
are not Lypocrities at least, but this

The man who shamelessly 
and boastfully proclaims his disobe- 
dience does not thereby relieve himself 
of it. It is not the confession of the 
boaster, but the confession of the peni- 
tent, that brings forgiveness and par- 
don. It was only when this son repent- 
ed and obeyed his father that he was 
worthy of praise, and, therefore, how 
much better it would have been had 
he willingly obeyed from the first call. 
And what a risk be ran in disobeying 
for a time!

Puerto R can Appropriation Bill Passed by the 
Senate, 35 to 15. 

Washington, March 24—The senate 
yesterday adopted the conference report 
on the Puerto Rican relief bill, by a vote 
of 35 to 15, practically a strict party ex- 
pression No Democrat voted for the 
report, but Mr. Stewart (Nev.) voted 
with the Republicans. 

The time of discussion was consumed 
principaily by Mr. Tillman (Dem., S. C.), 
who made a fiery attack upon the meas- 
ure aS agreed upon in conference, and 
accused the Republican senators and the 
Republican party of indirection, hy- 
pocrisy and “dirty work.” His speech 
was quite characteristic, and was lis- 
tened to with interest by his colleagues 
on the floor and the people in the gal- 
leries. 

Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. 4.) followed 
with a temperate statement of those 
who not only favored the report, but the 
passage of a Puerto Rican tariff bill. 

Mr. Spooner (Rep., Wis.) closed the de- 
bate with a forceful statement in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Tillman's speech, in the 
course of which he took occasion sharply 
to criticise the South Carolina senator 
for dragging the measure into politics. 
His colloguial tilts with Mr. ‘Tillman 
were immensely enjoyed by the auditors. 

The house gave the day to private pen- 
sion bills, passing 142 of these measures. 
Late in the day Mr. Talbert raised a 
point of no quorum, and as the attend- 
ance Was small a quorum was secured 
only after a call of the house and some 
celay.

London, March 24.—A dispatch to The 


Diily News from Warrenton, dated 
Thursday, describing Lord Methuen’s 


Position there, says: A small flanking 
force, sent through Boshof, secured an 
important crossing, where the pont, or 
ferry, had been destroyed, but, foreseeing 
this, Lord Methuen had another pont 
built which is ready to be sent thither 
when an advance is considered oppor- 
tune. The cavalry and infantry column 
is en route fer this point. Thus the 
position of the Boers at Fourteen 
Streams is formidably threatened. 
Lord Methuen's advance has not been 
hurried to the relief of Mafeking, where 
the pressure apparently has been relaxed 
as a result of operations elsewhere; but 
he is confident of his ability to push aside 
the opposition on the Vaal river when 


the proper time comes. ' 


Lord Roberts’ main army continues 
waiting at Bloemfontein. No very im- 
portant movement on the part of the 
3ritish seems likely until the supply 
depots have replenished to meet the re- 
quirements of the large bodies of troops 
being assembled at the principal centers

The stone in her path 
has been the control of this port and 
Bushire—the only two on the Persian 
gulf—by England, to whom their cus- 
toms receipts were mortgaged in re- 
turn for a loan. 

Concessions to Russian capitalists | 
for railroads in Persia have been} 
granted within the last few years, and 
while none of these has had the Per- 
sian gulf as a stated objective point 
there has been talk in diplomatic cir- 
cles of extensions in the near future 
that would bring them out to the gulf.

FIRST SCHOOLMASTER. 


(Continued from March 10.) 

16 May, 1704. Then voted, by the 
inhabitants of Braintree, lawfully as- 
sembled, that the present selectmen 
treat and agree with Mr. Benjamin 
Thompson for an abiding schoolmas- 
ter, not exceeding thirty pounds per 
annum in or as money, during the 
time he performs the work until the 
present law referring to schcols be 
repealed. ’’ 

The law referred to is probably that 
passed three years before, which, in 
consequence of the neglect of diverse 
towns to comply with statute requir- 
ing the establishment of a grammar 
school, and the employment of a 
teacher ‘‘well instructed in tongues,’’ 
had enacted more stringent measures, 
by penalties and otherwise, to enforce 
the same. 


The following vote applies to the 
lands conveyed to the town by Cod- 
dington. It is not unadvisable that 
later generations should keep it in 
mind. 

24 March, 1707. ‘‘Then voted, that 
the town’s school lands that have 
hitherto been devoted to the use of the 


school in this town shall lie for the use 
of the schoo] in this town forever.’’ 

Mr. Tompson had disappeared in 17- 

10. He died on the 15th of April, 1714, 
aged 72.* 
28 November, 1710. ‘*Then voted, that 
Mr. Adams the present school-master, 
be empowered to demand a load of wood 
of each boy that comes to school this 
winter.’’ 

This provision seems to have proved

December, 1713, ‘‘Then voted,

GOLDEN’S REVELATION 


Of Plot to “ill Enough Democrats 
to Make It Our Way,” 


Says That Two Negroes Were 
Hired to Kill Goebel. 


Taylor and Powers Were implicated In Bringing 
Mountain Feudists to Frankfort. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 26.—The con- 
spiracy to assassinate Governor Goebel 
was laid bare by F. Wharton Golden, a 
witness for the prosecution. Golden was 
practically one of the conspirators and 
knew many of the details of their plans. 
He is weak, physically, and was on the 
point of collapse several times during the 
examination. He declared during his 
testimony that “John Powers told me 
that fhey had two niggers here to kill 
Goebel. They were Hecker Smith and 
Dick Coombs.” 

Golden told a story of the events lead- 
ing up to the murder, that, if substan- 
tiated, will, in the minds of those con- 
nected with the prosecution at least, 
probably go far toward proving the con- 
tentions of the commonwealth that the 
murder was the result of a planin which 
several prominent men were involved. 
Whether the defense will seek to im- 
peach Golden’s testimony in this pre- 
liminary examination is not known, as 
the attorneys for the defense will not 
talk on the subject, but, unless such at- 
tempt is made, the commonwealth will 
rest its case, both County Attorney Post- 
grove and Attorney Campbell being sat- 
isfled that enough evidence has been 


presented to hold the defendants on the 
charg«s. 
Golden, who claims to have been a 


friend to Secretary Powers and _ his 
brother, John Powers, for years, gave 
testimony that was particularly damag- 
ing to John Powers, but he also brought 
in the names of many others, including 
Charles Finley, W. H. Culton and Gov- 
ernor Taylor, in his story of the bring- 
ing of the mountaineers to Frankfort 
previous to the assassination. Gov- 
¢rnor Taylor, however, was not directly 
implicated, and the attorneys for the 
commonwealth intimated that they do 
not expect to have his name brought 
forth. prominently in the story of the al- 
leged conspiracy. 

Golden was not cross-examined, and 
adjournment was taken on account of 
his physical condition, the witness hav- 
ing a slight hemorrhage, and becoming 
so weak under the strain of the ex- 
amination that he begged to be allowed 
a respite. He was quite nervous at 
times. Golden's testimony tended to 
show that an arrangement was 
made to bring several hundred 
“regular mountaineer feudists’” to 
Frankfort, who would, if necessary, as 
Golden expressed it, “‘go into the legis- 
lative hall and kill off enough Democrats 
to make it our way.” 

The testimony did not show that the 
alleged plot to kill Goebel was part of the 
original plan, nor did it contain the 
names of those who conceived that idea. 
But the commonwealth sought to show 
by Golden's conversations with various 
people that not only John,and Caleb 
Powers, but others, as well, had full 
knowledge of the alleged plan of assas-~ 
sination. 

If witness Golden really goes on the 
stand for cross-examination today, the 
defense hopes to conclude the examining 
trial tomorrow. Golden is the last of 
the prosecution's witnesses, so it has 
been understood. 

It is the general impression that the de- 
fense may make no effort to controvert 
Golden's statement in the examining 
trial. An examining judge needs to 
have only a reasonable suspicion of guilt 
to bind a prisoner over to the grand jury, 
and, as it is evident that Judge Moore 
has this, it would be folly for the defense 
to show its hand before the real trial. 

The whole of Golden's testimony tend- 
ed to throw suspicion on “Tallow Dick” 
Coombs, a colored barber at Beattyville. 
Coombs says he can prove his innocence, 
and is willing to go into custody if he is 
wanted. 

A surprise may be sprung by the prose- 
cution in the introduction of Mrs. Golden 
as a witness, inasmuch as it has been the 
impression in reports sent out from Bar- 
boursville that Mrs. Golden was angry 
with her husband on account of his con- 
fession. 

The Republican adjutant general, 
Collier, denies the story that mines are 
being laid around the arsenal and capi- 
tol grounds, and in an explanatory let- 
ter to the Democratic assistant adjutant 
general, Murray, Collier says that some 
indiscreet men at the arsenal had dug 
trenches and made a pretense of laying 
mines to create a sensation, but the work 
was without the sanction or knowledge 
of Genera! Collier, and the men engaged 
have been sharply reprimanded. 


Confessed to Setting Reformatory Alire. 

Boston, March 26.—After a week of in- 
vestigation, Superintendent Seavey of 
the boys’ reformatory at Rainsford isl 
and succeeded in locating the culprits 
who set the fire at that institution. 
George A. Effler, 18 years old; Joseph 
Cox, 17, and William Havey, 16, confessed 
their guilt. Effiler and Cox were two of 
the boys who were concerned in a pre- 


vious fire there.

CIGARETS WORSE THAN WKISKY. 
Users of ‘Coffin Nails’ Receive a Warning 
From the Chief of the Weather Bureau. 
Washington, March 26.—Chief Moere 
of the weather bureau has issued an or- 
der prohibiting the smoking of cigarets 
during office hours. He also announces 
that those who smoked them at any time 
would be mentioned in the confidential 
reports which are made to-him by heads 
of the several offices and divisions 

throughout the service, 

Chief Moore said yesterday: “In this 
fervice we are compelled to maintain a 
very strict discipline to secure satisfac- 
tory results, and I am entirely satisfied 
that cigaret smoking does not tend to- 
ward this end. Some of our men who 
Were regarded as the most thorough, 
competent and reliable gradually became 
careless and lax. In almost every in- 
stance it was found that the men were 
cigaret fiends. Men who use cigarets 
seem to become deadened to the fact that 
neglect of duty means reproval, suspen- 
sion or expulsion, I had rather have in 
the service a man who drinks a quart of 
whisky every 24 hours than a confirmed 
cigaret smoker. The former can be 
trusted when the lattercannot. Cigars 
ai.d pipes are not barred.” 


Ungentlemanly Conduct cf Students. 

Columbia, Mo., March 26.—Students of 
the state university engaged in a fu- 
tious pitched battle in the auditorium 
of the institution Saturday night. There 
was intense rivalry between the classes 
over the preliminary contest to select 
representatives of Missotri university to 
appear in the debate with Nebraska uni- 
versity. While awaiting the decision of 
the judges, members of the academic 
classes and the law students came to- 
gether in front of the rostrum and 
fought. The lights were turned out and 
the struggle went on in the dark, doors 
being broken down and furniture 
smashed. Six of the students had their 
clothing torn into ribbons, but no one 
was badly hurt. 


Delayed For a Few Days. 

Berne, March 26.—The Delagoa Bay 
arbitration judgment has been post- 
poned for a few days. This is because 
of difficulties which arose at the moment 
of signing the award with respect to the 
distribution of the indemnity among the 
different groups of claimants. The 
amount of the indemnity has been set- 
tled; and the question of division is one 
of secondary importanee, which will 
speedily be settled. It is thought almost 
certain that the court of arbitration will 
finally leave the division to the parties 
themselves. 


Death Attributed to Whisky. 

Haverhill, Mass., March 26.—Whisky 
is believed to have caused the death of 
Jeremiah M. O'Connor. Ss vears old. and 
unmarried, who was found unconscious 
in the rear of the gas works Sunday af- 
ternoon, and who died while he was being 
removed. With him was George Lowry, 
who was very much intoxicated. Lowry 
said that he and O'Connor had drank a 
large quantity of whisky, after which 
they laid down to sleep off the effects, 
O'Connor was in good health Saturday 
night and there is no suspicion of foul 
play. 


Highest Wages In Thirty Years. 

Philadelphia, March 26.—In accordance 
with their notice promising an advance 
to their employes, to take effect April 1, 
1900, the Berwind White Coal Mining com- 
pany yesterday notified all its miners of 
a general average advance of 20 per- 
cent. The miners are now placed upon 
a basis of 60 cents per gross ton, and all 
day labor increased accordingly. This 
advance will make the wages paid the 
highest paid during the past 30 years. 
The company have made their advances 
voluntarily. 

Minister Regrets His Departure. 

Washington, March 26.—Chin Pom Ye, 
envoy extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentlary of Korea to this government, 
will sail from New York next Saturday 
for Paris to begin his new duties abroad. 
He has been transferred to Paris, Vienna 
and St. Petersburg, at which capitals he 
will represent his government In the 
future. The minister expresses his re- 
gret at leaving this country, to which he 
says he has become greatly attached. 


Indians Surrounded by Mexicans, 

Sonora, Mex., March 26.—General Tor- 
res’ force of Mexican troops has a large 
body of Yaqui Indians surrounded north 
of Torin, and the early surrender or the 
complete annihilation of the rebels is 
considered certain to take place. The 
Indians were neatly caught in the trap, 
and have no means of escaping ex- 
cept to cut their way through the ranks 
of the government troops. This body 
is said to number fully 800 braves. 


Many Thousands Wil! Be Idle. 

Nek York, March 26.—A strike of 30,000 
members of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists and the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers in the New York 
district may be precipitated this week 
by the action of the New York and New 
Jersey Machinery Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation in organizing to resist the demand 
for a 9-hour day, which was to have been 
made on April 1. This was announced 
at the meeting of the Central Federated 
union yesterday. 


Got a Generous Send Off. 

Rouen, March 26.—The United States 
auxiliary cruiser Prairie sailed for the 
Wnited States yesterday. An immense 
crowd bade the vessel a hearty farewell. 
Commander Mackenzie hoisted the tri- 
color, and saluted it with 21 guns, in ac- 
cordance with orders from Washington. 


Revolution Still On. 

Kingston, Jam., March 26.—Mail ad- 
vices received from Colombia report that 
the revolutionists have been pressing the 
government forces and that a large num- 
ber of political prisoners, taken last week

IS GLOSELY INVESTED. 


Latest Reports From Mafeking Show 
the Situation to Be Very Serions, 


Burghers of Philippolis Take 
Oath of Allegiance. 


Coolness Between Robe:ts and Kitchener Due 
to Latier’s Blunder at Paardeberg. 


London, March 26.—The Daily Maii 
publishes the following from Mafeking, 
dated March 14; We are still being 
heavily shelled. ‘There have been sev- 
eral casualties. Skirmishing continues 
in the trenches. The native food ques- 
tion is becoming a difficulty. The Boers 
have broken the arrangement to re- 
spect the Sabbath by not firing, and have 
seized the opportunity to extend their 
trenches. 

Lady Sarah Wilson, in a dispatch from 
Mafeking, dated March 14, says: We 
have received news of the relief of Lady- 
smith, but it serves to increase our dis- 
appointment, as there is no prospect of 
our relief. The town remains closely in- 
vested. The Boers are reported to be 
very numerous and strongly entrenched 
between us and Colonel Plumer’s force. 
Some of the natives are dying of starva- 
tion, owing to their prejudice against 
horsefiesh. 

Except for the “unfortunate occur- 
rence,” as Lord Roberts calls it, which 
resulted in the killing of Lieutenant 
Lygon and the wounding and capture of 
Lieutenant Colonel Crabbe, Lieutenant 
Colonel Codrington and Captain Trotter, 
the campaign presents no new features. 
The mishap to the guards’ officers is a 
testimony to their bravery, but not their 
discretion. They met a party of five 
Boers, whom they tried to capture. The 
Boers took refuge on a kopje, where 
three of their comrades were hidden, and 
within five minutes every member of the 
British party was hit. 

Mail accounts of the capture of Gen- 
eral Cronje, just received, bring out in- 
teresting. points as to the rapidity with 
which Lord Roberts changed his plans 
when he found that General Cronje had 
escaped from Magersfontein, where it 
was originally intended to attack or close 
in upon him. Lord Kitchener was sent 
forward to intercept him, and at the bat- 
tle of Paardeberg, Lord Kitchener seems 
to have shown that he is better as an 
organizer than as a fighter, for it was at 
his order that the British infantry re- 
peated the blunders of other generals, 
attacking intrenched Boers, who allowed 
the Britishers to get within 1000 yards 
before opening fire. As the British had 
absolutely no cover, they lost heavily 
and uselessly and were compelled to fall 
back momentarily with some amount of 
confusion and to withdraw their trans- 
Port to a safe distance. 

This fact makes a significant com- 
mentary upon the rumors that have been 
in circulation of some coolness between 
Lord Kitchener and Lord Roberts, which 
is said to have accounted for the fer- 
mer being sent to Prieska to suppress the 
rebellion. 


Griquatown was reoccupied Thursday 
by 400 Boers. A column left Kimberley 
Friday to drive them out. It is reported 
that all the loyalists there, including the 
women, have been imprisoned. 

General Clements entered Philippolis 
at noon Saturday. He assembled the 
burghers and addressed them, and read 
Lord Roberts’ proclamation in Dutch and 
English. “The futuer of the Free State, 
he declared, would have to be decided by 
her majesty's advisers, but the burghers 
might be certain that the late govern- 
ment at Bloemfontein would never be 
restored. 

He advised all the Inhabitants to ac- 
cept the inevitable, and to obey all the 
orders of the military and other authori- 
ties duly appointed, intimating that the 
landdrost and sheriffs had been ap- 
pointed under the queen. The burghers 
began taking the oath of allegiance, and 
surrendering their arms. 

The Boers who on Friday killed Lieu- 
tenant Lygon of the Grenadier guards 
and wounded Lieutenant Colonel Crabbe, 
Lieutenant Colonel Codrington and Cap- 
tain Trotter of the Coldstream guards, 
who had ridden eight or nine miles be- 
yond their camp on the Modder river 
without escort, except one trooper, were 
members of the Johannesburg mounted 
police. After dressing the wounded, 
they sent them to the British camp in an 
ambulance. 

The total British losses thus far, ex- 
clusive of the invalids sent home, are 16,- 
418, in killed, wounded and missing. 

The Times has the following from 
Rouxville, dated Saturday: Com- 
nmiandant Olivier, with a strong force and 
15 guns, {s moving north of Ladybrand. 
A large Boer convoy has been seen from 
Basutoland proceeding toward Clocolan. 
General French may intercept It. 


Chinaman Charged With Embezzlement. 

Boston, March 26.—L. Ging, a China- 
man, 38 years old, is in custody for al- 
leged embezzlement, upon complaint of 
a fellow celestial, Li Song, who claims 
that he gave Ging a check on the Massa- 
chusetts National bank representing 
$3000 in Chinese money, to be transferred 
to the former’s Hong Kong account. 
Ging, it is claimed, had the money trans- 
ferred to his own account and the money 
was sent to Hong Kong.

Opposition to $18,000 for a New 
Fire Station. 


Annex for Ward Room May 
Be Dropped. 


The Joint Committee of Council 
Evenly Divided. 


The joint committee of the City 
Council on Finance, Public Buildings 
and Fire Department held a meeting at 
City Hall on Saturday evening. The 
Wollaston fire station order was under 
consideration. It was unanimously 
agreed that Wollaston should have a 
two-way house. The question is as to 
the cost. Wollaston’s delegation has 
asked for an appropriation of $18,000. 
According to the plans presented with 
the order. This includes the erection 
of a two-way house of brick, 71 feet by 
36 feet, with a tower 60 feet high. 
Annexed to this station by an L is a 
ward room, octagonial in shape, and 
52 feet in diameter. 

The plans have the official endorse- 
ment of Commissioner Knowlton and 
Chief Williams, as to their perfect 
adaptibility for the purpose for which 
they are intended. Bearing in mind 
the blunders and poor material which 
entered into the construction of the 
Central Fire station the specifications 
for this station call for only first class 
material. 

A well-known firm of Boston con- 
tractors recently took these plans and 
specifications,and tiguring on the basis 
of the best material attainable includ- 
ing a steam heating plant, made the 
total cost of the structure, exclusive of 
supervision and grading, $16, 600. 

It was estimated that by omitting the 
ward room that about $3,000, could be 
saved making the tost $13,600. It is 
understood that it is upon this particu- 
lar point that the committee is divided, 
standing at the meeting 5 to 5. 

It is conceded upon all sides that it 
is imperative that Wollaston should 
have a fire station ready for occupancy 
before winter sets in,the present build- 
ing being in sucha dilapitated condi- 
tion that it is unfit for occupancy. ‘The 
ward can get along without the ward 
room a couple of years longer. Chief 
Williams streneously objects to having 
the ward room in the second story of 
the station as it would bea hindrance 
to the department im many ways. The 
modern idea (Malden and Medford for 
illustration) is to have them annexed. 

It would seem as though there was 
an opportunity for concession from 
both parties. It is understood that the 
opposition will favor an order for $15,- 
000 to cover building, heating, lighting, 
and grading, in fact the total cost of 
the structure, but will oppose to the 
last the $18,000 order. On the other 
hand the Wollaston delegation strene- 
ously favors $18,000. 

It is probable that a compromise will 
be effected by amending the order so 
that it shall read $15,000,and asking for 
the construction of the fire station 
with the omission of the ward room 
for the present. 

Architecturally the building will be 
@ great addition to the city. The 
erection of a public building is a 
matter of art as well as of construction, 
The creditable appearance of the city, 
its attractiveness for visitors,and there- 
fore, toa great extent its prosperity 
depends very largely upon the 
character of its public buildings. Our 
city has been peculiarly unfortunate 
in its civie architecture.

Pressure on the Nerve’ of Mrs, F, G. 
Parker's Eyes Relieved by Tre-

The miracle working hand of mod- 
ern surgery laid on sightless eyes has 
released Mrs. F. G. Parker of Chicago 
from a seven years’ bondage in dark- 
ness.

Washington, March 26.—The Repub- 
lican senators will make another effort 
in caucus, at 4 p. m. today, to reach an 
agreement upon a line of policy to be 


| pursued with reference to Puerto Rican 


legislation. 

Previous to the caucus Senator Fora- 
ker, who is in charge of the legislation, 
expects to secure the approval of the 
senate committee pn Puerto Rico for the 
separation of the tariff feature from the 
governmental bill with the view of hav- 
ing the senate pass upon the tariff ques- 
tion disconnected from all other features 
of the subject. The house bill is a tariff 
measure simply, and with the separation 
effected the next effort will be to secure 
legislation upon the basis of the house 
bill. 

The caucus is expected to deal only 
with the house bill, and the particular 
question which the caucus will have to 
decide is whether the house bill shall be 
accepted as it came from the house or be 
amended. There are two contending 
elements on the Republican side of the 
senate, one of which is disposed to de- 
mand that the tariff bill shall stand un-

It is considered possible that the 
amendments may be adopted, but before 
they are acted upon Senator Foraker will 
in.press upon the caucus the possibility 
of an adverse attitude on the part of the 
house and of a deadlock between the two 
bodies in case the bill is amended. 

The extreme tariff men claim that they 
have votes sufficient to carry the house 
biil unamended. The free traders claim 
14 Republican votes in opposition, which 
would be sufficient to defeat the bill. 


The senate will give the greater share 
of its time again this week to the Puerto 
Rican question, and the outlook is for 
the continuation of the animated scenes 
of last week. Puerto Rico, however, ac- 
cording to present indications, will step 
aside temporarily at the beginning of the 
week, in order to afford Senator Carter 
an opportunity to secure consideration 
for his Alaskan code bill. 

The present conditoin of affairs in 
Alaska and the prospect of a still greater 
influx of people into that territory make 
the Alaskan legislation very important, 
and the condition of the Puerto Rican 
legislative affairs is such as to make It 
convenient to give Alaska the much- 
desired opportunity.

Transvaal and Orang: Free State Declared to 


Be Liberal to Ail Dencminations. 
Baltimore, March 26.—An erthusiastic 


mass meeting of Boer sympathizers here 
yesterday was addressed by 


Montagu 
White, representing the Transvaal, and 
Philip L. Wessels of the Orange Free 
State. Mr. White said in part: 

“The Dutch simply want to be let 
alone, to live by themselves and remain 
a free and independent nation, the same 
The war is far from being 
Events will follow shortly which 
will startle the world. 

“General Cronje’s defeat was nothing 
for the English to be proudof. The Boer 
general was outnumbered ten to one, and 
had it not been for the terrible situation 
he was placed in by the intolerable 
stench of dead horses and mules, which 
was fast breeding disease, Cronje’s gal- 
lant band would have been in the 
trenches today.” 

Among other things, Mr. Wessel said: 
“I want to emphatically deny that there 
is anything like a religious persecution 
of the Catholics, Jews or any other de- 
nomination in the Transvaal or the Free 
State. The Roman Catholic church is 
one of the most prosperous religious de- 
nominations in South Africa, and, as for 
the Jew, the plum that he has picked 
out of that country does not appear that 
he has been persecuted. Mr. Bauman,a 
Jew, is our chief surveyor of the Orange 
Free State, and another Jew is master of 
transportation of the federal army. A 
fine Jewish synagogue was recently 
erected in Bloemfontein, and President 
Steyn presided at the exercises held when 
the movement to build it was started. 
Mr. Carroll, who was manager of my 
store for years, is an Irish Catholic, and 
now holds a high position in the govern- 
ment service. 

“In Bloemfontein have a home 
which is run by Catholic sisters, a school 
and other Catholic institutions, which 
receive state aid. Under the shadow 
of President Kruger’s church in Pretoria 
is a great convent of Catholic uns, who 
have a college which is aided by the 
state.”

Haverhill, Mass., March 26.—While at- 
tending the Trinity M. E. church Sunday 
afternoon, Mrs. E. Frances French suf- 
fered a paralytic shock and died ina few 
moments from its effects. She leaves no 
family. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 

“Free Trade With Puerto Rico” was 
the subject for discussion at the dinner 
of the New England Free Trade league 
at Boston, and policy of President Mc- 
Kinley in dealing with the Puerto Rico 
and Philippine questions was severely at- 
tacked. 

The Clinton liberal institute at Fort 
Pliin, N. Y., a college preparatory school 
and military academy, was destroyed by 
fire. The loss is estimated at $100,000. 
The personal losses of the members of 
the faculty and students are heavy. 

Ira E. Bride, one of the oldest and best 
auction poo! sellers and bookmakers in 
the country, died at Detroit, aged 65 
years, of paralysis. 

St. Ann’s Roman Catholic church at 
Eel Brook, near Yarmouth, N. S., was 
reduced to ashes. The loss is $10,000. 

The outlook for the adoption of a slid- 
ing scale of wages mutually satisfactory 
to manufacturers and operatives of Fall 
River is far from bright. 

The Massachusetts general hospital 
has received a gift of $75,000, conditional 
upon the same amount in addition being 
raised, to be used for a new out patient 
building. The gift has been formally ac- 
cepted. The name of the donor is not 
made public. 

Since the announcement that a fund 
would be raised for the benefit of the 
widow of General Henry of the United 
States army tnany contributions have 
been received by the committee in 
charge. The total to date is $6262. 

Secretary Hay states that, so faras he 
knows, there is no foundation for the 
announcement by Wilfrid Laurier, the 
Canadian premier, that the American- 
Canadian commission wiil soon reas- 
semble. 

A fire in the Potter block at Stoning- 
ton, Conn., caused upwards of $9000 
damage. 

Rollo O. Heikes of Dayton, O., captured 
the “castiron” medal, emblematic of the 
American championship at live pigeons, 
at Yardville, Pa. 

The state department has issued the 
necessary papers for the extradition of 
Nathan Musher, who has been arrested 
and detained in London. Musher is 
charged with forging notes in New York 
and securing $20,000 on them. 

Mrs. N. B. Vars, aged 24, of Kittemaug, 
Conn., died as a result of a quantity of 
poison taken by mistake. 

The international chess match between 
English and American teams resulted in 
favor of America by six games to four. 

John Scott, editor and proprietor of the 
Peterboro (N. H.) Tranécript, died at a 
hospital at Wellesley, Mass. About a 
week ago he left Peterboro in a nervous 
condition and grew constantly worse, 
He was born in Peterboro in 1844 and al- 
ways resided there. He served in the 
army and was a member of the New 
Hampshire legislature of 1887-88. 

Letters received from Mr. Clemens 
(Mark Twain) say that he and his family 
will soon réturn to Hartford and take up 
their permanent home there. 
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CHILDREN’S NOVEL SCHOOL. 


Virginia Farm te Be Made the Home 
of a New Pedagogy. 

A pew departure in educational in- 
stitutions is to be made by Dr. Maxi- 
milian Groszmann of Milwaukee, who: 
recently léft for Virginia, where on & 
small farm he will establish a school 
for what are technically known as 
“minor mental abnormalities,” but 
which Dr. Groszmann explains are 
merely the “queer” children of many 
a household whose right development 
can best be secured by taking them 
out of their home environment. The 
school will open on April 1. It will be 
backed by New York people who are 
interested in the subject, and it al- 
ready has its pupils promised. 

“The school will be something entire- 
ly new in education circles of the Unit- 
ed States,’ said Dr. Groszmann re- 
cently to a reporter of the Milwaukee 
Sentinel. “Of late there have been a 
number of schools for feebleminded 
children and more recently still the 
psychological school of Dr. Dewey in 
Chicago, which is doing a great work. 
But the feebleminded schools do not 
reach the class of children I have in 
mind, while the Dewey school cannot 
meet all their needs, admirable as it Is. 

“My plan is to take a comparatively 
small number of abnormal children 
who are the victims of family enyiron- 
went or who are overprecocious or ap- 
parently dull and educate them along 
natural lines, giving them plenty of 
manual training, much nature work 
and seeing that the special needs of 
each case are studied from the most 
approved theories of child study. It 
is estimated that fully 10 per cent of 
the children in the public schools 
should by right have special attention 
instead of beipg brought under the 
hard and fast rules of a large school 
system. You will find them both in 
the homes of the rich and of the poor, 
though the cause is usually different in 
the respective cases. Often, indeed, 
the best possible thing for such a child 
is to remove him from his home sur- 
roundings and place him in a healthful 
educational atmosphere, where the best 
that is in him will be brought out and 
his body and mind so trained that he 
can go back to his proper place in the 
home and the school.” 

The farm where the Groszmann 
school is to be located is near Char- 
lottesville, Va. It was purchased by 
Dr. Groszmann when his failing health 
compelled him to give up his work in 
the ethical culture schools of New 
York a few years ago. The climate is 
such that the children can have an 
outdoor life all the year around, while 
the scenery is beautiful. A staff of 
teachers will be carefully chosen, but 
it is Dr. Groszmann’s idea that most 
of the teaching shall be from the con- 
crete example found in the life on the 
farm and in its locality, and he will 
have a direct personal superintendence 
of each child. Life is to be kept as 
primitive as possible, so as to counter- 
act the enervating effects of the over- 
refinement of the homes from which 
the children come. There will be pigs 
and cows and chickens and “chores” 
to be done, not because of any desire to 
save expense, but for educational value 
in the “choring.” 


SEARCHLIGHT SUBSTITUTE. 


Device to Pick Up Objects at Sea and 
Conceal the Ship's Position, 

Experiments have been recently con- 
ducted at the naval proving station at 
Indian Head with an invention desiga- 
ed to do away with the necessity of 
using the searchlight on shipboard on 
occasions when it is desired to “pick 
up” objects within a limited distance 
and yet conceal the ship's identical po- 
sition from an enemy. The invention, 
according to the New York Sun's 
Washington representative, consists of 
a shell filled with gas. When the shell 
explodes, it illuminates a considerable 
area. Its one weak point is that so far 
no shell has been found with walls 
sufficiently heavy to stand the shock 
of explosion required to project it more 
than a mile or two. Four and 6 inch 
rifles have so far been used in the 
trials, and the best results secured 
have been with a shell that explodes 
and sets the fuses burning when one 
mile distant from the ship. - 

Lieutenant Strauss, who has charge 
of the station, has made some very 
successful trials with the invention 
recently and is encouraged to believe 
that if a shell can be made which will 
stand the shock of exit from the rifle 
and at the same time will explode at 
the proper time a light can be produc- 
ed that will amswer many purposes of 
the searchlight and have the advan- 
tage of not disclosing the precise local- 
ity of the vessel firing the torch. Its 
usefulness would be apparent in a clos- 
ed harbor, where it might not be ad- 
visable to use a searchlight at all 
times. After the tests have been con- 
cluded at Indian Head several specially 
made projectiles filled with the new 
invention will be sent to some of the 
ships with a request that they continue 
the trials when practicable. It is be- 
lieved that a shell can be manufactur- 
ed capable of discharging the explo- 
sives at a distance of at least five 
miles. 


Wonderful Case of Private O'Leary. 

The case of Private O'Leary of the 
West Surrey regiment, who arrived in 
the Nile, was extraordinary. On Dec. 
15 he was shot in the head, the bullet 
penetrating the brain and rendering 
him dumb and blind, while later paral- 
ysis set in on his left side. At Maritz- 
burg hospital under the superintend- 
ence of Sir William MacCormac he 
Was operated on, the bullet being suc- 
cessfully extracted and an ounce of 
the brain and several pieces of the 
skull taken out, says the London Daily 
News. O'Leary afterward regained 
speech and was able to see and is re- 
gaining the use of bis left leg. Sir 
William MacCormac termed it a mar- 
velous recovery. .

Annual Report of Commissioner 
of Public Works. 


Says Criticisms of Depart- 
ment Were Unfair.

The report of Commissioner Cay- 
anagh for the year 1899, to be found 
in the City Books of 1899 just issued, 
is of peculiar interest, and the Ledger 
reprints it in full, It is addressed to 
Mayor Keith and reads as follows:

**Despite unfair criticism, 
the misfortune of public life, I claim, 
without fear of contradiction, that the 
affair and records of this department 
will show an honest effort to efficiently 
and economically carry out the busi- 
ness of this department and the accom- 
plishment of many long-desired, much- 
needed and beneficial improvements. 

‘I do not hesitate to say that the 
streets of the city are in better condi- 
tion at the present time than ever be- 
fore. This I think is very creditable, 
when we take into consideration the 
poor condition of the streets at the 
beginning of the year, principally on 
many excavations for

account of the 
sewers, water works underground 
wires, 

‘As the department equipment has 
been allowed to run down, it was 
necessary to expend quite a sum for 
the purchase of horses, wagons, 
ete., to put the department in its 
proper condition. 

**A considerable amount of perma- 
nent work has, however, been accom- 
plished during the past year. It has 
been my policy, and it should be the 
policy of the Commissioner in the 
future, to do a certain amount of 
permanent work upon our streets each 
year, and to carry forward such 
struction ‘in a systematic manner, 
This work should be begun upon the 
streets that are in most constant use, 
and which are in 
some repairs. 

‘In the line of paved streets, oar 
city is not so progressive as other 
municipalities of the same population. 
Few cities the size of Quincy have less 
miles of paved streets. It is my 
opinion that an appropriation should 
be made each year for this work, until 
our city compares favorably in the 
mileage of improved streets with other 
cities of the same size. 

‘‘Among some of the permanent 
work accomplished this year was the 
paving of Hancock street, on the east 
side from City Square to Gilmore 
street, a distance of about 4,000 feet 
and the paving of Quarry street from 
Granite street to Kidder street, a dis- 
tance of about 1,000 feet; the widening 
of Hancock street between Music [all 
building and School street; the re- 
building of Billings road; the widen- 
ing and laying out of Coddington and 
Sea streets; the widening of School, 
Willard and Howard streets, and many 
other smaller improvements. 

‘‘as the appropriations were not 
passed by the City Council until the 
latter part of June and as all this work 
was 
December first, you can readily see that 
with the ordinary duties of Commis- 
sioner of Pablic Works, combined with 
the duties of Superintendent of Water 
Works, [ had more than a little to 
attend to.

| erected by the French government are

| Most of these are of herole size, and 
| many of them are exquisitely modeled 
figures. All have been placed to the 
best advantage, some as the central 
| Ornaments to facades, others on sep- 
arate pedestals and again others crowu 
columns or capitals. 
| A walk throngh the expesition 
grounds will be like a stroll through 
some vast salon of statuary. Those 
who hurry on to see the interiors of 
the buildings and do not pause to view 
from famous stu-

dios will miss much. 

One of the most striking 
that which crowns the chief entrance 
to the grounds. lt is a female figure of 
heroic size which typifies the city of 
Paris. It is the work of M. Moreau 
Vauthier. The pose and gesture of the 
igure are queenly and the manage- 
ment of the drapery most effective.

FRESH INFORMATION 


Furnished the Prosecution by a Sus- 
peet In Goebel Assassination Case, 


Powers Held For the Grand 
Jury Without Bail. 


No Testimony Introduced For the Defense in 
the Conspiracy Case.

, March 28.—There were 

developments in the 
Goebel assassination case yesterday. In 
the afternosn W. H. Culton, who waived 
examination and was held over to the 
circuit court, went to the Capitol hotel, 
vhere he was in conference with the at- 
torneys for the prosecution for over two 
hours. He was accompanied by his 
brother-in-law, E. E. Hogg, who is also 
his attorney. It was reported at the time 
that Culton had made some kind of a 
confession, but later it developed that 
the information gained was not as 
sweeping in character as was at first 
reported. Culton’s friends, who are in 
his confidence, say that his statement 
was not in the nature of a confession, but 
they admit that he gave the prosecution 
such information as he had and which 
had heretofore not come out. Besides 
Culton and T Campbell there were 
present at the conference Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Franklin, County At- 
torney Pot Ove Rev. Mr. Culton, 
father of the p er, and E. E. Hogg. 

While this going on Henry E. 
Youtsey, who was arrested at noon and 
locked up in jail, charged with being an 
accessory, sent for Campbell, and the 
latter visited him in jail and was closeted 
With him for some time. Youtsey, when 
he was arrested, told the officers that 
the prosecution had promised not to ar- 
rest him and he complained that that 
side had broken faith with him? 

The report that Youtsey had nade 
revelations to the prosecution seems to 
be wholly unfounded. On the contrary, 
it is said Youtsey stoutly maintained his 
own innocence, and said he stood ready 
to tell all he knew, nothing of which was 
of a criminaling nature. Youtsey's at- 
torneys say they will go before Judge 
Moore and ask an immediate examining 
trial. 

One of the leaders in the prosecution 
eaid: “Youtsey told us nothing that we 
Gid not know already and we gained 
nothing from him, but we were compen- 
Bated for the loss of what we hoped to 
extract from him by what we did get in 
the way of information from Mr. Cul- 
ton.” 

Youtsey, who is Republican 
Sweeney's private secretary, was ar- 
rested as the man with the black mous- 
tache whom Golden mentioned in his tes- 
timony as the man to whom John Powers 
gave the key to Caleb Power's office. 
The warrant charges him with being an 
accessory before the fact to the murder 
of Governor Goebel. 

The fourth day of the examining trial 
of the Republican secretary of state, 
Caleb Powers, began with the courtroom

cleared of all persons excepting attor- 
heys, newspaper representatives and 
officers of the court. 


When Judge Moore called for order, 
the attorneys for the defense held a con- 
sultation and called County Attorney 
Potsgrove. Immediately after the con- 
sultation, Governor Brown for the de- 
fense announced that no testimony would 
be introduced for the defense, and they 
would waive further examination. The 
pardon issued to Powers by Governor 
Taylor was tendered by ex-Governor 
Brown as a bar to the prosecution, and 
he asked that the defendant be dis- 
missed. 

Lawyer Campbell said the common- 
wealth denied Governor Taylor's right 
to issue a pardon at the time the pardon 
was granted. Governor Brown moved 
that the prisoner be dismissed upon the 
evidence. The motion was overruled. 
Bail was asked for. 

Judge Moore said: “ It is not my be- 
lief that Powers tired the shot which 
killed Governor Goebel, but from the 
evidence it is my opinion that he was con- 
nected with the conspiracy to kill him. 
I shall, therefore, order the prisoner be 
held over without bail to the Franklin 
county grand jury that the case may be 
further investigated.” 

At 2 o'clock Attorney Potgrove an- 
nounced that the commonwealth was 
ready to proceed with the trial of either 
Culton or Davis. A consultation of all 
the attorneys was held, after which Cap- 
tain Davis was brought into the court 


room, Culton having come in early with 
his private guard. 
Attorney Ramsey, Culton’s leading 


counsel, announced that his client would 
waive his examining trial. In the case 
of Captain Davis Attorney Dunlap, for 
the defense, stated that the defendant 
would waive examination, and that an 
agreeinent had been entered into that 
bail should be fixed for Davis at $5000. 
The court then entered an order admit- 
ting Davis to bail. 


Cabinet Decides to Take No Action. 

Washington, March 28.—The cabinet 
meeting yesterday was almost wholly 
taken up with discussion of the Ken- 
tucky situation, and it was decided to 
take no action whatever. The fact that 
the guns now in the hands of the Demo- 
crat militia are government property Is 
recognized, but as long as the guns are 
kept in good condition there is no dis- 
position to interfere. 
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RUTLAND EMBEZZLEMENT CASE. 


Mussey Unable to Secure $100,000 Bail. 
McClure Borrowed $145,000 From Cashier. 

Rutland, Vt., March 24.—Charles W. 
Mussey, the self-confessed defaulting 
cashier of the Merchants’ National bank, 
is not likely to be heard in court Friday, 
as intended, by reason of the absence of 
District Attorney Martin of Brattleboro, 
who is in Texas. Mussey is in a poor 
physical condition and some of his 
friends fear that he will not survive his 
trial. 

The chief interest now centers around 
M. A. McClure’s affairs, and he is credited 
with saying that while he borrowed of 
Mussey all of the $145,000, he adds that 
he thought the money came from Mus- 
sey’s personal resources. He also is 
quoted as saying that Mussey had often 
warned him not to mention the transac- 
tions. H. O. Edson, whose name has 
been brought into the case, is alleged to 
have said that he received 5 percent for 
endorsing notes, but as he thought the 
money came from Mussey he did not 
keep track of the amounts, 

Mussey is still at the county jail, and 
it is not likely that anyone will try to 
raise $100,000 bail. The charges on which 
he will be heard, unless he waives the 
reading of the same and is held for the 
grand jury, are larceny, embezzlement 
and misappiication of the funds of the 
bank. 


Experts’ Work Not Completed. 
Elmira, N. Y., March 28.—Frank E. 
Bundy, the defaulting city chamberlain, 
Was arrested last night on the charg 
of grand larceny. County Judge Pratt 
went to Bundy’'s residence and admitted 
the prisoner to bail in $10,000. Bundy's 
arrest at this time wabB the result of a 
demand made by his attorneys that the 
sheriff remove from the Bundy residence 
the two deputy sheriffs who have been 
on guard there since the defanicer con- 
fessed the shortage in his accounts. The 
new city chamberlain has found another 
large deficit in one of the tax rolls, which 
brings Pundy’s shortage, se far as 
known, to about $58,000. The experts 
are stili at work on the books. 


Dr. Hillis to Leave Chicago Presbytery. 


New York. March 28.—The Brookly1 
Eagle says that Rev. Dr, Hillis, pastor 


of Plymouth church, purposes to retire 
at once from the Chicago Presbytery. 
He has reached this determination be- 
cause four clergymen connected with the 
Chicago theological seminary have ar- 
raigned him because of his denuncia- 
tion of the “hell fire and damnation” 
doctrines. With this arraignment comes 
the intimation that the four clergymen 
would not be unwilling to indulge in a 
heretic hunt, with Dr. Hillis as the per- 
son to be run to cover. Dr. Hillis will 
avoid this by promptly withdrawing 
from the Presby<ery. 


Each Side Must Share Costs. 
Harrisburg, March 28.—The trial of 
ex-Senator John J. Coyle of Philadelphia 
for bribery closed yesterday and the 
jury reached a verdict of not guilty and 
costs divided between the prosecutor and 
the defendant. After this case was given 
to the jury a continuance was granted 
in the cases against the other alleged 
bribers. They entered the bail for their 
appearance at the Juneterm. These de- 
fendants are ex-Representative John R. 
Byrne, Robert Evans and ex-Represen- 
tative Thomas M. Moyles. 


Preferred Jail to Paying Fine. 


Norwich, Conn., March 28.—Ira D. 
Main, a well-to-do farmer of North 
Stonington, who was fined $5 and 


costs, amounting to $75, in the criminal 
court of common pleas here for an in- 
fraction of the game laws, went to jail 
in preference to paying the fine. The 
statute which Main was found guilty 
of violating was framed to prevent the 
snaring of quail or woodcock during the 
closed season. This is the first case 
that has come before the court under the 
new law. 


Liberia Without a Navy. 

London, March 28.—Mail news re- 
ceived from Monrovia announces the ex- 
tinction of the Liberian navy, consisting 
of two gunboats. It is added that the 
Rocktown was sunk in the harbor of 
Monrovia March 10, while the Gorrono- 
mah capsized in the St. Paul river, where 
she was going to be overhauled. The 
gunboats cost about $140,000 and will be 
a serious loss to the government of 
Liberia, which, probably, will be unable 
to replace them. 


Duke of Orleans Laid Up. 

Paris, March 28.—Some of the Paris 
newspapers ridicule the report that the 
Duke of Orleans was recently injured in 
a wild boar hunt near Seville, Spain. 
The Aurore remarks: Some Englishman 
doubtless was passing and he carressed 
somewhat roughly with a hobnailed boot 
the person of his majesty. Obviously 
The Aurore does not intend this to be ac- 
cepted as a serious explanation of the 
duke’s indisposition, 


Withdraws From Bell Combination. 
Bristol, Conn., March 28.—The New 
Departure Bell company, the largest con- 
cern in the combination organized by 
the bell manufacturers last July, has 
given notice of its withdrawal from the 
combine, and has forfeited its bonds. 
The company will act independently 
hereafter. The New Departure Bell 
company has already cut in halves the 
prices on some styles of bells. 


Settlement of Branford Strike. 
Branford, Conn., March 28.—A settle- 
ment has been effected between the 
striking stone workers and their em- 
ployers at the Stony Creek quarries, 
6perated by the Norcross Granite com- 
pany. The agreement provides that the 
minimum price to be paid cutters will be 
22 and 34 cents an hour for an eight-hous 
day.

‘“*“At the present time the city is 
lighted by 100 are lights, 378 incan- 
descent lights, 76 oil lamps and 67 gas 
lamps, at an annual expense of $17,750. 
As there is a constant growing demand 
for new lights throughout the city, it 
is apparent that in the course of a few 
years the expense of street lighting 
will be very great. Figuring on the 
basis of the past ten years the cost of 
street lighting in 1900 will be in the 
neighborhood of $27,000. 

‘**T believe that it would be cheaper 
and better for the city to own and 
control its own lighting system, I 
would be pleased to see steps taken in 
that direction. 

**A new departure was made this 
year in the manner of street watering. 
The system of the American Car 
Sprinkler Co. of Worcester, Mass., was 
used and found to be satisfactory. 

‘*Every day of the first week of my 
term of office ' had a snow storm to 
contend with, until, at the beginning 
of the second week, we had the largest 
snowstorm ever recorded in this part 
of the country. The streets were im- 
passable to all kinds of travel. It was 
necessary to employ 1,700 men to shovel 
snow from the sidewalks and roadways, 
and in many cases to cart away the 
snow entirely. Considering the great 
amount of snow, and the large drifts, 
the streets were blocked for a very 
short space of time, 

At the beginning of the year a bill 
was introduced in the Legislature to 
abolish the Board of Water Com- 
missioners and place the  depart- 
ment under the control of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. This order 
was passed in the first part of April 
whereupon the management of the 
Department was turned over to me. 


On January first the city began to 
use water from the Metropolitan 
System. The water has given general 
satisfaction throughout the city, and 
if it had not been for this source of 
supply it is safe to say we would have 
been short of water on account of the 
great lack of rain-fall this season. 


‘‘For a short time the pumping 
station was kept open with the pumps 
in running order, so that in case of 
accident the city would not be without 
water. 

‘*During the year 3.73 miles of pipe 
were laid, 30 hydrants added, 68 gates 
set and 411 new surface connections 
made. This is the largest number of 
services ever put in in a single year. 

‘*The total length of street mains is 
80.24. The total number of services 
to date is 3,889, quite an increase over 
1,456, which was the number of con- 
nections in June, 1892, when the city 
took the plant. 

‘‘The total number of hydrants to 
date is 496. This, with an ample 
supply of water backed by an average 
pressure of 80 pounds per square inch, 
gives us excellent fire protection, far 
better than nine-tenths of the cities of 


the size of Quincy in the United 
States. 

‘*The gross receipts for the year are 
$59,953. 68. 


‘* During the year the principal work 
has been laying the 16-inch main on 
Beale street, Ward Five, the 8-inch 
pipe on Linden street .6-inch pipe on 
Brackett, Field, Guarfield, Howard, 
Reardon and Trafford streets, Quarry

‘*‘A man was sent to the reservoir 
very frequently during the year to re- 
port the height of water in the basin 
and the general condition of the 
property. 

‘*The pumping station was kept in 
good repair, and the tenement was 
rented to responsible parties, 


Gems of America. > 

Every gem known to the lapidary 
has been found within our borders ex- 
cept that form of chrysoberyl known 
as alexandrite, a stone most commonly 
found in the Urals and showing green 
by day and red by artificial light. We 
have also found but few of the vari- 
colored garnets of which Russia fur- 
nishes such remarkable and beautiful 
examples and none that have their 
brilliancy, though the red garnets of 
Arizona and contiguous territory are 
unsurpassed in richness. We have sey- 
eral gems, moreover, that are almost 
peculiar in this country and that 
should be used more extensively be- 
cause of their intrinsic beauty. Such 
are the golden beryls of Connecticut, 
that are of a brilliant yellow, full of 
light and sparkle, and the curious chlo- 
rastrolites and thomsanites of Lake 
Superior, that are useful as green or 
mottled grounds in the making of de- 
signs. 

Among the lesser known but inter- 
esting and often beautiful minerals 
that are found in this country and that 
lend themselves to purposes of orna- 
mentation are the grass green hidde- 
nite, the superior of emerald in vivacl- 
ty; the duller green diopside, the utal- 
hite, which is a rival of turquoise if it 
can be made to keep its color and tex- 
ture; the zircen, of red and brown, and 
especially the tourmaline, which pre- 
sents a wide range of color, from jet 
black to almost water white, and in- 
eluding pink, brown, blue and almost 
every shade of green.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


Lively Barometers, 
It looked like rain, and naturally he 
bad no umbrella. The car stopped on 
the far side of Girard avenue, and a 


young lady got in. She bowed and 
sat down beside the saunterer, who 
recognized in her a schoolteacher 
friend. 


“What do you think of this beastly 
weather?’ queried he disgruntedly. 
“Is it going to rain or isn’t it?’ 

“I can’t tell you today,’ answered 
the young lady, smiling an acceptance 
of whatever might come. “If it were 
a school day and you were willing to 
come to school with me, I could tell 
you in a very few minutes with abso- 
lute certainty. It'll sound funny to 
you, but it’s true. I have noticed that 
you can always tell what tlhe weather 
is going to do by the children. They're 
regular barometers. If there's going 
to be a storm, they get restless, and 1 
have the hardest kind of work to con- 
trol them, particularly the boys. The 
girls aren't so bad, but there seems to 
be some mysterious quality about ap- 
proaching rain that always affects the 
former. I've got so now I don’t blame 
them, because I don't believe they can 
help it. So, you see,” she concluded, 
as she got at Chestnut street, “chil- 
dren have their uses after all.”—Phila- 
delphia Inquirer. 

Costly Wall Paper. 

The most costly wall paper ever de- 
signed is metaled and lacquered, the 
lacquer preventing the metal from be- 
coming tarnished by the atmosphere. 
The paper, which, unlike the cheaper 
wall papers, is hung horizontally, and 
not perpendicularly, is made in length 
of 12 yards and costs not less than 
$60 per piece. 

Such a cost seems enormous when 
one considers that the cheap wall pa- 
pers hung in cottages cost something 
like 6 to 8 cents apiece. The designs, 
however, for these expensive papers 
are by the leading artists of the day, 
who receive heayy fees, and the cost 
of metaling and lacquering is really 
enormous, so that the profit on a wall 
paper sold at $5 per yard is, after all, 
not very great. 

Ordinary hand painted wall papers 
eost anything from $10 to $20 apiece. 
Of course, these patterns are very 
thick, and have to be affixed to the 
wall with a solution of glue and paste. 
It is interesting to note, however, that 
very often the papers are mounted on 
calico and placed upon the wall in such 
& way that when the tenant moves to 
another house or flat, he may take this 
costly wall paper with him.—Every- 
body's Magazine.

Actors have consistently followed 
writers in appearing before the public 
under their real names in the last quar- 
ter of a century. Some of the older 
ones have been unable to throw off 
their disguises, it is true, but those 
who go on the stage nowadays seldom 
seek after a nom de theatre.

‘Fl Paso, March 28.—J. A. Cronkhite of 
Guyamas, Mex., manager of extensive 
mine interests, gives some interesting 

He said: 

“From conversations with General 
Torres and Governor Ortiz I learned that 
the policy of the Mexican commander 
to exterminate the Yaquis who have 
taken up arms. All prisoners taken by 
the Mexicans are to be executed, and 
when sufficient troops arrive the Yaquis, 
who are now practically surrounded, will 
be forced to surrender and be completely 


exterminated. Unless the policy of the 


| government is changed no prisoners will 


be taken.” 

Cronkhite says the Yaquis are in a 
fortified position, but number only about 
1500 men, while the Mexican troops now 
in the field number over 3000. A regi- 
ment of infantry is now en route from 
Monterey to Torres’ camp.

OPEN DOOR CORRESPONDENCE 
Regarded by London Newspapers as a Triumph 
For the United States. 

London, March 23.—The Daily Mail, in 
an editorial dealing with the cabled ex- 
tracts from the correspondence between 
the United States government and Eu- 
ropean powers upon the question of the 
“open door” policy in China, says: Amer- 
ica has forever renounced the policy of 
the hermit. She pledges herself to take 
a leading part in the greatest task Of 
the coming century—the reform of the 
Chinese empire. 

The Daily Chronicle says: From Eng- 
land it was only to be expected that the 
answer would be favorable, but that 
Russia should have replied that she is 
happy to comply with the wishes of the 
United States bears eloquent testimony 
to the position which the latter power has 
assumed in the councils of the world. 
With American aid, The Daily Chronicle 
thinks, England can regenerate China. 
The editorial compliments Secretary Hay 
for appreciating the enormous advan- 
tages of the trade of the far east, aver- 
ring that with the Nicaraguan canal, 
Atlantic manufacturers, in point of dis- 
tance, will have the same advantage 
over Liverpool shippers that the Liver- 
pool shipper now have over them. 

The Timessays: The government and 
people of the United States are to be con- 
gratulated upon the successful achieve- 
ment of a considerable service to the 
world. The credit of having formulated 
the “open door” policy belongs to Eng- 
land, but the honor of winning for it the 
formal acceptance of the powers has 
fallen to our American kinsmen. 

The Standard says: The policy of the 
United States was one of passive watch- 
fulness while Lord Salisbury was fight- 
ing for the “open door’ in Shan Tung 
and Manchuria. The Americans came 
upon the scene only aft¢r British di- 
plomacy had won its victories. The ad- 
hesion of France and Russia is very in- 
teresting. The real value of such as- 
surances which in no wise alter existing 
conditions will only be seen when the 
disruption of China comes to pass. 

The Daily News, which claims for 
Great Britain the credit of inaugurating 
the “open door” policy, nevertheless con- 
gratulates the United States upon the 
adhesion of Russia. 

Clover Leaf Changes Hands.* 

Toledo, March 28.—The Clover Leaf 
railroad was sold here yesterday for $12,- 
200,000 to Hartshorn & Peyton, repre- 
senting the bondholders’ reorganization 
committee. Samuel Unterman of New 
York bid $12,100,000. He represented a 
syndicate of New York bankers. There 
was a spirited contest between the two 
bidders. The sale to the bondholders is 
taken to mean that the road will re- 
main an independent line, and that Sam- 
vel Hunt, the present receiver, will re- 
main in charge. Thus ends bitter litiga- 
tion of seven years’ duration, 


Argument In Clark Case Postponed. 

Washington, March 28.—The argument 
in the case of Senator Clark of Montana, 
which was to have been made before the 
senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions today, has beet postponed until 
next Tuesday on account of the enforced 
absence of some of the members of the 
committee. The briefs on both sides of 
the case have been distributed among 
members of the committee. The brief 
of the memorialists covers 142 pages. 
The brief of the defense covers 232 pages. 

Movement Toward Trolley League. 

Pawtucket, R. I., March 28.—It is pos- 
aible that a Trolley Baseball league will 
be formed in this section for the com- 
ing season, and that tearns will be lo- 
cated at Pawtucket, North Attleboro, At- 
tleboro and Franklin.

Powers Is Acquitted. 

St. Albans, Vt., March 28.—John Pow- 
ers, who has been on trial in the county 
court on the charge of entering the Rich- 
ford Savings bank on Nov. 6, 1898, was 
acquitted on Tuesday, the jury return- 
ing a verdict of not guilty. This was

burglary from the bank and the verdict 
wae loudly applauded. 


Not Pleasing to Canadians. 

St, John’s, March 28.—The determina- 
tion of Premier Bond to revive the Bond- 
Blaine reciprocity convention will prob- 
ably provoke trouble with Canada, as 
the dominion is seeking to make similar 
terms with the British government. The 
negotiations will probably await the is- 
sue of the coming general election in 
Newfoundland. 


Battle to Keep Out of Jail. 

Kingston, Jam., March 28.—The affairs 
of Chief Clarence of the Mosquito Ter- 
ritory, the pensioner of the British gov- 
ernment, who is being sued for debt, 
have assumed such an acute stage that 
he has appealed to the government for 
assistance. Only the skill of his law- 
yers prevents his incarceration in jail.

This is a summer cottage, though its 
plan is very well adapted to year round 
use. You will find a great number of 
just such houses at any summer resort 
glong the seashore. The general layout 
of the plan is very convenient. It has a

wide hall with an ornamental open stair- 
ease, parlor, dining room and kitchen on 
the first floor and four chambers and a 
bathroom on the second floor. The exte- 
rior is made qyite attractive by the front 
and rear gables, covered with pine shin- 
gles stained moss green. The spruce 
shingles on the roof are stained red and 
the siding on the first floor yellow, with 
white trimming. The foundation is of 
Jersey hard burned brick carefully point- 
ed up with portland cement. 

This house has been built several times 
in various parts of the country and har

varied in price from $1,500 to $2,000, ac- 
cording to the location. These prices in- 
clude heating, plumbing and mantels. It 
must be understeod that in general the 
cost given does not include papering and 
frescoing, as the walls are usually left 
white for a term of six or eight months 
until they are thoroughly dry. The 
rooms on the first floor are so arranged 
that they may readily be thrown together 
when desired. The dining room has an 
elaborate oak mantel with bevel plate 
tuirror, a tile hearth and a summer piece

complete. The kitchen has all the mod- 
ern improvements—soapstone tubs, gal- 
vanized iron sink and boiler and a Per- 
fect range. 

The dimensions are 20 feet wide and 
32 feet deep. The parlor is 13 feet wide 
and 15 feet 6 inches deep; dining room, 
11 feet wide, 14 feet 6 inches deep; kitch- 
en, 7 feet 6 inches wide, 11 feet 6 inches 
deep, with a large dish closet. 


Walks and Drives. 

Having established the house and other 
buildings on your premises, lay out the 
drives and walks, says the Philadelphia 
Press. Do not have a straight line or 
even a true arc in the whole plan. Take 
a long rope and throw it with a snap 
from point to point between the places 
you would counect, and you will bave 
undulating, restful curves, nothing stiff 
and wearisome by reason of its stiffness, 
Walks must be dry. Drain them and let 
their foundations be porous, made of 
broken stone. 


Building Sites. 

Building sites should be clean and dry 
and ought also to allow abundant fresh 
air to all occupants of the structures 
erected there. Gravel and other porous 
soils, with permeable subsoils, are to be 
weferred.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

General French, who has arrived at 
Bloemfgntein from Thaba Nchu, says 
that Commandant Olivier has 6000 men 
and it north of Ladybrand. 

Immense quantities of stores have now 
been accumulated at Bloemfontein, and 
Lord Roberts’ Infantry is seemingly 
about to move. An impression, which 
can be traced to the war office, is abroad 
that the advance will begin next Mon- 
day. Boer observation parties are 
hovering near Blot mfontein, but Lord 
Roberts has 135 miles to cover before 
reaching the great position which the 
Boers are preparing at Kroonstad. 


Moving 10 miles a day is probably the 
best he can do with field transport. 
Therefore he can hardly engage the 


Boers in Anas for two weeks. The re- 
construction of the railway behind him 
may even delay an invasion of the Trans- 
vaal until May. 

Meanwhil 1 the important towns in 
the Free State, within Lord Roberts’ 
reach, are being garrisoned. Thaba 
Nehu, Philippolis, Fauresmith and Jag- 
ersfontein are thus held. 

Sir Alfred Milner is touring in the dis- 
turbed newly acquired territory, investi- 
gating conditions and arranging the ad- 
ministration. He is understood to be 
getting material for a report to Mr. 
Chamberlain concerning a plan of civil 
government. 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, in a dispatch dated 
March 27, says: It is a matter of re- 
gret that, owing to the state of the roads 
and of our horses, Commandant Grove- 
larr’s commando of 6000 men, from Coles- 
berg and the southern districts, got away 
north by travelling day and night close 
to the Basuto border before our force 
could hope to getnearthem. Thelatest 
news is that the Boers have 40,000 men 
still under arms, of whom 10,000 are in 
and around the Natalborder. Although 
tents and stores are reaching here, a 
block on the railway is delaying arrivals 
from the south considerably. It is as- 
gerted that 20,000 Boers are massed at 
Kroonstad.

THREE CHILDREN CREMATED. , 


John Brassill’s Home Burned So Quickly That 
Rescue Was impossible. 

Providence, March 29.—Three little 
children were burned to death in a fire 
which destroyed the cottage home of 
John Brassill, a farm laborer, in East 
Providence on Wednesday afternoon. 
The mother succeeded in rescuing one, 
an infant, from its burning cradle, but 
the babe was then so terribly burned 
that it lived onlyafew hours. The other 
little victims perished in the flames while 
the mother gazed on their death struggies 
While she vainly strove to penetrate the 
wall of fire that beat her off. 

Two other children in the house es- 
caped. The mother was badly burned 
on the head and arms, and her hands 
were badly cut by breaking glass in her 
endeavors to save the two who died in 
the fire. The victims are: Catherine 
E., aged 3; Eleanor L., aged 2and Winni- 
fred N. Brassill, a babe a few months 
old. 

The father was at work burning brush 
on the land of his employer, Patrick Mc- 
Bride, only a few hundred yards away, 
but it was not until too late to be of 
service that he and his fellow workmen 
discovered the flre, which reduced the 
home to ashes in a very short time. 

The fire is believed to have originated 
by one of the burned children poking 
paper in the fire of the stove. 


MORE ARRESTS PROBABLE. 


Culton Said to Have Implicated Many State 
Officials In Goebel Assassination. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 29.—Detective 
Armstrong has left for eastern Kentucky, 
and it is reported that he has warrants 
for more Republican state officers and 
other prominent persons. Itissaid that 
these warrants are based on Informa- 
tion furnished by W. H. Culton, who is 
said to have confessed. Culton is a 
deputy under Auditor of State Sweeney. 
Culton was in the executive building 
previous to the incursion of the moun- 
taineers and at the tima of Goebel's 
assassination, and it is said he has told 
about conferences and conversations 
around the state building during Janu- 
ary. All sorts of rumors are circulated 
about Culton’s wholesale charges against 
state officers, deputies and clerks. 


Cuban Force to Be Maintained. 

Washington, March 29.—There seems 
to be a change in the war department's 
plans since the return of Secretary 
of War Root from Havana respecting 
the reduction of the military force on the 
island. Several months ago it was 
agreed that with the approach of spring 
there could be a considerable decrease 
in strength of the troops, and steos were 
taken to begin the movement north on 
Aprill0. Secretary Roct’s investigation 
and study of affairs are said to have im- 
pressed him with the advisability of 
maintaining the entire force now on the 


island. 


Indicat on of Resumption of Work. 

Chicago, March 29.—The spirit of con- 
cliliation is beginning to be shown among 
both contractors and workmen, and a 
new proposition for restoring peace and 
settling future disputes by arbitration 
is being taiked over in both camps. 
This plan is that the building contractors 
and the Building Trades council shall 
hereafter compel their members to ar- 
bitrate disputes, work to continue pend- 
ing arbitration, the decision to be retro- 
active. 

Warships to Meet at Yokohama. 

Washington, March 29.—The Brooklyn 
has sailed from Manila for Yokohama, 
where she will be joined by the Baltimore 
and the Newark. The Oregon is al- 
ready at Yokohama, and the four ves- 
sels will await the arrival of Admiral 
Remey from the United States, about 
April 21, to take command of the station. 
It is said at the navy department that 
the gathering of the four warships at 
Yokohama has no international signifi- 
cance. 

Labor Problems on the Stage. 

Chicago, March 29. — According to 
President Connell of the International 
Association of Machinists {t is the in- 
tention of the Machinists’ union to begin 
a ‘campaign of educatfon” on the sub- 
ject of labor unionism, For this purpose 
a theatrical company has been organized 
which will present a melo-drama dealing 
with labor problems. The profits will be 
devoted to the machinists’ fight. 


Naval Officers Move Up. 

Washington, Match 29.—The retire- 
ment of Rear Admiral Day will result in 
the promotion of Captain Terry, a mem- 
ber of the naval retiring board, to be rear 
admiral; Commander Dayton, in charge 
of the San Juan naval station, to be cap- 
tain; Lieutenant Commander Turner to 
be commané:>r, and Lieutenant Gleaves, 
now at the’ ashington navy yard, tobe 
lieutenant commander. 


Crooks In Full Sway at Ponce. 

Ponce, P. R., March 23.—The Ponce 
postoffice was burglarized last night. 
The corner door, which is within 60 yards 
of the jail, was forced, and the money in 
the place was taken. There has been an 
epidemic of burglaries and thieving re- 
cently. The municipal police are list- 
less and indifferent, while residences are 
robbed nighuy. 


Negotiations Still In Progress. 

Washington, March 29.—The state de- 
partment adds fts denial to that of the 
Danish foreign office relative to the 
Paris story that the United States har 
completed the acquisition of the Danisk 
West Indies islands. There are indica- 
tions that the negotiations may be at- 
tended by success at a reasonably early 
date. 


Shooting Scrape at Fali River. 

Fall River, Mass., March 29.—Charles 
E. Albin is held in $5000 bail for trial 
for the alleged shooting of Moses Swartz 
in a pool room. Swartz has a bullet in 
his left thigh. Swartz, the keeper ofa 
local poo! room, is said to have had words 


! with Albin before the revolver was used. 
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EXPLANATION BY HAY 


Of the Government’s Side In Regard to 
Charges Made by Ex-Consul Macrum., 


England Apologized For the 
Opening of Two Letters. 


Assertion That Mediation Was Asked For and 
Refused is Met With Denial. 


Washington, March 29.—Secretary Hay 
submitted to the house foreign affairs 
committee yesterday a letter giving the 
official view of the Macrum case. 
Charles E. ex-consul at Pre- 
toria, was summnoed to testify before 
the committee. 

The most important statement made 
by Macrum was that a request for me- 
diation was addressed to and refused by 
the United States. He declared that he 
and Colonel Stowe, American consul 
general at Cape Town, had a conference 
with President Steyn of the Orange Free 
State at Bloemfontein on pote 13, 

At that time war seemed c i 
“President Steyn asked aoe 2] Stowe 
io request of the President of the United 
States a settlement of the difficulty.” 
Colonel Stowe, Macrum says, at once 
cabled this request to the state depart- 
ment and informed Macrum by letter in 
October that he had received an unfav- 
orable reply. 

This statement created 
the committee. Asked if he had Stowe’s 
letter, he replied that this letter was at 
the consulate in Pretoria, but he thought 
he had a copy of it in his papers at home. 

He went over the exchange of tele- 
grams with the state department rela- 
tive to his leave, but as these were in 
the cipher of the department, the com- 
mittee did not call for them. 

He stated that his reason for not mak- 
ing a report to the state department on 
the conditions in South Africa was that 
when he called on Assistant Secretary of 
State Hill, he said to Mr. Hill that he 
understood that he had been relieved. 
Mr. Hill responded that this was true. 
Under such circumstances, Mr. Macrum 
said, he had no report to make to the 
department. He endeavored, however, 
to see the secretary of state, but was 
told that Mr. Hay was out. 

After hearing Mr. Macrum the com- 
mittee went into executive sess! 
Chairman Hitt presented a letter froin 
Secretary Hay giving in detail the de- 
partment’s view on the subject. The 
committee took no action as to making 
a report, and it was stated by members 
that there was nothing to be done beyond 
taking the testimony. 

Secretary Hay's letter giving the offi- 
clal view of the case, saidin part: “Up 
to this date, Mr. Macrum, late consul of 
the United States at Pretoria, has made 
ro representations to this department 
in regard to the opening of his mail by 
the British authorities. 

“Although, without any information 
except the allegations of Mr. Macrum, to 
which a reference was made in a resolu- 
tion of the house of representatives, mak- 
ing certain inquiries of this department, 
I mentioned the matter to the British am- 
bassador, who made inquiry in regard to 
it of the British government, and was 
informed in return that the British gov- 
ernment was not aware of any such in- 
cident having taken place, but if any- 
thing of the sort had occurred, it was 
contrary to the instructions of that gov- 
ernment.” 

“T received no further information in 
regard to the matter until March 21, 
when this government was informed by 
a dispatch from Mr. Stowe, consul gen- 
eral of the United States at Cape Town, 
that ‘two letters from this consulate, one 
to Pretoria and one to Lourenzo Mar- 
quez, were opened by the censor at Dur- 
ban.

Prompt and efficient work of the 
Fire department Wednesday evening 
prevented what at first seemed likely to 
be a conflagration in the thickly 
settled district on Hillside street.

Hosea Kingman Dead. 

Hosea Kingman, chairman of the 
State Metropolitan Sewerage Commis- 
sioners, died at his home in Bridge- 
water this morning, aged 56 years 
During the Civil war he served as a 
private in Company K, 3d Mass.

OLD GLORY FOR FILIPINOS. 


Lafayette Post, G. A. R., Is Sending Siory That Was Never Wholly Told. | 


Five Hundred Flags to Manila. 

Colonel Allan C. Bakewell, comman- 
dant of Lafayette post, G. A. R., New 
York city, and Mr. Wilbur F. Brown, 
acjutant and past commander of the 
same post, were at the war department 
recently and arranged with Adjutant 
General Corbin and Colonel Patten of 
the quartermaster general's office for 
the transportation of 500 United States 
flags to Manila, says the Washington 
Star. These flags will be consigned 
to General Otis and are intended for 
distribution among the native officials 
and citizens of that city. They are 4 
by 6 feet, made of the best bunting and 
in strict conformity with military reg- 
ulations. According to the arrange- 
ments made, these flags were deliver- 
ed to Colonel Jones, quartermaster at 
New York, and placed on the transport 
Sumner, which will convey them to 
Manila by the Suez route. 

The action of Lafayette post was in- 
aspired by a published letter from Lieu- 
tenant Colonel James Parker of the

is with his regiment in the Philippines. 
He spoke of the good results of the 
display of American flags on the 
schoolhouses in the Vhilippines and 
suggested the advisability of a general 
distribution of Old Géery among the 
people in the archipelago. The school- 
house flag represented a yoluntary do- 
nation of Lafayette post of New York, 
which post had made similar presenta- 
tions to schoolhouses in Hawaii and 
Porto Rico. Colonel Bakewell, who had 
personally taken the flags to Porto 
Rico, presented the suggestion of Colo- 
nel Parker to the post, and it was 
unanimously decided to comply with 
the suggestion as far as possible. The 
present donation of 500 flags is the re- 
sult of that determination. Including 
this lot Lafayette post has already sent 
to the new possessions of the United 
States nearly 1,500 flags, and the work 
has been done entirely without any 
outside aid, financial or otherwise.

They will 
form large delegations from counties, 
fit up old fashioned covered wagons 
and move in caravans across the state 
to Kansas City.

New York, March 29.—The World to- 
Guy special interview with 
President Kruger of the South African 
republic, obtained by its correspondent 
ai Pretoria on Feb. 7. Mr. Kruger said: 

“I sent a message to The World saying 
that the losses in ‘would stagger 
humanity.’

The correspondent told Mr. Kruger of 
the scenes in front of the London war 
bulletin boards—the weeping relatives 
and the sorrowing friends. The presi- 
dent continued: “Yes, that is only one 
side of the picture. Here we have the 
Same scenes, only our casualties are not 
So great. 

“Every home in South Africa has been 
desolated, and the war has only begun, 
Wait until the war is ended and those 
who will suffer on account of it w > Se 
numbered by the hundreds of thousa. !s. 
Did Chamberlain and Milner and the 
capitalists who were back of them think 
of those things before they drove us to 
the wall? Are the tears of widows and 
orphans to pay for the gold fields?” 

The president asked concerning the 
opinion of the American people on the 
subject of the war, and remarked: “Tell 
the Americans that I appreciate their 
expressions of Sygnpathy. Iam greatly 
pleased to hear t committee have been 
formed to raise funds for our Red Cross.” 

When asked concerning the progress of 
the war, Mr. Kruger said: “My burgh- 
ers are fighting bravely, and they will 
continue to do so until Great Britain ask 
for peace or withdraws her soldiers. 
Even as your forefathers fought against 
great odds in the Revolutionary war, so 
are we struggling, and even as God was 
with your people, so is he with us.

During the warm spells in winter bees 
will almost invariably rear brood, espe- 
cially toward spring. 

When you are certain that the bees 
have enough stores to last them, it is 
best not to disturb them in any way. 

Early in the spring is a good time to 
transfer, when the bees are getting a lit- 
tle honey and when there is very little 
honey in the combs, 

If a colony becomes queenless, be sure 
they have unsealed brood of the proper 
age to raise another, and when this one is 
raised be sure that she becomes fertile. 

When the bees are covering the door- 
steps and entrances to the hive with a 
greenish, disagreeable looking excrement, 
it is a pretty good indication that they 
have dysentery. 

Foul brood is not a disease of the bees, 
but of the sealed brood. The symptoms 
are a dwindling down of the colony be- 
cause the brood fails to hatch. The cap- 
ping of the sealed brood will be found to 
be sunken.—St. Louis Republic.

Statement That if He Tells All He Knows He 
Will Bs Rich For Life. 

Lexington, Ky., March 30.—The Morn- 
ing Herald of this city print this morn- 
ing the following special from Win- 
chester, Ky.: 

“If Youtsey will tell what I think he 
can he can hang Taylor and destroy the 
Republican party in Kentucky.

The party stayed in con- 
sultation until midnight, Scott insisting 
that Youtsey should confess and make 
himself rich, while the others listened 
passively and then replied: “Youtsey 
has told all he knows and can say noth- 
ing more.”

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 30.—Another plan for 
a canal across Cape Cod has probably 
followed its numerous predecessors into 
oblivion, through rejection by the sen- 
ate of the bill permitting the Boston, 
Cape Cod and New York Canal company 
to issue $12,000,000 in stocks and bonds, 
without regard to the cost of the pro- 
posed canal. The vote on rejection was 
12 to 18. The principal objection to the 
bill was that it was directly contrary to 
the so-called “stock watering” act of the 
Btate. 

The house refused to accept the ad- 
verse report of the committee on the 
bill permitting letter carriers to ride free 
on street railways, and the bil! will prob- 
ably pass that branch. 

The joint committee on the judiciary 
of the legislature, to which was re- 
ferred the petition for the removal of 
Edgar J. Sherman, a justice of the su- 
perior court, presented a report, vindl- 
cating the justice on the ground that the 
petitioners’ charges were not sustained. 


Sentiment Attributed to Harrison. 

Indianapolis, March 30.—A_ special 
from Washington to the Indianapolis 
News says that General Harrison has 
expressed some pretty blunt views on 
the Boer question and has written a 
friendly, personal letter to Secretary 
Hay on the subject. Either in this let- 
ter or in some communication he is 
credited with having said: “He hoped 
the Boers would find some place on the 
green earth where they would have a 
right to live unmolested by the British. 
They have more than once sacrificed 
their land and their homes, and moved 
on, to avoid the British aggression.” 
General Harrison was asked about the 
matterandsaid: “I have nothing tosay 
upon the matter nor do I want to be 
drawn into any newspaper controversy 
by confirming or denying the report.” 


Court Martial For Deming. 

Washington, March 30.—At the war 
department it is admitted that Captain 
Deming’s arrest at San Francisco is 
merely preliminary to his trial by court- 
martial for violations of the articles of 
war. His troubles arise out of an es- 
capade on the Pacific coast while en 
route for Manila It isstated that while 
he may have misappropriated govern- 
ment funds the sum is amply secured by 
his bond of $20,000. The gravest feature 
of his cage is an allegation that he forged 
the name of his clerk to a pay account 
for $150 and secured the money and ap- 
propriated it to his own purposes. 


Not Looked Upon as Serious. 

London, March 30.—The British gov- 
ernment has not received any news tend- 
ing to conirm the advices from Japan 
as to Russian designs in Korea, and is 
inclined to doubt their accuracy. Pre- 
mier Salisbury apprehends no possibility 
of an immediate rupture between Japan 
and Russia. There is no indication that 
official circles regard the situation in 
China as serious as it is made out in the 
press dispatches. 


Disagreed With His Officers. 
Washington, March 30.—Commander 
Very has been relieved of the command 
of the Castine and ordered home from 
Manila by regular steamer. He will be 
relieved of the command by Commander 
Bowman, now at the Mare island navy 
yard. Commander Very has had some 
trouble with officers attached to the 
Castine, due, it is said, to his methods of 

enforcing discipline aboard ship. 


No Sunday Sales of Cigars. 

Boston, March 30.—The law prohibit- 
ing the sale of cigars on Sunday by hold- 
ers of a common victualler’s license is 
expected to be strictly enforced in this 
city. There are 1400 common Victualler’s 
licenses in Boston, but the large hotels 
will not be affected.

VIEWS OF BEVERIDGE. 


Constitution Gives Congress Author- 
ity to Govern New Possessions, 


Good Policy to Give Puerto 
Rico Free Trade. 


Defeat of Proposition to Strike Out Provision 
o! Dingley Law Duties. 


Washington, March 320. — Senator 
Beveridge of Indiana, in the senate yes- 
terday, delivered an exhaustive speech 
in support of his position that the con- 
stitution specifically gives congress a 
free hand in our island possessions, while 
not extending to them of its own force, 
and that in pursuance of this power con- 
gress should establish free trade with 
Puerto Rico as beneficial to all parties, 
leaving other questions in that and other 
islands to be settled as they arise. 

The speech will very likely attract as 
much attention as and at least take rank 
with his maiden utterance on the re 
tention of the Philippines, being more 
thoughtful and scholarly if less fervid 
and oratorical. First and always, Sena- 
tor Beveridge argues for a colonial sys- 
tem, administered by congress with a 
free hand under that section of the con- 
stitution which says: “The congress 
shall have power to dispose of and make 
all needful rules and regulations respect- 
ing the territory or other property be- 
longing to the United States.” 

The alternatives are three—the colonial 
system; the admission that the islands 
are integral parts of the United States, 
which he holds impossible; or the aban- 
donment of the islands. The extension 
of the constitution to the islands and 
their recognition as parts of the United 
States, he said, is unthinkable till years, 
perhaps centuries, of education and 
guidance shall fit them for participation 
in our national lfe or for self-govern- 
ment. 

He turned a neat point on the Demo- 
crats here by pointing out that such ex- 
tension of the constitution would forever 
prevent any alienation of those islands 
or their independence. The spirit of our 
free institutions he held more funda- 
mental than written constitutions and 
the best guarantee of good government 
for our possessions. The attitude of the 
opposition he denounced as hypocritical 
and insincere, since its argument for ex- 
tension of the constitution he held to be 
only an alarmist argument for the aban- 
conment of our new possessions. 

Free trade with Puerto Rico, he held, 
should be established as best for all 
parties; but it must in no way be con- 
sidered a precedent in the disposition of 
questions relating to the other islands, 
If, however, he could not secure a free 
trade amendment to the Foraker bill he 
would then support the bill as securing 
ultimate free trade. 

Mr. Beveridge closed his speech say- 
ing: “Mr. President, the great move- 
ment on which the Ameriaan people have 
embarked is a movement of consclence 
as well as of power; of civilization as 
well as of commerce. It touches the 
shores of every sea. Directly or in- 
directly it affects all humanity. We go 
forth on a world career; we must con- 
duct it with a world statesmanship—a 
statesmanship that considers the effect 
of every law we pass upon the peoples 
over whom our influence is extending, 
and upon the world at large, as well ag 
upon ourselves. 

“Administration of government means 
more than balance sheets; more than 
weights or measures. It means this, but 
it also means the weighing of the hearts 
of men and the balance sheets of the af- 
fections of the governed people. The 
American masses, in whose breasts dwell 
the purity, power and hope of the re- 
public and of the world understand this 
well. They feel and deeply know that 
we are henceforth the master people of 
the world. They doubt not that human 
progress is one vast and swelling har- 
mony which not even all the discords of 
history can destroy, and they mean that 
in all that divine and splendid composi- 
tion the noblest, highest, purest, tender- 
est note shall be that struck by the 
American people as the sovereign power 
of earth.” 

A direct vote was taken by the senate 
on the proposition to strike from the 
Puerto Rico measure the provision levy- 
ing 15 percent of the Dingley law duties 
on Puerto Rico products. The proposi- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 16 to 23 
While the vote is regarded as presaging 
the passage of the pending measure, it 
is not regarded as indicating the final 
vote on the bill. 


After four days of stormy debate the 
house passed the army appropriation bill. 
As passed, the bill is only slightly modi- 
fied from the form in which it came from 
the committee. One of the last amend- 
ments adopted opens the soldiers’ homes 
to the officers and men of the volunteer 
and regular armies incapacitated by 
services during or since the Spanish war 
The chief incident of the day was a de- 
fense of the war department against the 
charge of reckless extravagance in the 
fitting up of the transport Sumner, made 
by Mr. Driggs of New York.

Although the Meadow Broog Ice Co, 
were not fortunate enough to cut any 
upon their own pond the past 
winter, they have been fortunate in 
securing an ample snpply from New 
Hampshire so that they will have no 
difficulty in supplying their customers 
with all the ice needed. The ponds in 
New Hampshire are remarkably free 
from contaminating matter and the ice 
that is now being unloaded from the 
ears at South Quincy and stored in 
their houses is «s handsome ice as one 
often sees. None of it is less than 
twelve inches in thickness and it runs 
from tbat to twenty-four inches. The 
snow has all been planed off and the 
massive cakes are as clear as crystal. 
In fact being almost transparent. 

The company purchased between 
1,700 and 1,800 tons, which required 
nearly one hundred cars to transport. 
A gang of twenty-five or thirty men 
are at work unloading the cars, and 
they will unload from twelve to 
thirteen cars per day. The unloading 
process is quite interesting, and does 
net lack for spectators. A car is 
shunted onto a spur track running into 
Kavanagh Bros., yard, and from this 
a run has been built to the Ice honses. 
Several men are kept in the car sliding 
the huge cakes onto the run when it is 
passed from man to man to the ice 
house where it is stored away_by an- 
other gang, and then covered with 
shavings to keep it from melting.

BOERS AND THE BRITISH.

An Austrian Officer’s Views on | 
Their Respective Tactics. | 


LAOK OF DISOIPLINE IN BOER ARMY | 


Count Sternberg Says European Ofi- 
eers Can Do Little With Barghers, 
Who Think Themselves Cleverer 
and Fight on Different Plan. 
Praises British -Army, but Con- 
demus Generalship. 


The New York Herald's European | 
edition recently published the follow- 
ing: 

Count Adelbert Sternberg, a distin- 
guished Austrian officer who fought 
with the Boers under Cronje and was 
taken prisoner at Paardeberg, bas just 
arrived in Paris. 

To a correspondent the count said: 

“The foreign officers with the Boer 
forces have accomplished little. The 
Boer has no high opinion of European 
officers. He believes that he is much 
cleverer than they. It is also difficult | 
when one cannot speak the language 
to exercise command in an army which | 
has a tactical organization that de- 
pends on the good will of each unit and 
not on strict discipline. 

“Besides, every European officer is 
inspired by one principle—that of of- 
fensive warfare. The Boer only knows 
one principle—that of defensive war- | 
fare, which is made dependent on the | 
greatest saving of human life. 

“The unsatisfactory organization of 
the Boer army prevents any central 
leadership. Thus during a battle there 
is no movement of troops to support a 
hardly pressed part of the line of bat- 
tle. 

“But the worst part of the Boer tac- 
tics is that there is absolutely no scout- 
ing service. General Cronje made a} 
mistake, but I doubt if he could have 
saved the situation. His mistake was 
that he was entirely ignorant of the 
movements of the English and took no 
trouble to find out. When the enemy 
were all around him, he still insisted 
on believing that a frontal attack was 
intended and said, ‘Let the English 
come on!’ 

“He thought the turning movement 
of Roberts was only a feint to get him 
to weaken his center. That is why he 
remained at Magersfontein and only 
began hia retreat when he was already 
surrounded, 

“As regards the British soldiers, 1 
can only say that our troops, with their 
existing training and present rules of 
war, would have done no better. I 
have learned to admire the English ar- 
my without shutting my eyes to the 
mistakes that were made. 

TI am, however, convinced that our 
generalship is better. The English 
leading of men was too ruthless in re- 
gard to loss of human life.” 


PAN-AMERICAN SHOW.

Artistic Building Designed For aj} 
Wonderful Electrical Exhibit. 

Elaborate designs have recently been 
completed for the electricity building 
for the Pan-American exposition to be! 
held at Buffalo May 1 to Oct. $1, 1901. 
Displays of all kinds in the practical | 
and artistic uses of electricity, together 
with complete exhibits of electrical | 
machinery and appliances, are to be 
conspicuous features of the great ex- 
position. 

The designs contemplate a very 
handsome and commodious building. 
The structure !s to be 500 feet from 
east to west and 150 feet wide, giving 
an exhibition space of 75,000 square 
feet. 

The south facade fronts the mall, 
and the north fronts the midway. The 
east end Is toward the massive electric 
tower, while the west end faces the 
grand canal. The building is long, low 
and inviting. The design of the facades 
shows artistic grouping. The open- 
ings of the pergolalike loggias, placed 
at frequent intervals, present a delight- 
ful effect, showing more and more of 
the reveals of the pilasters and open- 
ings as the eye travels to the end of 
the building farthest away from the 
observer. 

There is a pleasing ending at each 
corner of the building, with a low 
domed pavilion tower, and the building 
is interrupted at the center by the 
double towered entrance. This en- 
trance, wide and high, is spanned by 
an ornamental arch and supported 
each side by columns. The towers also 
have minor entrances through them. 

The connecting work between the 
towers, the towers themselves, the pa- 
vilions at the corners of the buildings 
and similar places are to be brilliantly 
illuminated and made gay with ban- 
ners and flags. 

The modeled relief work of the build- 
ing is of choicest design. The general 
ornamentation of the building is to be 
frescoes in an interesting mixture of 
reds, greens and yellows. The gen- 
eral color scheme follows that of the 
machinery and transportation building 
and other groups of buildings of the 
exposition. 


New Mineral Found. 

A 15 inch fissure vein of copper ore 
was recently discovered crossing the 
lode at the Mohawk mine, near Hough- 
ton, Mich., and at first it was thought 
to be copper sulphuret. It proves to 
be an absolutely new mineral, never 
before determined by mineralogists, 
says the New York Sun. Professor 
George A. Koenig, the scientist .of 
Houghton, whose authority is recog- 
nized in Eurepe and America, has con- 
ducted extensive experiments with the 
mineral and pronounces it a combina- 
tion of copper, nickel and arsenic, pos- 
sessing great value. He has named 
the mineral “mohawkite,” from the 
mine where it was found.

CUBA'S BRIGHT FUTURE 


Secretary Root Talks of His Visit 
to the Island. 


NATIVES FRIENDLY TO EDUCATION 


Cabans Making Progress Toward 
Self Government — Many In Office. 
Difficulties Iu the Way eof Elec- 
tions —Anmexation Net a Present 
Question—Army In Good Condition. 


Secretary Koot and his party recent- 
ly returned to Wasbington, making the 
last stage of their journey from Cuba 
by rail from Charleston, 8. C., where 
they landed the other day. To the 
New York Sun reporter who talked 
with him the secretary expressed him- 
self as very much pleased with what 
he had seen and heard while in Cuba. 
The island was tranquil, he said, and 
almost everybody appeared to be satis- 
fied with the manner in which Cuban 
affairs were being conducted by the 
United States government 

“The real political situation is, I 
think,” said the secretary, “that the 
Cubans are beginning to understand 
that steady progress is being made to- 
ward the establishment of their gov- 
ernment, and I think they will be sat- 
isfied us soon as they appreciate that. 
I do not think they wish the present 
condition of affairs to continue always, 
but the strongest men in Cuba believe 
that progress is being made as rapidly 
as possibile.” 

Ip answer to a question as to the ca- 
pabilities of the Cubans for exercising 
self government Mr. Root says: “Great 
numbers of Cubans have been trusted 
with special duties under American di- 
rection. They are employed in greater 
proportion than the Americans as civil 
officers. In the postoffice, the custom 
bouse and in all the civil administra- 
tive offices there are many more Cu- 
bans than Americans. Under Colonel 
Bliss, the collector of customs at Ha- 
vana, Cubans are learning how to be 
collectors of customs. They are learn- 
ing the workings of custom house ma- 
chinery, the main features of which 
are honest administration and applica- 
tion. They vever had an opportunity 
of learning anything like that before. 

“Now, this is different from the po 
litical machinery, and the first oppor- 
tunity they will have of exercising po 
litical rights will be in the municipal) 
elections which will take place soon 
Muy 1 bas been talked of as the date 
for holding these elections, but 1 do not 
think it practicable to hold them then. 
They are waiting for information from 
the census office about establishing 
election districts, and there is a great 
deal more to be done that will take 
time, because the men who will have 
charge of the elections are not familiar 
with the duties which they will have 
to perform. Here in this country we 
have the election machinery all ready. 
All we have to do is to set it working. 
In Cuba there is no election machin- 
ery. 1 talked with a great many Cu- 
bans as to how boards of Inspection 
and registry should be selected. They 
will bave to consijder this and also the 
extent of territory to be covered and 
the means of access to places of elec- 
tion. We have always found it diffi- 
cult in New York to get boards of in- 
spection and registry to perform their 
duties properly. These boards have to 
be taught, although many of the mem- 
bers have been instructed in the duties 
in previous elections. But in Cuba it 
is all new. They haven't even seen it 
done. 

“As to qualifications of voters they 
seem to be settling down to a three- 
fold alternative qualification—first, all 
those to have the right to vote who 
own property, a very small class; sec- 
ond, all who can read and write, and, 
third, all who have been soldiers in the 
Cuban army.” 

The secretary was asked if the Cu- 
bans could organize a good, stable gov- 
ernment. 

“I think they can learn to,” he an- 
swered, “and that they are very anx- 
ious to learn and are taking kindly te 
it. A good many of the strongest Cu 
bans and of the radical Cubans, lead- 
ing veterans, protested to me against 
having the Cubans judged by men who 
talked about-the United States having 
selfish anil bad intentions toward the 
island.” 

Concerning annexation Mr. Root 
said: “I do not consider anuexation a 
present practical question. Undoubt- 
edly there are people who are agitating 
for annexation, but the great mass of 
the people are busy getting ready for 
the establishment of a government, 
and when that time comes the annexa- 
tion question can be discussed. Of 
course,” he said in answer to a ques- 
tion as to what form of government 
the people would want, “it will be a 
republican form of government.” 

Referring again to the municipal elec- 
tions, Mr. loot gave as another reasom 
for believing that they could not take 
place on May 1 that no candidates had 
been named. There would have to be 
a campaign, he said, and that would 
take time. 

The army in Cuba, he said, was in 
very good condition. There were very 
few men on the sick list. He spoke of 
the improved sanitary conditions In 
Cuban cities and said that he would 
like to have American people go to the 
island to see how the towns are 
cleaned.

It is not easy often to prove by fig 
ures that there has been extravaganc: 
or a waste of money, but unfortu- 
nately for the Commissioner he has 
made comparisons in his annual report 
of the work of the Water division 
over which he was in sole control. 

Cousiderable less water pipe was laid 
last year than in 1898 or 1897, although 
the appropriation was $30,000 each year. 
The total number of feet in 1899 was

Another feature of modern actions is 
the individualism with which the sol- 
diers When you spread 10,000 
men out over a ten mile front, they do 
not touch elbows by any means. With 
the enemy spread out in a similar man- 
ner it becomes a battle not between 
regiments, but between men. It is 
not exactly a hand to hand encounter, 
but a series of rifle duels. Many of the 
battles between the Boers and the Brit- 
ish have been exactly of this kind.

He 
watches it closely and waits for it to 
lift. When it does, he lets drive. Per- 
haps he exposes himself as he does so.

Accompanying this article is a pic- 
ture made froin a drawing by Rene 
Bull, a special artist of the London 
Sketch. It shows Sergeant Mason of 
Thorneycroft's mounted infantry In- 
dulging in just such a duel. The ser- 
geant claims to have killed two Boers 
when he found himself being pepper- 
ed by a third. For half an hour the 
two men lay, each behind his own rock, 

“sniping” at the other. Five times a 
Boer bullet tore through the top of 
Mason's helmet, and finally one plowed 
through his right shoulder. But this 
did not make him quit the game. 
Shifting his rifle to his left arm, firtng 
{rom the other side of the rock, be sur- 
prised the Boer and killed him.

Advantages of British and European 
Capitalists Over Americans—Sculp- 
tor French's Statue of Washington 
For Paris—Polyglot Politics In Pa- 
cific Islands—Notable Easter Per- 


formance In Kansas. 


The necessary elements for the res- 
toration of prosperity in Cuba are, first 
and foremost, government and equita- 
ble laws. These being secured, the 
next requisite is plenty of cash capi- 
tal. This is an ineludible necessity. 
No amount of Yankee ingenuity or An- 
glo-Saxon energy can accomplish re- 
sults unless backed up by cold cash, 
It is often mistakenly supposed that 
the introduction of American business 
methods is all that is needed to start 
the heyday of prosperity in Cuba and 
that men whose only capital is their 
alleged brains and energy can float 
successful enterprises on a paper basis. 
The day has gone by when such ideas 
can prevail. It is money, not meth- 
ods, that is needed, says E. Sherman 
Gould in Cassier’s Magazine for April. 
Some free lances, with nothing to lose 
and everything to gain, will doubtless 
make lucky strikes, but their individ- 
ual success will tend but little to the 
general prosperity. 

It is not to be gathered from the 
above that capital must await the full 
consummation of a fixed rule in Cuba, 
Step by step it will follow the ad- 
vance of every measure making for 
good government, treading closely upon 
the heels of every point gained in that 
direction, and doubtless great profit 
will attend the earlier and bolder in- 
vestments. Indeed the entrance of 
large moneved interests and the estab- 
lishment of a strong government will 
react upon one another, and large bona 
fide investments will demand and re- 
ceive strong protection. 

The question that is most interesting 
at present is: Who, besides Cuba her- 
self, is to be benefited by all this? Shali 
it be Americans? It seems to be taken 
for granted that the Americans who 
have opened up these opportunities are 
the ones to be benetited thereby. This 
is by no means certain. It is quite pos- 
sible that to them may be applied the 
proverb, “Sic non vobis.” Brifish 
and ceececen capitalists, traders and 
industrials alse, have their eyes fixed 
upon the “Pearl of the Autilles.” They 
have many advantages over Ameri- 
cans. They have more money and are 
therefore bolder, quieter and swifter 
operators and have already longer ex- 
perience in the foreign field. Their 
merchants, operating upon a carefully 
studied system of long credits, will 
beat the American competitor who in- 
upon cash payments and even 
payments in advance. They thoroughly 
understand the grand tactics of com- 
merce, while Americans adhere in the 
foreign field to the policy, very wise in 
the home market, of presenting the 
goods with one hand and the bill with 
the other. No extensive business can 
be done in the Spanish speaking coun- 
tries on this basis.

Danicl C. French, the sculptor, is the 
subject of an article by W. A. Coftin, 
the artist, printed with reproductions 
of 2 number of Mr. French’s works 
and other illustrations in the April 
Century. 

One of the sculptor’s latest works is 
the equestrian statue of General Wash- 
ington for Paris, which will be placed 
in the Place d’lena, a very fine site 
near the Trocadero. This will be the 
only public monument in Paris execut- 
ed by an American artist, except the 
Lafayette statue by Mr. Paul Wayland 
Bartlett, which is to be unveiled in the 
Place du Carrousel on the Fourth of 
July, 1900, under the auspices of the 
French and the United States govern- 
ments. Mr. French has had as bis col- 
laborator in this work Mr. Edward C.

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The cooling of buildings in 
weather somewhat after the manner 
followed in warming them in winter 
has frequently suggested itself as a 
matter of comfort and even of econo- 
my in the case of workshops, for ex- 
ample, where trying summer tempera- 
tures may seriously affect productive 
capacity, says Cassier’s Magazine for 
April.

FIRST SCHOOLMASTER. 


(Continued from last week.) 

A second school for the whole year is 
presently established. 

7 March, 1720. ‘* The Moderator 
then proposed whether the reading and 
writing school should be kopt the 
whole year annually at the south end 
of the town, for the town. It passed 
on the affirmative. ”’ 

As not infrequently happened, there 
was difficulty about designating the 
place for the movable school. 

17 May, 1720. ‘‘It was then also 
voted, that there shall be a writing or 
reading school annually for the whole 
year to be kept in the south precinct, 
in such place or places as a committee 
now to be chosen, to jdin with the 
major part of the selectmen, Mr. Joseph 
Crosby, Lt. Samuel Allen and Mr. 
Ephraim Thayer, shall agree, and to 
agree with the schoolmaster.’’ 

15 May, 1728. ‘‘Tke moderator then 
put the question to the town whether 
the middle precinct in the town should 
have liberty to move the school now 
kept in that precinct to two other 
places, to be kept at each place a third 
of the year, or half a year at each, if 
the said precinct see cause; provided 
the said precinct will be at the whole 
charge of such removal, the places nom- 
inated being ene at the southeast cor- 
ner of the little pond where the ways 
part, and the other near the house of 
Nathaniel Wales. And it was voted in 
the aflfirmative.”’

2 November, 1750. 
the new south precinct was then | laid 
before the town which was presented at 
the last town meeting, concerning a 
school there; aud the question being 
put whether the new south precinct 
shall have eight pounds paid out of the 
town’s treasury toward supporting a 
school in that precinct yearly until the 
town take further order, the first year 
to be understood to commence from 
March last past; it passed in the at- 
firmative.’’ 

Things went on so for thirty years.
